AX  ORDIIS^ANCE 

To  regulate  the  maniifactiiring,  having,  keeping,  selling, 
using,  transporting  and  carrying  of  higli  explosives. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadclpliia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after 
-Tilly  1,  1901,  it  shall  be  a  nuisance  for  any  person  to 
manufacture,  have,  keep,  sell,  nse,  transport  or  carry  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any  high  explo- 
eives  whatsoever,  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  words  "high  explosives,"  as  used  in  this 
ordinance  include  (1)  explosives  of  the  uitro-glycerine  class, 
including  niti'o-glycerine,  the  various  dynamites  and  othex 
explosives  containing  nitro-giycerine  as  a  component  part; 
(2)  explosives  of  the  nitro-cellulose  class,  including  pyrox- 
yKn,  smokeless  powder,  blasting  gelatin  and  all  explosive 
preparations  (except  gun-cotton)  containing  tlie  nitro-cel- 
luloses  as  a  component  part;  (3)  fulminates  of  mercury  and 
silver;  (4)  explosive  compounds  or  mixtures  containing  ni- 
trated phenols  or  coal  tar  hydro-carbons,  including  picric 
acid,  picrates,  Sprengel's  explosives,  and  other  explosives 
of  like  character;  (5)  flash  powders. 

Sect.  3.  i!\^o  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  mannfac- 
ture,  have,  keep,  sell,  or  use  any  high  explosives  in  any 
building  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  until 
he  shall  have  obtained  a  licensie  from  the  Mayor.  Such 
license  shall  l)e  granted  by  the  Mayor  upon  sworn  appli- 
cation in  writing,  stating  the  place  or  building  in  which  the 
applicant  desires  to  manufacture,  have,  keep,  sell  or  use 
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any  liigli  explosive,  and  said  license  may  be  granted  to 
cover  one  or  all  of  the  said  explosives  aa  the  applicant  may 
desire.  Said  license  shall  specify  what  high  explosives  may 
be  manufactured,  had,  kept,  sold  or  used  by  the  licensee, 
and  the  amount  of  each  high  explosive  which  the  licensee 
may  have  in  one  place  at  one  time;  provided,  however,  that 
such  amount  sliall  not  in  the  case  of  explosives  of  the  nitro- 
glycerine class  exceed  5  lbs.  each,  or  in  the  case  of  ex- 
plosives of  the  nitro-cellulose  clasSi  exceed  5  lbs.  each  (ex- 
cerpting smokeless  powder,  of  which  25  lbs.  may  be  kept, 
exclusive  of  that  contained  in  fijxed  ammunition),  or 
in  the  case  of  fulminates  exceed  .")  l])s.  each;  or  in 
the  case  of  explosive  compounds  or  mixtures  contain- 
ing nitrated  plienols  or  coal  tar  hydro-carbons,  includ- 
ing picric  acid,  picrates,  Sprengel's  explosives,  and  other 
explosives  of  like  character  exceed  2o  lbs,  each;  or  in 
the  case  of  flash  powdei*s  exceed  25  lbs.  each.  Every 
euch  license  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  first  day  of 
Januaiy  next  succeeding:  Provided  furtlirr,  That  no  li- 
cense shall  be  issued  for  the  sale,  use,  manufacture  or  stor- 
age of  high  explosives  in  any  frame  or  wooden  building, 
and  that  no  license  sliall  be  issued  for  the  sale  of  high  ex- 
plosives in  any  building  A^dthin  three  hundred  feet  of  a 
School-honso,  Clinrch,  Hospital,  Theatre  or  Hall  licensed 
for  public  assemblies,  or  any  pu1)lie  buildings:  Provided 
further^  That  no  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  Mayor 
until  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  have  certified  to  him  that  he 
has  examined  the  premises  upon  which  the  applicant  for  a 
license  desires  to  manufacture,  have,  keep,  sell  or  use  any 
high  explosive,  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  license  may  be 
granted  without  endangering  the  public  safety:  Providrd. 
That  if  the  Fire  Mai-shal  shall  decide  that  an  applicant  for 
a  license  is  not  entitled  to  a  license  by  reason  of  endanger- 
ing the  public  safety,  said  applicant  may  appeal  in  writing 
to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  within 
three  (3)  days  after  having  received  notice  of  the  decision 
of  the  Fire  Mai-shal,  specifying  in  such  appeal  the  reasons 
and  ground  therefor.  The  Director  of  Public  Safety  shall 
immediately  refer  such  appeal  to  a  commission  which  shall 
consist  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  and  the  Secretary  of 
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tlie  Philadelpliia  Eire  ITndei'writers'  Association.  Said 
commission  shall  carefully  consider  said  appeal  and  make 
decision  thereon,  and  its  decision  shall  be  conchisive.  The 
decision  of  any  two  shall  be  the  decision  of  the  commission. 

S'ECT.  4.  Every  package  containing  high  explosives  (ex- 
cept smokeless  powder)  in  which  the  same  are  sold  or  into 
which  the  sanie  are  delivered  upon  being  sold,  shall  be  dis- 
tinctly labeled  with  a  printed  sign  or  label,  stamped  upon, 
or  finnly  affixed  thereto,  with  the  name  of  the  high  ex- 
plosives and  the  word  "Danger"  distinctly  pnnited  on  the 
same.  Every  licensee  shall  place  on  some  conspicuous  part 
of  the  building  or  premises  in  which  he  is  licensed  to  manu- 
facture, keep,  sell,  store,  or  use  any  high  explosives,  a  sign 
on  which  shall  be  distinctly  printed  the  words  "Licensed  to 
manufacture,  keep,  sell,  store,  or  use  high  explosives,"  as 
the  case  may  be.  IN'o  high  explosive  shall  be  exposed  for 
sale  outside  of  the  walls  of  any  building  where  they  may 
be  licensed  to  be  sold,  nor  in  any  door  or  window,  nor  upon 
any  highway,  road,  street,  avenue,  public  thoroughfare 
or  public  place.  An  exact  record  of  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  purchaser  and  of  the  date,  kind  and  quantity 
of  all  high  explosives  (except  smokeless  powder)  sold  shall 
be  kept  by  each  licensee  and  such  record  shall  at  all  reason- 
al:)le  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  Fire  Marshal,  who 
shall  be  permitted  to  take  copies  or  extracts  from  such 
record.  N^o  matches  except  safety  matches  secui*ely  kept 
in  a  place  separated  from  the  explosives  shall  be  carried, 
kept  or  placed  upon  any  premises  in  which  said  explosives 
are  manufactured,  kept,  sold  or  stored,  nor  any  smoking 
permitted  thereon,  nor  any  intoxicated  persons  permitted  to 
be  or  remain  thereupon. 

Sect.  5.  All  packages  containing  high  explosives  during 
transportation  shall  be  kept  clean.  Layers  of  blasting  cart^ 
ridges  therein  shall  be  separated  by  sawdust  or  other  suit- 
able inexplosive  absorbent.  No  iron  or  steel  shall  be  used 
in  the  construction  of  any  such  package,  unless  covered 
with  zinc,  tin,  or  similar  material.  Each  package,  except 
smokeless  powder,  shall  be  marked  by  means  of  a  brand  or 
stencil,  or  a  securely  attached  label,  with  the  words  "Ex- 
plosives-Dangerous," followed  by  the  specific  name  of  the 
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iii^ii  explosive,  the  name  and  address  of  both  the  manu- 
facturer and  the  forwarder,  and  a  brief  statement,  showing 
the  weight  of  the  package,  the  per  cent,  of  nitro-giycerine 
(if  any)  contained  therein,  the  per  cent,  of  absorbent,  and 
^he  date  of  manufacture.  High  explosives  shall  not  be 
ti^ansported,  carried  or  conveyed  in  any  dray,  cart,  wagou 
or  other  carriage  in  the  streets,  avenues,  roads  or  high- 
ways, between  the  hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise.  No 
matches,  except  safety  matches  securely  kept  in  a  place 
entirely  separated  from  the  explosives,  shall  be  carried  or 
used  upon  a  vehicle  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  high 
explosives,  nor  any  smoking  i>ermitted  thereon,  nor  any 
intoxicated  pei'son  permitted  thereon,  nor  any  unauthorized 
person  allowed  to  be  present  during  the  loading  or  un- 
loading of  the  same.  No  stops  except  unavoidable  sto}^ 
shall  be  made  during  the  journey. 

Sect.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fii-e  Marshal  to 
inspect  annually,  or  oftener,  if  deemed  necessary,  all  places 
foiT  which  such  licenses  shall  be  granted,  and  to  report  to 
the  Mayor  any  and  all  violations  of  the  law,  or  of  this  ordi- 
nance which  he  may  discover  in  such  examination;  where- 
upon it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  forthwith  to  notify 
such  licensee  that  his  license  shall  be  forfeited  unless  the 
provisions  of  the  law  or  ordinance  or  ordinances  violated 
be  complied  with  within  48  hours;  and  if  such  provisions 
of  the  law  or  ordinances  be  not  complied  with  within  48 
tioui^  after  such  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor 
to  forfeit  such  Hcense  by  giving  notice  in  writing  to  the 
licensee  that  his  license  is  revoked,  which  notice  shall  be 
served  upon  the  licensee  personally  or  left  at  his  place  of 
business. 

Sect.  7.  Any  pereon,  firm,  or  corporation  maintaining  a 
nuisance  prohibited  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this  ordi- 
nance, or  violating  any  of  the  provisions  thereof,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  $500  for  each  violation,  to  be  col- 
lected as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  collectible, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  abate  any  such, 
nuisance. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  articles  of  the  kind  and  nature  herein  mentioned

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  manufacture,  storage  and  keeping  for  sale 
of  certain  chemicals  and  combustibles. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after 
July  1,  1901,  it  shall  be  a  nuisance  to  manufacture,  store, 
or  keep  for  sale  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, more  than  two  pounds  of  guncotton;  twenty-five 
pounds  of  saltj^jeti'e;  five  j)omids  of  peroxide  of  sodium, 
metallic  sodium,  metalHc  potassium,  and  pennanganates  of 
potash;  twenty-five  pounds  each  of  nitrate  of  soda,  nitrate 
of  ammonia,  nitrate  of  baryta,  nitrate  of  strontia  and  nitrate 
of  lead;  twenty-five  pounds  of  chlorate  of  potash;  twenty- 
five  pounds  of  chlorate  of  soda ;  or  five  pounds  of  ordinary 
phosphorus;  or  five  pounds  of  amoi-phous  phosphorus,  with- 
out having  obtained  a  license  from  the  Mayor.  Such  license 
shall  be  granted  upon  a  sworn  application  in  writing  stat- 
ing the  place  or  building  in  which  the  applicant  desires  to 
manufacture,  stoi-e  or  keep  for  sale  any  of  the  articles  afore- 
said; and  likewise  stating  the  maximum  amoimt  of  said 
articles  or  any  of  them  which  the  applicant  desires  to  store 
or  keep  at  any  one  time;  and  such  license  shall  specify 
which  of  said  articles  may  be  manufactured,  stored  or  kept 
for  sale  by  the  applicant  upon  the  premises  aforesaid  and 
the  amount  of  each:  Provided,  however.  That  no  license 
shall  permit  more  than  the  following  amooints  of  said  arti- 
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cles  to  be  stored  or  kept  for  sale  at  any  one  time  in  any- 
one building,  to  wit:  of  saltpetre  (gi-aniilated  or  crystalizcd), 
nitrate  of  soda,  nitrate  of  lead,  nitrate  of  baryta,  nitrate  of 
strontia,  nitrate  of  ammonia,  permanganate  of  potash, 
chlorate  of  potash  (powdered  or  erystalized),  or  chlorate  of 
soda,  one  eommercial  package  of  eadi  (or  its  equivalent)  not 
exceeding-  2,500  pounds  in  the  whole,  unless  said  ehemieals 
be  stored  in  a  separate  brick  or  stone  building  used  for 
storage  of  such  chemicals,  and  in  which  no  other  com- 
bustible ciiemicals  or  coral)Ustible  substances  are  stored, 
or  unless  said  chemicals  be  stored  in  a  brick  or  stone  por- 
tion of  a  building  cut  off  by  a  brick  or  stone  wall  extend- 
ing through  the  roof  and  with  all  communicating  openings 
protected  by  standard  tire  doors,  and  in  which  no  other 
combustible  chemicals  or  combustible  substances  are  stored: 
Provided,  also,  That  any  person  engaged  in  manufacturing 
may  manufacture,  store  and  keep  for  sale  nitrates,  chlor- 
ates and  permanganates  or  any  of  the  articles  referred  to 
in  this  ordinance  without  a  license  in  any  quantity,  in 
any  manufacturing  establishment,  provided,  said  numufact- 
uring  establishment  is  not  located  in  that  portion  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  situate  on  the  eastern  side  of  Schuyl- 
kill river,  between  Allegheny  avenue  on  the  north  and 
Mifflin  street  on  the  south,  excepting  thereout  that  portion 
of  the  City  lying  north  of  ]VIifflin  street,  between  south 
Thirtieth  street  and  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  excepting 
thereout  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  south  of  Dickinson 
street  and  east  of  Otsego  street,  or  in  any  .building  situate 
on  the  western  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill  south  of  Girard 
avenue  and  east  of  Forty-third  street,  excepting  thereout 
that  portion  of  the  City  lying  on  the  west  side  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill river  east  of  Thirtieth  street,  between  Spring 
Garden  street  and  Arch  street,  and  also  that  portion 
of  th.e  City  lying  on  the  -west  side  of  Schuylkill  river, 
east  of  Thirtieth  street,  between  Chestnut  street  and 
South  street:  Protyidecl,  furtlier.  That  no  license 
shall  be  granted  to  store,  or  keep  for  sale  of  ordinary 
phosphoiais  or  guncotton  more  than  ten  pounds  at  any 
one  time  in  any  one  building  unless  these  articles  be 
stored  in  a  fire-proof  brick  or  stone  vault,  when  license 
may  be  granted   to  store  or  keep  for  sale   not   exceeding 
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twenty-five  jwunds  of  each:  Provided,  further,  That  all 
ordinary  phosphorus  licensed  to  be  stored  or  kept  for  sale, 
shall  be  ke])t  under  water:  Provided,  further,  That  no 
license  shall  be  gi'anted  to  store  or  keep  for  sale- more 
than  fifty  pounds  of  peroxide  of  sodium;  or  more 
than  ten  poimds  of  metallic  sodium;  or  more  than 
ten  pounds  of  metallic  potassium:  Provided,  however. 
That  a  license  may  be  granted  to  store  or  keep  metal- 
lic sodium  in  quantities  in  excess  of  ten  pounds  in 
connection  with  an  isolated  establishment  manufacturing- 
the  same,  provided  it  be  kept  under  paraffin  or  mineral  oil 
in  iron  or  cement  vessels  containing  not  exceeding  twenty 
pounds  each,  stored  in  a  sj^ecial  fire  proof  brick  building 
or  vault  separated  from  the  main  building  by  approved  fire 
dooi-s:  Provided,  further.  That  no  license  shall  be  granted 
by  the  Mayor  until  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  have  ceilified 
to  the  Mayor  that  he  has  examined  the  premises  upon 
which  the  applicant  for  a  license  desires  to  manufacture, 
etore  or  keep  for  sale  any  of  the  said  chemicals  and  that 
in  his  opinion  the  license  may  be  granted  without  endan- 
gering the  public  safety:  Provided,  That  if  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal shall  decide  that  an  applicant  for  a  license  is  not  en- 
titled to  a  license  by  reason  of  endangering  the  public 
safety,  said  appHcant  may  appeal  in  writing  to  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  within  three  (3)  days 
after  having  received  notice  of  the  decision  of  the  Fire 
Marshal,  specifying  in  such  ai>peal  the  reasons  and  ground 
therefor.  The  Director  of  Public  Safety  shall  immediately 
refer  such  appeal  to  a  commission  which  sliall  consist  of  tlie 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Philadelphia 
Fire  Undei'wi'iters'  Association.  Said  commission  shall 
carefully  consider  said  appeal  and  make  decision  thereon, 
and  its  decision  shall  be  conclusive.

Ever)^  such 
license  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  January 
next  succeeding. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  l>e  a  niusance  to  store  or  keep  for  sale 
within  the  limits  of  said  City  in  any  one  place  at  any  one 
time  more  than  twenty  barrels  in  the  whole,  of  varnisli,  tur- 
pentine, or  moire  than  one  carboy  of  sulphuric  etlier;or  more 
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than  one  di'iini  of  bisulphide  of  carbon;  or  more  than  one 
driim  of  acetone;  or  more  than  one  barrel  of  amyl  acetate; 
or  more  than  thirty-live  pounds  of  red  fuminjj  nitric  acid;  or 
more  than  twenty-five  pounds  of  fuming  sulphni'io  acid  and 
auhydi'ous  sulphuric  acid ;  or  more  than  five  carboys  of  nitric 
acid,  -without  having  obtained  a  license  from  the  Mayor. 
Such  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  Mayor  upon  a  sworn 
application  in  writing,  stating  the  place  or  building  in  which 
the  applicant  desires  to  manufacture,  store  or  keep  for  sale 
any  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  and  likewise  stating  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  said  articles,  or  any  of  them  which  the 
applicant  desires  to  store  or  keep  at  any  one  time;  and 
such  license  shall  specify  which  of  said  articles  may  be 
manufactured,  stored  or  kept  for  sale  by  the  applicant 
upon  the  premises  aforesaid:  Provided,  further,  That  no 
heenee  shall  be  granted  by  the  Mayor  until  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal shall  have  certified  to  the  Mayor  that  he  has  examined 
the  premises  upon  which  the  applicant  for  a  license  desires 
to  manufacture,  store  or  keep  for  sale  any  of  the  said 
chemicals,  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  license  may  be 
granted  without  endangering  the  public  safety:  I*roi:idcd^ 
That  if  the  Fii-e  ]\rai'shal  shall  decide  that  an  applicant  for 
a  license  is  not  entitled  to  a  license  by  reason  of  endan- 
gering the  public  safety,  said  applicant  may  appeal  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Director  of  the  Depai'tment  of  Public  Safety 
within  three  (3)  days  after  having  received  notice  of  the 
decision  of  the  Fire  Marshal,  specifying  in  such  appeal 
the  reasons  and  ground  therefor.  The  Director  of 
Public  Safety  shall  immediately  refer  such  appeal  to  a 
commission  which  shall  consist  of  the  Cliief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection, and  the  Secretary  of  the  Philadelphia  Fire  Un- 
derwritei*s'  Association.  Said  commission  shall  carefully 
consider  said  appeal  and  make  decision  thereon,  and  its  de- 
cision shall  be  conclusive.  The  decision  of  any  two  shall 
be  the  decision  of  the  commission.  Every  such  license  shall 
continue  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  January  next  suc- 
ceeding. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Marshal  to  in- 
spect annually  all  places  for  which  such  licenses  have  been 
granted,  and  to  report  to  the  Mayor  any  and  all  violations 
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of  tlie  law  or  of  this  ordinance  which  he  may  discover  in 
such  examination ;  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  forthwith  to  notify  such  licensee  that  his  license 
will  be  forfeited  unless  the  provisions  of  the  law  or  ordi- 
nance violated  be  complied  wdth  within  forty-eight  hours; 
and  if  such  provisions  of  the  law  or  ordinance  be  not  com- 
plied with  within  forty-eight  hours  after  such  notice,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  forfeit  such  license,  by 
gi\ang  notice  in  writing  to  the  licensee  that  his  license  is 
revoked,  which  notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  licensee 
personally,  or  left  at  his  place  of  business. 

Sect.  -i.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  maintaining  a 
nuisance  prohibited  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this  or- 
dinance, or  violating  any  of  the  provisions  thereof,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for 
each  violation,  to  be  collected  as  debts  of  like  amount  are 
now  by  law  collectible,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  to  abate  any  such  nuisance. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  articles  of  the  kind  and  nature  herein  mentioned 
which  shall  be  in  the  possession  of  the  railroad  or  trana- 
portation  companies  for  the  pui-pose  of  transportation,  un- 
less the  same  shall  be  held  voluntanly  by  them  as  ware- 
housemen. 

Sect.  6.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

To  regTilate  the  having,  using,  stoiing  and  keeping  of  ben- 
zine, naphtha,  gasoliuo,  benzole,  and  other  similar  light 
petroleum  or  coal  tar  products  and  articles  containing  the 
same. 

Section  1.   The  Select  and  Common   Councils  of  the 
City   of  PMlad^^lphm  do  ordain,    That    on    and    after 
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July  1,  1901,  it  shall  be  a  nuisance  for  any  j^erson  other 
than  the  manufacturer  of  benzine,  naphtha,  gasoline,  ben- 
zole and  other  similar  light  petroleum  or  coal  tar  products, 
to  have,  use,  store  or  keep  at  any  one  time  in  any  building 
within  the  Oitv  of  Philadelpliia  situate  on  the  eaatern  side 
of  the  Schuylkill  River  between  Allegheny  avenue  on 
the  north  and  Mifflin  street  on  the  south,  excepting  there- 
out that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north  of  Mifflin  street, 
between  Suuth  Thirtieth  strc(>t  and  the  Schuylkill  River, 
and  excepting  thereout  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  south 
of  Dickinson  street  and  east  of  Otsego  street  or  in  any 
building  situate  on  the  Western  side  of  the  River  Schuyl- 
kill south  of  Girard  avenue  and  east  of  Forty-third  street, 
excepting  thereout  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  east  of  Thirtieth  street, 
between  Spring  Garden  street  and  Arch  street,  and  also 
that  portion  of  the  City  lying  on  the  west  side  of  Schuyl-

AN  ORDINANCE 

'I'o  regulate  the  maniufactiu-e,  transportation,  sale,  storage 
and  use  of  acetylene  and.  calcium  carbide. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Commmi  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain ,  That  on  and  after 
July  1,  1901,  it  shall  be  a  nuisance  to  manufacture,  trans- 
port, store,  sell,  or  use  liquefied  acetylene  g-as  Avithin  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  a  nfuisance  for  any  person,  firm  or 
4'orporation  to  generate  or  store  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  any  acetylene  gas  in  excess  of  the 
<|nantity  generated  by  or  stored  in  connection  with  an 
;ipparatus  or  eapacit}'  of  ten  (10)  one-half  foot  burners, 
without  having  first  obtaintd  a  license  from  the  Mayor. 
Said  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  Mayor  upon  a  sworn 
application  in  writing,  stating  the  place  or  building  in 
which  the  applicant  desires  to  generate  or  store  acetylene 
gas,  and  containing  a  full  descriptioii  of  the  manner  in 
wliich  he  desire^s  to  generate  or  store  it.  And  it  shall  like- 
wise be  a  nuisance  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  hav- 
iug  obtained  a  license  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
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of  this?  oi'diiiaiioe,  to  generate  or  store  acetylene  gas,  unless 
an  a]>proA'ed  safety  device  connected  watli  an  escape  or 
blovv-O'lf  pipe  disclrarging  into  the  open  air  at  a  suitable  point 
outside  of  the  building  and  terminating  in  an  approved 
hood  at  least  twelve  (12)  feet  above  ground  and  remote 
from  \vindows:  and  nnless  a  suitable  water  seal  is  provided 
to  each  apparatus  where  necossary;  and  uidess  the  persons 
in  charge  thereof  have  been  ])ro})ci-]y  instructed  in  its  man- 
ag-ement;  and  unless  the  generating  and  gas  holding  appa- 
ratus, if  they  have  a  capacity  of  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  (25)  lights  of  one-half  foot  burners,  are  located  in  an 
outside  building  properly  ventilated  and  drained  and  sepa- 
rated from  all  other  buildings  by  a  brick  or  stone  wall 
or  an  open  space:  and  unless  the  generating  and  gas  holding 
apparatus,  if  they  are  of  larger  ca])acity,  are  located  in  a 
<letached  building,  also  properly  ventilated;  and  unless  no 
artificial  light  is  permitted  in  the  room  where  the  apparatus 
is  instiilled,  within  fifteen  (1.'))  feet  of  tlie  generator  or 
gas  holder;  and  uidess  the  building  is  heated  by  steam,  hot 
water  or  hot  aii'  system,  where  li(!ating  is  required.  But 
such  license  sliall  not  be  granted  by  the  Mayor  until  he 
shall  have  received  a  certificate  from  the  Fire  Marshal  that 
lie  has  examined  the  premises  on  which  the  applicant  de- 
sires to  genei-ate  or  store  acetylene  gas  and  that  the  li(.'ense 
applied  for,  may  in  his  opinion  be  granted  VAathout  en- 
dangering th(>  jiublic  safety:  Provided,  That  if  the  Fire 
Marshal  shall  decide  that  an  applicant  for  a  license  is  not 
entitled  to  a  license  by  reason  of  endangering  the  public 
safety,  said  ap[)licant  may  appeal  in  writing  to  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  within;  three*  (3) 
days  after  having  received  notice  of  the  decision  of 
the,  Kire  Maishal.  specifying  in  such  aj^jieal  the  reason 
and  ground  therefor.  The  Director  of  Public  Safety 
shall  immediately  refer  such  appeal  to  a  commission 
which  shall  consist  of  the  CTJiief  of  the  Kire  Depart- 
ment, the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Tns])ec- 
tion.  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Philadelphia  Fire  Under- 
^\^^ters'  Association.  Said  commission  shall  carefully  con- 
sidea-  said  appeal  and  make  decision  thereon,  and  its  decision 
-liaii  be  conclusive.  The  decision  of  any  two  shall  bt^  the 
icvision  of  the  comunssion.     Fverv  license  so  granted  shall 
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give  permission  to  the  licensee  to  have  in  the  generator 
house,  as  above  described,  100  lbs.  of  calcium  carbide  in 
strong,  water-tight,  metal  cans.  Every  license  so  granted 
shall  continue  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  January  next 
succeeding.  Every  such  license  shall  contain  the  name  of 
the  person,  firm,  or  corporation  licensed,  a  statement  of  the 
business  to  be  carried  on  and  a  description  of  the  place, 
building,  or  part  of  building  for  which  the  license  is 
granted. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Marshal  to  in- 
spect annually  all  places  for  which  such  licenses  have  been 
granted,  and  to  report  to  the  Mayor  any  and  all  violations 
of  the  law,  or  of  this  ordinance  which  he  may  discover  in 
such  examination;  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  forthwith  to  notify  such  licensee  that  his  license 
will  be  forfeited  unless  the  provisions  of  the  law  or  ordi- 
nance violated  be  complied  with  T\nthin  48  hours,  and  if 
such  provisions  of  the  law  or  ordinances  be  not  complied 
with  within  48  hours  after  such  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Mayor  to  forfeit  such  hcense,  by  giving  notice  in 
writing  to  the  licensee  that  his  license  i^  revoked,  which 
notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  licensee  personally,  or  left 
at  his  place  of  business. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  a  nuisance  for  any  person^  firm  or 
corporation  to  store,  keep,  or  have  calcium  carbide  in  any 
building  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  until 
he  shall  have  obtained  a  license  from  the  Mayor:  Provided^ 
however,  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  may  store, 
keepf  or  hftve  an  amount  not  exceeding  100  lbs.  in  any 
building  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  with- 
out a  license,  if  the  same  shall  be  stored  in  a  strong,  water- 
tight, metal  receptacle,  holding  not  exceeding  50  2-lb.  cans 
or  20  5-lb.  cans  or  10  10-lb.  cans,  said  receptacles  to  be 
kept  above  the  grade.  Said  license  shall  be  granted  by  the 
Mayor  upon  a  sworui  application  in  writing,  stating  the  place 
or  building  in  which  the  applicant  desires  to  store  or  keep 
or  have  calcium  carbide,  and  including  a  full  description 
of  the  manner  in  which  he  desires  to  store  or  keep  or  have 
said  calcium  carbide.  'No  license  shall  be  granted  for  the 
storage,  keeping  or  having  of  calcium  carbide  in  quantities 
exceeding  600  lbs.     If  stoi-ed,  kept,  or  had  in  quantities 
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lass  thnn  600  lbs.,  it.  shall  bo  stored  in  strong,  water-tight, 
metal  cans  containing  not  exceeding  100  lbs.  each,  and  no 
license  shall  be  gi-anted  until  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  have 
certified  to  the  Mayor  that  ho  has  examined  the  premises 
upon  which  the  applicant  desires  to  store,  keep  or  have 
c^icium  carbide,  and  that  the  building  where  it  is  desired 
to  store,  keep  or  have  the  same  is  of  good  construction, 
water-proof,  well  drained  and  ventilated,  and  that  the  cal- 
cium carbide  will  be  stored  above  the  orado:  Provided, 
That  if  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  decide  that  an  applicant  for 
a  license  is  not  entitled  to  a  license  by  reason  of  endanger- 
ing the  public  safety,  said  applicant  may  appeal  in  writing 
to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  within 
three  (3)  days  after  having  received  notice  of  the  de- 
cision of  the  Fire  Mai-shal,  specifying  in  such  appeal 
the  reasons  and  ground  therefor.  The  Director  of 
Public  Safety  shall  immediately  refer  such  appeal  to 
a  commission  which  shall  consist  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department,  the  Cliief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection, and  the  Secretai-y  of  the  Philadelphia  Fire  Under- 
writers' Association.  Said  commission  shall  carefully  con- 
sider said  appeal  and  make  decision  thereon,  and  its  de- 
cision shall  be  conclusive.  The  decision  of  any  two  shall 
be  the  decision  of  the  commission.  Every  license  so  granted 
shall  continue  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  January  next 
succeeding:  Provided,  however,  That  if  the  building  is  of 
fire-proof  construction  and  is  used  exclusively  for  the  stor- 
age of  calcium  carbide,  and  is  distant  at  least  twenty-five  feet 
frorai  other  buildings,  or  if  the  building  is  not  of  fire-proof 
construction  and  is  located  at  least  100  feet  from  other  build- 
ings, and  if  no  artificial  light  or  heat  is  permitted  therein,  a 
special  license  may  be  granted  to  the  applicant  for  the  stor- 
age of  quantities  of  calcium  carbide  in  excess  of  600  Ibs.^ 
in  strong,  water-tight,  metal  packages  of  100  lbs.  capacity 
each,  and  provided  further,  that  if  the  applicant  be  other- 
wise properly  qualified  and  the  buildings  be  suitable  as 
specified  in  the  various  sections  of  this  ordinance,  a  single 
license  may  be  issued  to  the  applicant  to  authorize  both  the 
generating  or  storing  of  acetylene  gas  and  the  storing,  keep- 
ing or  having  of  calcium  carbide,  as  provided  in  this  section. 
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Sect.  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  eorporation  maintainiug  a 
niiisance  prohibited  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this  ordi- 
nance, or  violating  any  other  provisions  thereof,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each 
violation,  to  be  collected  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now 
by  law  collectible,  and  it  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  the  Mayor 
to  abate  any  sudh  nuisance. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
not  apply  to  articles  of  the  kind  and  nature  mentioned 
which  shall  be  in  the  possession  of  the  railroad  or  trans- 
portation companies  for  the  pm-pose  of  transportation,  un- 
less the  same  shall  be  held  voluntarily  by  them  as  ware- 
housemen.

vided, That  the  work  of  constructing  the  same  should  be 
completed  within  a  certain  limited  time,  in  said  ordinances 
respectively  specified. 
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And  avhbrkas,  Many  of  tlic  privileges  so  granted  hare 
not  been  taken  advantage  of  by  the  companies  to  whom 
the  same  were  gi-anted,  and  tracks  have  not  been  laid  or 
other  work  done  within  the  time  specified  in  the  said 
several  ordinances;  therefore, 

Siection  1.  The  ASV/rr/  and  Common  Cnuiicih  of  the 
City  of  Phihnh'Jphia  do  ordain,  That  all  privileges  here- 
tofore granted  to  any  company  or  coinpanies  by  virtue  of 
any  ordinance  or  ordinances  of  Oonncils  to  lay  tracks,  or  to

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  and  regulate  the  construction  of  an  elevated 
railway  by  the  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  upon  the  terms  and 
subject  to  the-  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  Market 
Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  build  and  operate  an  elevated  rail- 
way upon  the  following  route:  A  double  track  road  from 
Delaware  avenue  and  Market  street,  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, to  the  County  line,  passing  around  the  City  Hall 
by  the  streets  on  the  east,  south  and  west  sides  thereof. 
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Also,  oil  Lancaster  avcinie,  from  its  jniictioii  witli  Market 
street  to  the  County  line.  Also,  on  Woodland  avenue, 
from  its  intersection  with  Market  street  to  the  County 
line.  Also,  beginning  at  intersection  of  Lancaster  avenue 
and  Belmont  avenne  (or  Forty-fonrtli  street),  thence  on 
Belmont  avenne  (or  Forty-fourth  street)  to  Farkside  ave- 
nue, thence  on  Parkside  avenue  to  Fifty-second  street, 
and  on  Fifty-second  street  to  Lancaster  avenue.  That 
the  road  shall  he  so  built  or  means  be  provided  under  the 
structure  by  said  company,  its  entire  length,  so  as  to 
catch  all  drii>ping  and  falling  substances.  And  the  said 
company  may  also  constnict,  at  all  necessary  and  con- 
venient places,  such  sidings,  switches,  turnouts,  supports, 
connections,  landing  places,  platforms,  stations  and  all 
necessary  appliances  thereto,  buildings,  telegraphs  and 
signals  and  all  other  requisite  and  convenient  appliances 
upon  said  route,  and  upon  or  above  the  grade  hereby  au- 
thorized of  said  railway,  as  shall  be  required  for  the  con- 
venience and  rapid  and  safe  operation  of  their  road;  and 
authority  is  here  given  for  the  construction  of  the  same 
elevated  over  the  streets  traversed  or  crossed  by  the  route 
of  said  railway.  That  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  be 
attached  to  the  structure  itself.  The  City  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  attaching  its  wires  to  the  structure  without 
cost  and  oompensation,  and  other  telegraph  companies 
with  consent  of  the  company;  the  stations  on  the  entire 
line  shall  not  be  located  at  a  gTeater  distance^  apart  than 
half  a  mile,  and  no  siding,  turnout  or  any  part  of  the 
road  which  is  over  a  public  highway  shall  be  used  for 
the  storage  of  ears.  The  motive  power  to  be  used  shall 
be  electrical  power,  or  any  power  other  than  steam^  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 
The  railway  herein  authorized  shall  be  elevated  upon 
iron  piers,  so  that  there  shall  be  a  clear  headway  of  not 
less  than  fourteen  feet  at  all  places,  and  wherever  it  runs 
across  or  over  the  tracks  of  any  steam  road  there  shall 
be  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet.  The  rail- 
Avay  shall  be  built  upon  the  best  methods  of  deadening 
sound,  and  as  near  as  practicable  in  the  centre  of  all  streets 
so  occupied.  All  public  sewers,  gas  and  water  pipes, 
street  and  sidewalk  pavements,   and  all  other  municipal 
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property,  diall  be  carefully  preserved  and  restored,  when 
disturbed,  to  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Pnblic  "Works;  and  private  vaults  under 
the  footway,  and  all  other  private  property,  shall  be  in- 
terfered with  and  damaged  as  little  as  possible;  the  said 
railway  company  shall  conform  their  elevation  to  any  re- 
vision which  the  City  shall  by  ordinance  direct  on  the  line 
of  their  road,  so  as  to  give  a  clearance  of  fourteen  feet, 
after  said  revision  is  made,  and  shall  also  elevate  their 
tracks  at  steam  road  crossings  so  as  to  give  a  clearance  of 
twenty  feet.  The  said  railway  company  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  run  cars  over  the  entire  route,  stopping  at  all 
stations  on  said  route,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  ten 
minutes  during  the  day,  excepting  from  six  o'clock  A.  M. 
to  nine  o'clock  A.  M.  and  from  four  and  a  half  o'clock 
P.  M.  to  seven  o'clock  P.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  said 
cars  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  five  minutes,  and  except 
between  the  hours  of  one  o'clock  A.  M.  and  five  o'clock 
A,  M.  The  rate  of  fare  over  the  lines  of  said  road,  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  not  exceed 
five  (5)  cents  for  a  continuous  ride.  Work  shall  he  begun 
within  two  years  and  completed  over  the  entire  route 
herein  specified  Avithin  five  years  after  work  shall  be  com- 
menced; and  in  case  work  is  not  begun  in  good  faith 
within  said  two  years  and  pushed  with  reasonable  despatch 
this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void.  Plans  of  the  rail- 
road and  the  location  of  piere,  abutments  and  columns  in 
the  street  and  all  places  for  bridges,  viaducts,  stations, 
supports,  apjwoaches  thereof,  for  the  construction  of  the 
said  railway  Mnthin  and  crossing  the  public  streets  of  the 
City  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  "Works  and  be  approved  by  him,  and  the  said 
c<^mpany  shall  file  a  bond  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,- 
000)  dollars,  with  good  and  siifiicient  securities,  approved 
h\  the  Mayor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perfomiance 
and  observance  of  all  the  requirements,  provisions  and  re- 
strictions of  this  ordinance.  Before  this  ordinance  shall 
take  eftect,  the  said  company  shall  enter  into  a  contract 
and  covenant  with  the  City,  in  form  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  to  perform  all  and  singular  the  tenns  and 
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requirements  of  this  ordinance.  And  the  said  railway 
company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.

To  authorize  and  regulate  the  constructiou  of  an  elevated 
railway  by  the  Ridge  Avenue  Elevated  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  PJnladelphia  do  ordain,  That  upon  the  terms  and 
subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  Ridge 
Avenue  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company  be  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  build  and  operate  an  elevated  rail- 
way upon  the  following  route:  Beginning  at  intersection 
of  Ninth  street  and  Passyunk  avenue,  on  Ninth  street  to 
Vine  street,  to  Ridge  avenue,  to  Main  street,  Mana^nink, 
thence  on  Main  street,  Manayunk,  to  Green  lane,  return- 
ing thence  by  double  track  over  same  route  to  intei*section 
of  Ninth  street  and  Passyunk  avenue.  That  the  road  shall 
be  so  built,  or  means  be  provided  under  the  structure  by 
said  eompan}^  its  entire  length,  so  as  to  catch  all  drippings 
and  falling  substances.  And  the  said  company  may  also 
construct  at  all  necessary  and  convenient  places,  such 
sidings,  switches,  turnouts,  supports,  connections,  landing 
places,  platforms,  stations  and  all  necessary  appliances 
thereto,  buildings,  telegraphs  and  signals  and  all  other 
requisite  and  convenient  appliances  upon  said  route,  and 
upon  or  over  the  grade,  hereby  authorized  of  said  railway 
as  shall  be  required  for  the  convenience  and  rapid  and 
safe  operation  of  their  road;  and  authority  is  here  given 
for  the  construction  of  the  same  elevated  over  the  streets

The  mo- 
tive power  to  be  used  shall  be  electrical  power,  or  any 
power  other  than  steam  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
from  time  to  time  determine.  The  railway  herein  author- 
ized shall  be  elevated  upon  iron  piers,  so  that  there  shall 
be  a  clear  headway  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  feet  at 
all  places,  and  wherever  it  runs  across  or  over  the  tracks 
of  any  steam  road  there  shall  be  a  clearance  of  not  less 
than  twenty  (20)  feet.  The  railway  shall  be  built  upon 
the  best  methods  of  deadening  sound,  and  as  near  as  prac- 
ticable in  the  centre  of  all  streets  so  occupied.  All  public 
sewei-s,  gas  and  water  pipes,  street  and  sidewalk  pave- 
ments and  all  other  municipal  property  shall  be  carefully 
preserved  and  restored,  when  disturbed,  to  a  condition 
satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
"Works ;  and  private  vaults  under  the  footway  and  all  other 
private  property  shall  be  interfered  with  and  damaged  as 
little  as  possible.  The  said  railway  company  shall  con- 
form their  elevation  to  any  revision  which  the  City  by 
ordinance  direct  on  the  line  of  their  road,  so  as  to  give  a 
clearance  of  fourteen  (14)  feet  after  said  revision  is  made, 
and  shall  also  elevate  their  tracks  at  steam  road  crossings 
so  as  to  give  a  clearance  of  twenty  (20)  feet.  The  said 
railway  company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  run  cars  over 
the  entire  route,  stopping  at  all  stations  on  said  route,  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  ten  minutes  during  the  day, 
excepting  from  six  o'clock  A.  M.  to  nine  o'clock  A.  M. 
and  from  four  and  a-half  o'clock  P.  M.  to  seven  o'clock 
P.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at  intervals  of  not 
more  than  five  minutes,  and  except  lietween  the  hours 
of  one  o'clock  A.  M.  and  five  o'clock  A.  M.  The  rate  of 
fare  over  the  lines  of  the  said  road,  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  cents 
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for  a  continuous  ride.  AVork  shall  l>e  l)egun  within  two 
years  antl  eonipleted  OA-er  the  entire  route  herein  specified 
within  five  years  after  the  work  shall  he  commenced;  and 
in  ease  work  is  not  begun  in  good  faith  within  said  two 
years  and  pushed  with  reasonable  dispatch,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  null  and  void.  Plans  of  the  railway  and  the  loca- 
tion of  piers,  abutments  and  columns  in  the  street  and  all 
places  for  bridges,  viaducts,  stations,  supports,  approaches 
thereof,  for  the  construction  of  the  said  railway  witliin 
and  crossing  the  public  streets  of  the  City  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Director  of  the  De]>artment  of  Public  Works, 
and  be  approved  by  him,  and  the  said  company  shall  file 
a  bond  in  form  to  be  app'roved  by  the  City  Solicitor  in 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars,  with 
good  and  sufficient  securities  approved  bv  the  Mayor,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  and  observance  of 
all  the  requirements,  provisions  and  restrictions  of  this 
ordinance.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the 
said  company  shall  enter  into  a  contract  and  covenant  with 
the  City  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor  to  per- 
form all  and  singular  the  terms  and  requirements  of  this 
ordinance.  And  the  said  railway  company  shall  pay  into 
the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  for 
the  printing  of  this  ordinance.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of 
ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

street,  returning  thence  by  donble  tracks  over  same  route 
to  Delaware    avenne    and    South    street.     That  the  road 
shall  be  so  built,  or  means  be  provided  imder  the  struc- 
ture by  said  company,  its  entire  length,  so  as  to  catch  all 
dripping  and  falling  substances.     And  the  said  company

The  railway  herein 
authorized  shall  be  elevated  upon  iron  piers,  so  that  there 
shall  be  a  clear  headway  of  not  less  than    fourteen    feet 
at  all  places,  and  wherever    it    runs    across  or  over  the 
tra,cks  of  any  steam  road  there  shall  be  a  clearance  of  not 
less  than  twenty  feet.     The  railway  shall  be  built  upon 
the  best  methods  of  deadening  pound  and  as  near  as  prac- 
ticable in  the  center  of  all  streets  so  occupied.     All  pub- 
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lie  sewers,  gas  and  water  pipes,  street  and  sidewalk  pave- 
ments and  all  other  municipal  property  shall  be  carefully 
preser^^ed  and  restored,  when  disturbed,  to  a  condition 
satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works ;  and  private  vaults  under  the  footway,  and  all  other 
private  property,  shall  be  interfered  with  and  damaged  as 
little  as  possible;  the  said  railway  company  shall  conform 
their  elevation  to  any  revision  which  the  City  shall  by 
ordinance  direct  on  the  line  of  their  road,  so  as  to  give  a 
clearance  of  fourteen  feet  after  said  revision  is  made,  and 
shall  also  elevate  their  tracks  at  steam  road  crossings  so 
as  to  give  a  clearance  of  twenty  feet.

reasonable  despatch  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void. 
Plans  of  the  railway  and  the  location  of  piers,  abutments 
and  columns  in  the  street  and  all  places  for  bridges,  via- 
ducts, stations,  supports,  approaches  thereof,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  railway  within  and  crossing  the  pub- 
lic streets  of  the  City  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  be  approved  by 
him;  and  the  said  company  shall  file  a  bond  in  form  to 
be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  in  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  (10'0,000)  dollars,  with  good  and  suflReient 
securities  approved  by  the  Mayor,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  and  observance  of  all  the  require- 
ments, provisions  and  restrictions  of  this  ordinance.  Be- 
fore this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  the  said  company 
shall  enter  into  a  contract  and  covenant  with  the  Citv  in 
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form  satisfaotorv  to  tlie  City  Solicitor,  to  perform  all  and 
singular  the  terms  and  requirements  of  this  ordinance, 
and  the  said  railway  company  shall  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  smn  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  for  the  print- 
ing of  this  ordinance.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances inconsistent  herewith  he  and  the  same  are  herehv 
repealed.

That  the  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged 
for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not 
exceed  five  (5)  cents  per  passenger.  That  work  upon  said 
railway  shall  be  begun  within  .two  years  from  the  date  of 
this  ordinance,  and  completed  and  in  operation  over  the 
entire  route  herein  named  within  five  years  thereafter,  and 
that  the  said  railway  company  sliall  furnish  and  execute 
a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and 
with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon 
the  faithful  execution  and  caiTying  out  of  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein 
authorized,  which  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  City  if 
the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agreements, 
and  when  collected  by  suit  or  otherAvise  the  money  shall 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  That  when  the  receipts 
of  said  company  shall  be  more  than  sufiicient  to  pay  annual 
dividends  of  six  (6)  per  cent,  on  its  outstanding  stock,  it 
shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  five  (5)  per  cent,  on  all 
dividends  declared  in  excess  of  said  six  (6)  per  cent.  That 
said  company  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in 
good,  substantial  workmanlike  manner,  with  improved 
pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  all  paved 
streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such 
improved  pavement,  and  also  all  the  streets  heretofore  re- 
paved  with  an  improved  pavement,  the  repaving  of  which 
shall  be  ordered  by  Councils.  Such  repaving  shall  be 
commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets  as  soon  as  the 
construction  of  the  roadbed  or  other  electric  motive  power 
system  shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed 
and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as 
rapidly  as  such  railway  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets, 
or  as  Councils  may  bj^  ordinance  otherwise  direct:  if  not 
thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same 
at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said  railway  company  con- 
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structed  tlierein:  and  said,  coiiipaiiy  shall  at  all  times  here- 
after keep  the  daid  paving  in  g-ood  repair  when  directed 
to  do  so  hy  the  De]>artment  of  l*nl)lic  Works,  so  long  as 
the  said  railway  shall  be  maintained  on  snch  streets:  Pro- 
vided, That  sueh  re)>a^nng  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall 
not  free  the  said  c-cmipany  from  any  other  paving,  repaving 
and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be  re- 
quired by  any  ordinance  of  Conncils  which  has  been 
passed  or  Avhich  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from  any  other 
duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and 
repairing  that  is  incnmbent  on  it  nnder  and  in  virtue  of 
any  Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  print- 
ing this  ordinajice.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

That  penuission  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  AVestern  Rapid  Transit 
Street  Railway   Company  to  use   electric   motors   as  the 
propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  are 
hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  laid.     Said  motoi-s  to  be  sup- 
plied from  undergi'ound  Avires  or  such  other    system    as 
shall  not  require  overhead  ^vires  or  poles.     The  raid  rail- 
way herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  constnicted 
as  "to  not  interfere  ^vith  the  building  or  erection  and  ope- 
ration of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the 
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streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  Before  any  permit  shall 
be  issued  by  the  Departments  of  the  City  to  proceed  with 
the  work  of  constnicting  the  railway  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an. 
agreement  vnth  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  au-

That  work 
upon  said  railway  shall  be  begun  within  two  years  from 
the  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  completed  and  in  opera- 
tion over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  five  years 
thereafter,  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  fur- 
nish and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
in  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  con- 
ditioned upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agree- 
ment herein  authorized,  which  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  City  if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its 
agreements,  and  w^hen  collected  by  suit  or  otherwise  the 
money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  That  when 
the  receipts  of  said  company  shall  be  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  annual  dividends  of  six  (6)  per  cent,  on  its  out- 
standing stock,  it  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  five 
(5)  per  cent,  on  all  dividends  declared  in  excess  of  said 
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six  (6)  per  cent.  Tliat  said  company  shall,  under  the  su- 
pei-vision  of  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  AVorks,  repave  in  good,  substantial,  workmanlike 
manner,  with  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  all  paved  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it 
not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and 
also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved 
pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  shall  be  ordered  by  Coun- 
cils, Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the 
said  streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed  or 
other  electric  motive  power  system  shall  be  commenced 
thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with  all  reas- 
onable and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  railway  is 
being  constructed  in  said  streets  or  as  Councils  may  by 
ordinance  othei-v^ase  direct.  If  not  thus  pushed,  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter 
upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense 
and  cost  of  the  said  railway  company  constructed  therein, 
and  said  companv  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the 
said  paving  in  good  repair  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said  railway 
shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets:  Provided,  That  such 
repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said 
company  from  any  other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing 
the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be  required  by  any 
ordinance  of  Councils  which  has  been  passed  or  Avhich 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or  obliga- 
tion resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and  repairing  that 
is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  As- 
sembly. And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this. ordinance. 
All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

turning over  same  route  to  intersection  of  Bustleton  and 
Somerton  turnpike  with  Byberry  road.  That  pennission 
be  and  the  same  is  herebv  granted  to  the  said  Eastern 
Rapid  Transit  Street  Eaihvay  Company  to  use  electric 
motoi-s  as  the  pro})elling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as 
the  same  are  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  laid.  Said 
motors  to  be  supplied  from  underground  wires  oir  such 
other  system  as  shall  not  require  overhead  wires  or  poles. 
The  said  railway  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built  and 
constructed  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erec- 
tion and  operation  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on 
any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named.  Before  any 
permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Departments  of  the  City, 
to  proceed  \vith  the  work  of  constructing  the  railway  au- 
thorized by  this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who 
is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the 
City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other  things,  provide  that 
the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain 
in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or 
unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its 
line  of  railway.  That  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree 
to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which  may  here- 
after he  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control  or 
regulation  of  street  railways  within  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. That  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  road- 
bed, cars  or  electrical  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of 
materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  ele- 
vations, designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all 
times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments 
of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety.  That  the  rate  of  fare 
to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  oA^er  the  entire 
line  shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  cents  per  passenger.  That 
Avork  upon  said  railway  shall  be  begim  within  two  years 
from  the  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  completed  and  in 
operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  five 
years  thereafter,  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall 
furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  fonn  approved  by  the 
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Oity  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  tlie  Mayor 
in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  doHars,  con- 
ditioned upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agree* 
ment  herein  authorized,  which  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  City  if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its 
agreements,  and  when  collected  by  suit  or  othenvise,  the 
money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.     That  when 
the  receipts  of  said  company  shall  be  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  annual  dividends  of  six  (0)  per  cent,  on  its  out- 
standing stock,  it  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  five 
(5)  per  cent,  on  all  dividends  declared  in  excess  of  said 
six  (6)  per  cent.     That  said  company  shall,  under  the  su- 
pervision of  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  substantial,  w^oa-kmanlike 
manner,  with  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance 
of  Councils,  all  paved  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  not  al- 
ready repaved  with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all 
other  streets  heretofoire  repaved  with  an  improved  pave- 
ment, the  repaving  of  which  shall  be  ordered  by  Councils. 
Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said 
streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed  or  other 
electric  motive  power  system  shall  be  commenced  thereon, 
and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and 
proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such  railway  is  being  con- 
structed in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance 
otherwise  direct.     If  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets 
and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway  company  constructed  therein.  And  said  company 
shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good 
repair  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  so  long  as  the  said  railway  shall  be  maintained 
on  such  streets:  Proc'ukd,  That  such  repa\'ing  or  repair- 
ing aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  from  any 
other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied 
by  it  that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils 
which  has  been  passed  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed, 
or  from  any  other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  re- 
garding paving  and  repairing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under 
and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly.     And  that  fifty 
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(50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  tlie  City  Treasury  by  said 
company  for  printing  this  ordinance.  All  ordinances  or 
pairts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  berewith  be  and  tlie  same 
•are  hereby  repealed.

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Juniper  street  extended 
and  opened  and  Wood  street,  on  Wood  street  to  Twenty- 
fourth  street,  on  Twenty-fourth  street  to  Pennsylvania 
avenue,  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  Pennock  street,  on 
Pennock  street  to  Parrish  street,  on  Parrish  street  to 
Twenty-ninth  street,  on  Twenty-ninth  street  to  Ogden 
street,  on  Ogden  street  to  Thirtieth  street,  on  Thirtieth

Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  underground  wires 
or  such  other  system  as  shall  not  require  overhead  wires 
or  poles.     The  said  railway  herein  authorized  shall  be  so 
built  and  constructed  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  building 
or  erection  and  operation  of  an  elevated  railway  or  rail- 
road on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named.     Be- 
fore any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Departments  of  the 
City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing  the  railway 
authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company

cadamized or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  tra- 
versed by  its  line  of  railway.  That  the  said  railway  company 
shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  goveniment,  con- 
trol or  regulation  of  street  railways  within   the  City  of 
Philadelphia.

years  thereafter,  and  that  the  said  railway  company  shall 
furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor 
in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  con- 
ditioned upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agree- 
ment herein  authorized,  which  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  City  if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its 
agreements,  and  when  collected  by  suit  or  otherwise  the 
money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.     That  when 
the  receipts  of  said  company  shall  be  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  annual  dividends  of  six  (G)  per  cent,  on  its  outstand- 
ing stock,  it  shall  pay  into  tiie  City  Treasury  five  (5)  per 
cent,  on  all  dividends  declared  in  excess  of  said  six  (6)  per 
cent.     That  said  company  shall,  under  the  s-upervision  of 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
repave   in   good,   substantial,   workmanlike   manner,   with 
improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordinance  of  Councils, 
all  paved  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  not  already  repaved 
with  such  improved  pavement,  and  also  all  other  streets 
heretofore  repaved  with  an  improved  pavement,  the  re- 
paving   of   which   shall   be    ordered   by   Councils.      Such 
repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon  each  of  the  said  streets 
as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the  roadbed  or  other  electric

and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  said 
railway  company  constructed  therein;  and  said  company 
shall  at  all  times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good 
repair  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  so  long  as  the  said  railway  shall  be  maintained  on 
such  streets:    Provided,  That  such  repaving  or  repairing 
aforesaid  shall  not  free  the  said  company  from  any  other 
paving,  repaving  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  it 
that  may  be  required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  which 
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lias  been  passed  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or 
from  any  other  dnty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding 
paving  and  repairing  that  is  incitmbent  on  it  under  and 
in  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  com- 
pany for  printing  this  ordinance.  All  ordinances  or  parts 
of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

To  grant  pennission  to  the  Broad  Street  Rapid  Transit 
Street  Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  on  certain  streets 
and  to  use  electric  motors. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordai/ti,  Tliat  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  its  charter,  granted  under  "^An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  of  street  railway  companies 
in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  May  14,  1889,  and  the 
amendments  thereto,  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
Broad  Street  Rapid  Transit  Street  Railway  Company  to 
lay  single  or  double  tracks,  ^vith  the  necessary  curves, 
turnouts,  switches  and  crossovers  on  the  following  streets: 
Beginning  at  Broad  street  and  Government  avenue,  then 
north  along  Broad  street  passing  around  the  City  Hall  by 
the  streets  bounding  it  on  the  south,  east  and  north  to 
Clarkson  avenue,  then  returning  along  Broad  street  by 
double  tracks  south,  passing  around  the  City  Hall  by  the 
streets  bounding  it  on  the  north,  west  and  south,  to  Gov- 
ernment avenue,  with  the  right  to  continue  the  tracks  on 
Broad  street  from  Clarkson  avenue  to  the  County  line  and 
return,  as  said  Broad  street  may  be  opened  to  public  use. 
That  permission  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
said  Broad  Street  Rapid  Transit  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propellino-  power  of  its

cars  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  are  hereinbefore  authorized 
to  be  laid.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  nndcrgroimd 
wires  or  such  other  system  as  shall  not  require  overhead 
wires  or  poles.  The  said  railway  herein  authorized  shall 
be  so  built  and  constructed  as  to  not  interfere  with  the 
building-  or  erection  and  operation  of  an  elevated  railway 
or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named. 
Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Departments 
of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing  the 
railway  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on 
behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in  form  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other  things, 
provide  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep 
and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved, 
macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads 
traversed  by  its  line  of  railway.  That  the  said  railway 
company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in 
force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the 
government,  control  or  regulation  of  street  railways 
within  the  City  of  Philadeljihia.  That  in  the  construction 
and  .equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  electrical  system, 
all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  workman- 
ship, plans,  profiles  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  sub- 
ject in  every  Avay  at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  Departinents  of  Public  Works  and  Public 
Safety.  That  the  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five 
(5)  cents  per  passenger.  That  work  upon  said  railway 
shall  be  begun  mthin  two  years  from  the  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire 
route  herein  named  within  five  years  thereafter,  and  that 
the  said  railway  company  shall  furnisihi  and  execute  a  bond 
in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  \vith  se- 
curity approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
execution  and  caiTying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein  authorized,  which 
bond  shall  bo  forfeited  to  the  City  if  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  default  in  its  agreements,  and  when  collected 
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by  suit  or  otherwise  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury.  That  when  the  receipts  of  said  company  shall 
be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  annual  dividends  of  six  (6) 
per  cent,  on  its  outstanding  stock,  it  shall  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  five  (5)  per  cent,  on  all  dividends  declared  in 
excess  of  said  six  (6)  per  cent..  That  said  company  shall, 
imder  the  supervision  of  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  substantial, 
workmanlike  manner,  with  improved  pavement,  as  directed 
by  ordinance  of  Councils,  all  paved  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  not  already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavement, 
and  also  all  other  streets  heretofore  repaved  with  an  im- 
proved pavement,  the  repaving  of  which  shall  be  ordered 
by  Councils.  Such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon 
each  of  the  said  streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the 
roadbed  or  other  electric  motive  power  system  shall  be 
commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed  and  completed 
watli  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as  such 
railway  is  being  constnicted  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils 
may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct.  If  not  thus  pushed, 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may 
enter  upon  the  streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  ex- 
pense and  cost  of  the  said  railway  company  constructed 
therein.  And  said  company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter 
keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when  directed  to  do  so 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said 
railway  shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets:  Provided, 
That  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free 
the  said  company  from  any  other  paving,  repaving  and  re- 
pairing the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be  required 
by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  which  has  been  passed  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  or  from  any  otlier  duty 
or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding  paving  and-  repaii^ 
ing  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in  Adrtue  of  any  Act 
of  Assembly.  And  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this 
ordinance.

•To  aiitliorize  aud  regulate  the  construction  of  an  under- 
ground or  subway  railway  by  the  Broad  Street  Subway 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  and  to  authorize  a  contract 
between  said  company  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in 
relation  thereto. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordaui,  That  upon  the  terms  and 
subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  Broad 
Street  Subway  Passenger  Railway  Company  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  build  and  operate  an  undergTound  or 
subway  railway  upon  the  following  route:  Commencing 
at  Broad  street  and  Government  avenue,  thence  extend- 
ing under  Broad  street,  passing  around  the  Public  Build- 
ings under  the  streets  bounding  the  same,  and  continuing 
on  'Broad  street  to  the  Connty  line;  said  railway  to  be 
operated  by  electricity  or  any  power  other  than-  steam, 
which  the  Board  of  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  de- 
termine; and  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
upon  and  occupy  so  much  of  the  ground  under  the  surface 
of  Broad  street  as  may  be  necessary  to  excavate  and  then 
construct  a  subway  or  tunnel  of  sufficient  size  to  lay  the 
necessary  rails  and  construct  at  all  necessary  and  conve- 
nient places  such  sidings,  switches,  turnouts,  supports,  con- 
nections, landing  places,  platforms,  stations  and  all  neces- 
sary and  convenient  appliances  that  may  be  requisite  and 
proper  for  the  purpose  of  conducting,  maintaining  and 
operating  an  undergroimd  or  subway  railway;  and  author- 
ity is  hereby  given  to  the  said  company  to  pass  under  all 
intersecting  streets  upon  the  line  of  the  above  route  for 
the  piwpose  of  making  a  continuous  route  from  one  end 
to  the  other  of  the  said  railway;  and  may  build  and  erect 
such  buildings,  telegraphs  and  signals  and  all  other  requi- 
site and  convenient  appliances  upon  the  said  route  and 
along  the  grade  of  the  said  subway  as  may  be  required 
for  the  convenient,  rapid  and  safe  operation  of  the  said 
road;  that  the  City  shall  have  the  privilege  of  running  its 
telegraph  wires  or  any  other  wires,  tubes,  or  conduits  which 
it  may  desire,  except  sewers  and  water  pipes,  in  the  said  tun- 
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nel  or  subway  without  cost  or  expense,  and  shall  at  all  times 
have  free  access  thereto  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  repairing  or  laying  the  same.  And  the  said  company 
is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  such  space  as  it  may  desire 
in  its  said  tunnel  or  subway  to  other  private  companies  for 
the  piu'pose  of  running  wires,  tubes  or  conduits  in  the  said 
tunnel  for  the  puiiiose  of  their  respective  businesses.  The 
stations  along  the  entire  line  shall  not  be  located  at  a  greater 
distance  than  one-half  mile  apart,  and  the  company  is 
hereby  authorized  to  use  so  much  of  the  highway  adjacent 
to  the  said  stations  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
constructing  safe  and  convenient  approaches  and  means 
of  access  thereto.  The  tunnel  or  subway  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  constructed  shall  have  the  crown  or  top  of  the 
same  at  a  point  not  less  than  four  feet  from  the  surface 
of  the  street,  and  in  the  building  of  the  said  tunnel  the 
surface  of  the  street  shall  be  interfered  ^ith  as  little  as 
possible.  The  railway  shall  be  built  with  the  best  and 
most  approved  methods  of  deadening  sound,  and  shall  be 
in  all  cases  as  nearly  as  possible  built  in  the  centre  of  the 
street,  and  sihall  be  of  such  size  as  may  be  requisite  and 
proper  for  the  convenient,  rapid  and  safe  operation  of  the 
said  road.  The  company  shall  readjust  at  their  o^vn  ex- 
pense all  sewers,  gas  and  water  pipes,  street  and  sidewalk 
pavements,  which  may  be  removed  or  disturbed  in  the 
building  of  the  said  subway  or  tunnel,  and  shall  restore 
the  same  when  disturbed  or  readjust  the  same  to  a  condi- 
tion satisfactory^  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  and  all  other  private  property  shall  be  inter- 
fered with  and  damaged  as  little  as  possible,  and  the  said 
railway  company  shall  at  all  times  conform  the  character 
of  the  said  subway  or  tunnel  in  its  construction  to  any  re- 
vision of  the  grade  of  the  streets  under  which  the  same 
^hall  pass  whenever  said  revision  shall  be  ordered  and  di- 
rected by  an  ordinance  of  the  City  Councils,  The  rate 
of  fare  over  the  entire  line  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
five  (5)  cents.  Work  shall  be  begun  within  two  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  and  completed  within 
five  years  thereafter,  and  in  case  the  said  work  is  not  begun 
in  good  faith  and  completed  ^^^thin  the  said  time,  this 
ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void.     Plans  of  the  said  rail- 
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way  and  the  location  and  structure  and  character  of  the 
subway  or  tunnel  and  all  places  for  approaches,  stations, 
suppo'rts,  sidings,  switches,  turnouts.,  landing  places,  plat- 
fonns  and  all  other  appliances,  both  in  reference  to  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  said  rail- 
way within  and  crossing  the  public  streets  of  the  City 
shall  l)e  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  shall  be  approved  by  him  before  any 
work  shall  be  done  thereon;  and  the  said  company  shall 
file  a  bond  in  form  to  be  approA'ed  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  with  good 
and  sufficient  sureties,  approved  by  the  Mayor,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  and  observance  of  all  the 
requirements,  provisions  and  restrictions  of  this  ordinance. 
Before  this  ordinance  shall  take  efi^ect  the  said  company 
shall  enter  into  a  contract  and  covenant  "with  the  City,  in 
a  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  to  perform  all 
and  singular  the  terms  and  requirements  of  this  ordinance, 
and  the  said  railway  company  shall  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  for  the  print- 
ing of  this  ordinance.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordi- 
nances inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

Safety,  as  follows: 

The  completion  and  maintenance  of  the  City  Hall  to  be 
in  charge  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property.  All  matters 
pertaining  to  the  eleotrical  service  to  be  in  charge  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau.  All  matters  pertaining  to  the  patroll- 
ing of  the  court-yard,  corridors,  etc.,  to  be  in  charge  of  the 
Bureau  of  Police. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  City  Controller  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  so  much  of  the  appro- 
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priation  to  the  Commissioners  for  tlie  Erection  of  the  Pub- 
lic Eiiihlings  for  the  year  1901  as  shall  remain  to  the  credit 
of  the  respective  Items,  as  follows: 

From  Item  1,  for  salary  of  architect,  four  thousand

(5)  dollars  per  diem;  fresco  painters,  three  (3)  dollars  per 
diem  each;  painters,  tw^o  (2)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per 
diem;  laborer  (foreman),  three  (3)  dollars  and  twenty-five 
(25)  cents  per  diem;  riggers,  two  (2)  dollars  and  seventy- 
five  (75)  cents  per  diem;  laborers  (skilled),  two  (2)  dollars 
per  diem;  laborers,  one  (1)  dollar  and  seventy-five  (75) 
cents  per  diem;  elevator  operators,  two  (2)  dollars  per  diem; 
elevator  superintendent,  four (1) dollars  per  diem;  janitress, 
one  (1)  dollar  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  diem.  Heating  and 
ventilating  department:  Wages  of  engineer,  three  (3) 
dollars  per  diem;  pumpmen,  two  (2)  dollars  and  seventy- 
five  (75)  cents  per  diem;  firemen,  two  (2)  dollars  and 
twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  diem;  steam  fitters,  three  (3) 
dollars  per  diem;  steam  fitters'  helpers,  two  (2)  dollars  per 
diem.  Plumbing  and  gas  fitting  department:  Wages  of 
foreman,  five  (5)  dollars  per  diem;  plumbers,  three  (3)  dol- 
lars and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  diem;  gas  fitters,  three  (3) 
dollars  per  diem;  helpers,  two  (2)  dollars  per  diem.  Brick- 
layers: Foreman,  five  (5)  dollars  per  diem;  bricklayers, 
four  (4)  dollar's  and  five  (5)  cents  per  diem;  hod  carriers, 
two  (2)  dollai's  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  diem:  bricklayers' 
helpers,  two  (2)  dollars  per  diem. 
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Item  2.  For  stationery,  printing,  advertising  and  archi- 
tect's supplies. 

Item  3.  For  mainteiumce  of  buildings  as  follows: 

Coal,  heating  and  ventilating  supplies,  plumbing  sup- 
plies, hardware,  elevator  supplies,  plastering  and  repairs, 
asphalt  floors,  water  supply,  brushes,  brooms,  hauling  of 
ashes  and  rubbish,  sundry  iron  work  and  incidental  mate- 
rial, painting  and  glazing  and  repairs. 

Item  4.  For  general  construction  work,  bricks,  hollow 
bricks,  mortar,  sand,  gi'avel,  cement,  Mackite,  partition 
blocks,  paints  and  glass,  interior  and  exterior  luu-dware, 
lumber,  combination  gas  and  electric  fixtures,  tiling,  ter- 
ratza  floors,  etc.,  plumbing  materials,  heating  and  ventilat- 
ing materials,  extension  of  steam  heating  and  ventilating 
system,  copper  work,  stone  work,  carpenter  work,  mill 
work,  iron  work,  plastering,  filter  plant,  fuiiiiture  for  Crim- 
inal Court  653  aiid  Thennostat  heat  regulation,  b©  and  the 
same  are  hereby  transferred  to  new  items  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau 
of  City  Property). 

That  so  much  of  the  Item  1  under  the  division  of  Elec- 
tric Light  Department,  as  follows:  Superintendent  of  Elec- 
tric lighting,  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)*  dollars; 
foreman,  three  (3)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  diem;

(48)  watchmen  (day  men),  one  (1)  dollar  and  seventy-five 
(75)  cents  per  diem  each;  nineteen  (19)  night  men,  at  one 
(1)  dollar  and  seventy-five  (75)  cents  per  night  each;  cap- 
tain of  night  watch,  three  (3)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents 
per  night. 

Provided,  That  one  warrant  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  for  the  pay  of  al)  me- 
chanics and  laborers  carried  on  the  roll;  Provided  also, 
That  such  employes  give  a  warrant  of  attorney  in  favor  of 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  empowering  him 
to  collect  their  pay.  All  warrants  shall  be  drawn  in  con- 
formity with  existing  ordinances.

Section  1.  l^he  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revi- 
sion of  Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forth- 
vdth  to  levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  as- 
sessors as  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1901  (except 
such  as  are  marked  agricultural,  and  farm  lands  and  rural  or 
suburban)  a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents 
on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1902  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.: 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  etnployment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
(22)  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4) 
cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  f imded  debt 
and  for  the  Sinking  Funds,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71) 
cents. 
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Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum 
of  eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  munici- 
pality, the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban,"  only  iwo-thirds  of  the  highest  rate 
of  tax  shall  be  levied;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for 
the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on 
the  assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where  houses  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  pi'ovided,  as  required 
by  the  Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  the  months  of 
January  and  February,  a  discount  of  two  per  cent,  shall 
be  allowed;  after  the  last  day  of  Febiiiary,  a  discount  at 
the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be  allowed  if 
paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June.  If  paid  after 
the  first  day  of  September  and  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  October,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If 
paid  after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  N^ovember,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  pen- 
alty of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  there 
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shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  December  and  before  the  first  day 
of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four 
per  cent.,  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after 
the  fii'st  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  five  per  cent,  added  to  and  m^de  payable  on 
the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ReceiTer  of 
Taxes  to  display,  from  day  to  day,  in  large  figures  and 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  tax  office,  the  amount  of 
discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordinance.  All  ordinances 
or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.

given  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  on  or  before 
the  thirtieth  dsiy  of  November  in  any  year,  and  upon  fail- 
ure to  give  such  notice,  the  premises  shall  be  chargeable 
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by  meter  rates  for  the  whole  of  the  next  ensiling  year: 
Provided,  That  all  charges  for  water  by  meter,  except  for 
charitable  institutions,  as  hereinafter  stated,  shall  be  at 
the  rate  of  thirty  (30)  cents  per  one  thousand  (1,000) 
cubic  feet,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  amount  for  the  entire 
year  be  less  than  the  following  minimum  meter  rates: 
[Minimum  meter  rates:  -J  inch  ferrule,  five  (5)  dollars; 
f  inch  ferrule,  eight  (8)  dollars;  f  inch  ferrule,  thirteen 
(13)  dollars;  1  inch  ferrule,  twenty  (20)  dollars;  1^  inch 
ferrule,  thirty-one  (31)  dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents; 
1^  inch  ferrule,  forty-five  (45)  dollars;  2  inch  ferrule, 
eighty  (80)  dollars;  3  inch  ferrule,  one  hundred  and  eighty 
(180)  dollars;  4  inch  feiTule,  three  hundred  and  twenty 
(320)  dollars;  6  inch  ferrule,  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
(720)  dollars:  And  further  provided,  That  the  meter  or 
meters  placed  on  any  premises  shall  not  be  of  a  larger  size 
than  the  ser\'ice  pipe  attached  to  the  ferrule  supplying 
said  premises,  which  size  is  regulated  by  ordinance  of 
Councils  approved  June  1,  1871. 

S.ECT.  3.  Charges  by  meter  for  charitable  institutions 
shall  be  only  for  the  water  actually  registered  by  the  meter, 
and  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  (44)  cents  for  each  one. 
thousand  (1,000)  cubic  feet  of  water  consumed:  Provided, 
That  the  size  of  the  ferrule  or  ferrules,  granted  such  char- 
itable institutions  shall  be  restricted  to  the  same  size  as 
would  be  granted  to  other  consumers  at  schedule  rates. 

Sect.  4.  All  meters  shall  be  and  shall  remain  the.  prop^ 
erty  of  the  City.  oSTo  rental  shall  be  charged  to  the  con- 
sumer for  the  use  of  the  meter,  but  the  consumer  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  meter,  or 
meters,  on  his  premises,  and  shall  pay  for  any  damage 
thereto  other  than  from  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  or  from 
injury  by  fire. 

Sect.  5.  All  meter  rates  shall  be  payable  quarterly  to 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  at  his  ofiice.  If  any  such  rents 
shall  remain  unpaid  ten  (10)  days  after  the  receipt  of  the 
quarterly  bill,  the  Bureau  of  Water  shall  serve  a  notice 
upon  the  delinquent  consumer,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
five  (5)  days  after  the  serving  of  the  notice,  if  the  rent 
be  not  paid,  the  premises  shall  be  deprived  of  water  until

all  avrearag-es  are  paid.  If,  in  disregard  of  this  pro\nsion, 
the  water  is  turned  on  again  before  the  pajonent  of  all 
aiTearag-es,  the  ferrule,  or  ferrules,  shall  be  detached  from 
the  water  main,  and  the  meter  or  meters  removed  from 
the  premises.  The  feiTule,  or  ferrules,  shall  not  be  re- 
connected, nor  the  meter,  or  meters,  replaced  until  all 
back  water  rents  are  paid  and  the  necessaiy  permit  taken 
out  for  the  replacing  of  the  ferrule,  which  shall  include 
the  cost  of  removing  and  replacing  the  meter  or  meters. 
Sect.  6.  In  the  matter  of  a  disputed  bill  the  consumer 
must  enter  complaint  within  ten  (10)  days  of  date  of  ser- 
vice of  bill;  and  if  the  removal  of  a  meter  is  requested  for 
test  as  to  its  accuracy,  the  consumer,  or  his  representative, 
must  be  present  at  the  test,  and  if  the  test  shows  that  the 
meter  does  not  register  in  favor  of  the  City,  the  com- 
plainant must  pay  to  the  City  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with ai-e  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  "Works  to  proceed 
with  the  paving  of  Willow  street,  from  Harrison  to 
Pratt  street,  and  to  pay  the  bills  for  paving  in  front 
of  certain  properties. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  be  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  pav- 
ing of  Willow  street,  from  Harrison  to  Pratt  street,  and 
shall  pay  the  bills  for  paving  in  front  of  narrow  strips 
of  ground  abutting  on  the  line  of  said  street.  The  cost 
of  said  paving  to  be  taken  from  Item  2  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bu- 
reau of  Highways).  Upon  the  completion  of  said  work 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  transmit  the  bills  for  paving  in 
front  of  said  narrow  strips  of  groimd  to  the  City  Solicitor 
for  collection  from  the  owners  of  same. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

tionery, paper,  printing,  binding,  fuel,  advertising  supplies, 
work  and  the  materials  required;  and  the  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  advertise  in  the  month  of  Januaiy  for  proposals 
for  furnishing  said  supplies,  and  the  contract  shall  be 
awarded  in  accordance  with  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  regulate  the  reception  of  bids  and  awarding  of 
<3ontract9,"  approved  December  26,  1882. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  City  Commissioners 
in  conformity  mth  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

War- 
rants for  the  Director's  office  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Warrants  for 
the  City  Ice  Boats  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Superintendent, 
and  all  other  warrants  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  respective  Bu- 
reaus, and  shall  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 

Provided,  That  before  any  waiTants  for  contract  work 
are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller  the  contractor 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  American 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American  citi- 
zens by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia," approved  by  the  Mayor,  December  16,  1896:  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost  is  paid  whole 
or  in  part  from  assessment  of  benefits  the  affidavit  shall  not 
be  required:  Provided,  also,  All  salaried  employees  in  this 
Department  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  bona 
fide  residents  of  this  city. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinamces  inconsislent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

In  re  Survey  of  Property  of  Universiiy  of  Pennsylvania. 

George  S.  Webster,  Esq., 

Chief  Eugineer. 

Dear  Sir: — Your  recent  commimication  in  rcfcronce 
to  the  projier  survey  of  property  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvaiiia  on  the  south  side  of  Pine  street,  received. 

The  City  of  Phihulelphia,  in  accordance  with  tlie  Ordi- 
nance of  January  24,  1882,  conveyed  to  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  a  triangular  lot  of  ground  situate  on  the 
sonth  side  of  Pine  street  and  northeast  side  of  Clevcliind 
avenue,  and  e.xtending  eastward  along  Pine  srreet  to  the 
northwest  side  of  Guardian  avenue,  so  that  the  lot  was 
included  within  a  triangle  bounded  by  Pine  street,  Cleve- 
land avenue  and  Guardian  avenue.  At  the  time  of  ihis 
conveyance  Guardian  avenue  was  on  the  City  plan  as  a 
street.  Mr.  Gillingham  states  that  the  said  avenue  has 
never  been  graded  nor  opened  to  the  public  as  a  public 
thoroughfare.  By  plan  approved  August  3,  1890,  under 
authority  of  the  Ordinance  of  December  14,  1894,  Guar- 
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dian  avenue,  from  Pine  street  to  Cleveland  avenue,  was 
stricken  from  the  City  plan. 

The  question  thus  raised  is.  whether  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  as  a  grantee  of  the  City  of  property  abutting 
upon  G-uardian  avenue,  becomes  entitled  to  the  centre  of 
that  avenue  by  the  City  striking  said  avenue  from  the  plan. 
The  conveyance  to  the  University  was  a  covenant  upon 
the  part  of  the  City  that  the  lot  deeded  to  the  University 
would  be  bounded  by  Cleveland  avenue.  The  City  hav- 
ing made  the  plot  including  Cleveland  avenue  as  a  street, 
and  having  conveyed  those  lots  bounding  thereon,  recog- 
nized the  said  avenue  as  a  street,  and  practically,  so  far  as 
the  grantee  Avas  concerned,  opened  said  street  as  a  public 
highway.  By  the  City's  act  Guardian  avenue  is  taken 
from  the  plan  and  ceases  to^  be  a  street.  The  striking  of 
Guardian  avenue  from  the  City  plan,  under  the  circum- 
stances, was  in  effect  equivalent  to  the  vacation  of  an  actu- 
ally opened  street.  The  title  to  the  soil  to  the  centre  of 
Guardian  avenue  passed  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
by  the  conveyance,  and  by  the  striking  from  the  plan  the 
University  is  entitled  to  the  use  of  one-half  of  Guardian 
avenne. 

It  has  always  been  recognized  that  if  a,  party  conveys 
land  fronting  upon  or  boimded  by  a  street,  which  he  has 
laid  out  and  which  is  not  upon  the  City  plan,  it  is  a  dedi- 
cation of  that  street  to  the  public  as  a  highway.  The  City 
is  in  the  position  of  such  a  grantor.  The  plotting  of  Guar- 
dian' avenue  was  its  own  act,  on  its  own  property,  and  the 
conveyance  to  the  University  referring  to  Guardian  ave- 
nue as  a  boundary,  was  a  dedication  of  the  street  as  a  public 
highway,  or  in  effect,  an  opening  of  it  for  public  use.  The 
subsequent  striking  of  it  from  the  plan  gave  the  University 
the  right  to  the  soil  to  the  centre  of  Guardian  avenue. 

I  advise  you  that,  in  making  a  survey  of  the  property  of 
the  University,  its  line  be  run  to  the  centre  of  Guardian 
avenue.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  the  7th  inst.,  as  to  the 
relative  rights  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors,  and 
the  Committee  upon  Police  and  Prisons  of  Councils,  re- 
garding the  awarding  of  contracts  for  supplies  for  the 
County  Prison,  I  reply  that  the  Act  of  April  14,  1835, 
Section  3  (P.  L.  233),  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Inspectors  to  make  the  necessary  contracts  for  the  pur- 
chase of  clothing,  provisions  and  other  supplies  for  the  said 
County  Prison. 

The  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  Section  26  (P.  L.  573),  enacts 
that  goods,  merchandise  ajid  articles  of  any  kind  required 
for  -the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  any  department  thereof, 
shall  be  purchased  or  contracted  for  only  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

By  the  authority  vested  by  this  Act  in  Councils,  these 
bodies  have  provided  by  ordinances,  to  ^vit,  those  of  April 

25,  1877,  page  65;  July  5,  1877,  page  201,  and  December 

26,  1882,  page  328,  that  bids  for  supplies  shall  be  opened 
by  the  proper  departments  in  the  presence  of  the  appro- 
priate Committee  of  Councils,  and  that  copies  of  the 
schedule  of  bids,  advertisement  and  statement  of  the  award 
of  the  contract,  endorsed  by  said  proper  committee,  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  City  Controller,  which  said  officer, 
furthermore,  by  said  ordinances  is  forbidden  to  countersign 
warrants  in  pnrsuance  of  such  contracts,  unless  all  the  pro- 
visions thereof  axe  compKed  with. 

By  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Article  XIV  (P.  L.  51), 
known  as  the  "Bullitt  Bill,"  it  is  provided  "that  no  con- 
tract shall  be  entered  into  directly  by  the  City  Councils 
or  their  committees,  but  some  officer  shall  be  designated 
by  ordinance  to  enter  into  and  execute  the  same."  This 
would  indicate  that  the  making  of  contracts  is  vested  by 
law  in  the  Executive  Department  of  the  City,  and  not  in 
Councils. 


Under  the  foregoing  Acts  of  Assembly  and  Ordinances, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  right  to  decide  upon  the 
awarding  of  contracts  for  prison  supplies,  is  exclusively  in 
the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison.  In  so  far 
as  ordinances  direct  that  the  awarding  shall  be  made  iu 
the  presence  of  the  proper  Committee  of  Councils,  and 
that  schedules  of  the  bids,  advertisements,  etc.,  shall  be 
made  up  and  forwarded  to  the  Controller,  I  think  that  the 
said  ordinances  are  proper  and  valid,  but  I  do  not  think 
that  the  requirement  in  ordinances  that  the  awards  shall 
be  endorsed  by  the  Committee  of  Councils,  was  intended 
to  give  said  committee  any  power  by  their  disapproval  to 
prevent  the  Board  of  Inspectors  from  awarding  contracts. 
But  however  this  may  be,  the  power  of  so  awarding,  under 
the  law,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors,  and 
no  other  body  is  authorized  to  interfere  therewith.

Mv  Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  the  9tli  inst.,  whether 
the  parties  receiving  licenses  to  collect  garbage  under  tho 
Ordinance  of  December  14,  1894,  would  be  liable  for 
damages  in  case  of  accidents  occurring  by  negligence  or 
otlicrwiee,  or  whether  in  such  cases  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia would  be  so  liable,  I  reply  that  I  cannot  conceive  any 
circumstances  under  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  would 
be  liable  for  the  negligence  of  such  licensees.  Any  possible 
liability  in  the  matter  would  rest  upon  them  individually, 
and  whether  they  would  be  so  liable  or  not,  would,  of 
course  de])end  upon  all  the  circumstances  surrounding,  the 
particular  accident.

Dear  Sir:-^To  your  communication  of  January  14th, 
as  to  appropriation  of  $160.00  for  rent  of  telephone  at  the 
House  of  Correction,  I  re])ly  that  by  the  Ordinances  of 
July  G,  1883,  and  January  12,  1888,  provision  is  made  for 
the  furnishing  of  telephones  to  the  City  free  of  charge,  in 
the  various  offices  of  the  City  Bureaus  and  Departments, 
and  the  first  of  the  above  ordinances,  among  other  offices, 
specifies  that  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  now  known  as 
the  Bureau  of  Charities  and  Correction.     The  ordinance 


of  1888  provides  tliat  tclepliono?  nnd  the  appurtenant  ser- 
vice sliall  be  furnished  without  cost  at  "the  main  office 
of  each  depaiiment  and  bureau  of  the  City." 

The  Bell  Telephone  Company  claims  that  the  appro- 
priation in  question  is  to  pay  for  a  telephone  in  addition  to 
the  one  at  the  main  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Charities  and 
Correction,  which  letter  only,  it  claims,  is  compelled  to  be 
furnished  free.  Tliis  is  a  matter  of  fact  which  I  have  not 
the  necessary  information  to  pass  upon.  It  would  seem, 
however,  that  if  the  telephone  in  question  be  an  additional 
one,  the  ordinances  are  so  framed  that  the  City  has  not 
the  right  to  demand  to  be  supplied  with  "it  free  of  charge. 
Evidently  this  is  the  view  which  Councils  took  of  the 
matter.

Deae  Sir: — Eelative  to  your  oral  inquiry  as  to  the 
special  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  the  Twenty-third  Ward  of 
this  city,  I  reply  that  by  the  Ordinance  of  July  27,  1854, 
Section  5,  page  35,  prescribing  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes,  it  is  provided  that  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes  "shall  cause  an  agent  to  attend  for  him  at  least 
two  days  in  the  month  of  June,  and  each  succeeding  month, 
in  some  central  and  suitable  place  in  the  Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second,  Twent^-thir(l  and  T\venty-fourth  AVards, 
in  Germantown,  Frankford,  JManayunk,  Bustlcton,  Holmes- 
burg,  Somerton,  Hestouvillc,  Haddington  and  P'aschal- 
ville,  to  receive  the  taxes  of  persons  residing  therein." 
Subsequently,  the  Act  of  May  3,  1860  (P.  L.  757),  pro- 
vided  that  a  .'^iiitalJe   person   shall   be   appointrd    by   the 


Receiver  of  Ta.\es  of  the  City,  to  serve  as  "Receiver  in 
lieu  of  the  special  agent  theretofore  required  to  be  in 
attendance  by  the  ordinance  above  mentioned.  By  this 
Act  of  May  3,  1860,  the  duties  of  the  Receiver  for  the 
Twenty-third  Ward  are  specifically  provided  for;  and  by 
a  subsequent  Act  (April  30,  1864,  P.  L.  677)  his  com- 
pensation is  limited  to  two  and  one-half  per  centum  of 
the  taxes  received  by  him  during  the  current  year.  It 
lias  been  customary  for  Councils  to  appropriate  money  to 
pay  the  compensation  of  this  officer,  providing  in  such 
ai)]>ropriation  that  the  amount  thereof  to  be  received  by 
the  said  special  Tax  Receiver,  shall  not  exceed  the  said 
two  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  taxes  collected  by  him, 
as  fixed  by  the  said  Act  of  1864. 

In  a  communication  dated  Xovembcr  24,  1886  (City 
Solicitor's  Opinions  for  1886,  page  85)  my  predecessor, 
Mv.  A\^ar\vick,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  office  of  Tax 
Collector  of  the  Twenty-third  Ward  was  not  al)olished  by 
the  ''Bullitt  Bill."  I  concur  therein,  and  am  further  of 
the  opinion  that  the  proper  way  in  which  to  abolish  that 
office,  if  it  be  desired  so  to  do,  is  to  have  an  Act  of  Assem- 
lt]y  j^assed  repealing  the  Act  of  jMay  3,  1860.

De.u^  Sik: — In  reply  to  your  comjuunication  of  -lauunry 
]'^th,  relative  to  four  ordiuances,  as  follows: 

1.  An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  manufacturing,  hav- 
ing, kee])ing,  selling,  Ubiug,  transporting  and  carrying  of 
liiLfh  explosives. 
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2.  An  Ordinance  to  regnlate  the  mannfactnving,  storage 
and  keeping  for  sale  of  certain  chemicals  and  combustibles. 

3.  An  Ordinance  to  regnlate  the  having,  using,  storing 
and  keeping  of  benzine,  naphtha,  gasoline,  benzole  and 
other  similar  light  petroleum  or  coal  tar  products  and  ar- 
ticles containing  the  same;  and 

4.  An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  manufacture,  trans- 
portation, sale,  storage  and  use  of  acetylene  and  calcium 
carbide,  I  would  sav,  as  to  Xo.  3,  that  this  ordinance  pro- 
vides a  penalty,  to  Avit,  a  line  of  $100  for  the  same  offense 
which  the  Act  of  March  2,  18G5  (P.  L.  262)  makes  penal 
by  the  confiscation  of  the  goods  constituting  the  nuisance. 
I  do  not  believe  that  it  is  valid  for  an  ordinance  thus  to 
cumulate  another  penalty  upon  one  which  a  statute  has 
provided  for  the  same  offense.  At  least,  I  deem  it  gravely 
doubtful  whether  such  cumulation  of  penalties  could  be 
upheld. 

Ixclative  to  the  other  three  ordinances,  I  find  no  specific 
grant  of  power  to  the  City  of  Pliiladclpliia  to  pass  ordi- 
nances upon  those  subjects.  Under  the  authority  to  pro- 
vide for  the  general  welfare,  however,  and  under  the  inci- 
dental powers  which  appertain  to  municipalities  where  the 
public  safety  is  concerned,  I  would  say  that  the  right 
to  pass  ordinances  of  this  character  does  exist,  provided 
they  be  reasonable  in  themselves,  and  not  in  undue 
restraint  of  trade.  Whether  they  are  so  in  this  instance 
I  have  not  the  special  or  technical  knowledge  to  declare. 
The  reasonableness  of  the  ordinances  would  not  be  so  open 
to  question,  nor  would  the  authority  to  pass  the  same  be 
involved  in  doubt  if  statutory  authority  were  first  obtained 
for  Councils  to  legislate  upon  these  specific  subjects,  and 
upon  the  whole  I  think  that  is  the  best  course  to  be  pur- 
sued before  the  ordinances  shall  be  passed. 

In  general,  the  form  of  the  ordinances  seems  to  be 
proper,  though  I  think  they  would  be  strengthened  by 
making  some  provision  for  the  hearing  of  persons  com- 
plained against  before  revoking  their  licenses,  otherwise 
it  may  be  thought  that  the  power  so  to  revoke  the  licenses 
is  too  summary  to  do  complete  justice. 
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Section  5  of  the  first  of  tlio  al)OA'e  ordinances,  is  vague 
and  uncertain.  If  it  be  intended  thereby  to  require  that 
no  one  shall  be  employed  in  any  capacity  in  establishments 
where  high  exi)losives  are  manufactured,  kept,  sold  or 
stored,  without  having  obtained  a  permit  from  the  IMayor, 
I  do  not  believe  that  such  a  provision  could  be  enforced. 

The  title  of  No.  2  would  be  relieved  of  possible  criticism 
upon  the  ground  that  it  is  too  general,  if  the  chemicals 
and  combustibles  of  which  the  ordinance  treats,  were 
enumerated  therein. 

Xo  other  suggestions  occur  to  me  upon  the  subject,  at 
this  time.

Dear  Sie: — To  yoiu-  communicatiou  of  February  15th, 
in  which  you  state  that  your  Committee  has  before  them 
the  question  of  locating  a  monument  in  memory  of  the 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  served  in  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion,  and  that  you  are  of  opinion  that  Logan 
Square  would  be  a  good  place  for  such  location,  and  in- 
quire whether  there  is  any  impediment  in  the  way  of  plac- 
ing the  monument  in  that  square,  I  reply  that  in  the  opin- 
ion of  this  Department  no  such  impediment  exists.  Logan 
Square  is  one  of  the  original  squares  which  were  dedicated 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  first  plan  of  the  City 
prepared  by  the  Surveyor  General  of  William  Penn.  The 
City  holds  these  squares  in  trust  for  the  public  uses  and 
recreation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth,  but  the  care,  maintenance,  and  decora- 
tion of  the  same  rest  wholly  with  the  City  authorities. 
(Commonwealth  vs.  Alburger,  1  A^^iarton,  469). 

The  erection  of  a  monument  wilhin  the  square  is  clearly 
appurtenant  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  held,  and  in 
nowise  interferes  therewith.  It  is,  therefore,  apparent  that 
if  Councils  should  decide  that  Logan  Square  is  a  proper 
place  in  which  to  locate  the  monument  in  question,  no 
objection  could  be  raised  to  placing  it  there.

])kak  Siij: — To  vonv  connininication  of  recent  date, 
relative  to  liability  fur  the  iiuviiiteiiance  of  the  pavement 
on  V'ox  street,  between  Tioga  and  Venango  streets,  I  reply 
as  follows: 

I'roni  your  letter  it  appears  that  the  street  in  question 
ha^•ing  been  previously  dedicated  to  the  City,  Messrs. 
Frcesch  &  KaeyHng,  on  or  about  February  14,  1896,  sur- 
ro])titiously  and  without  the  assent  of  the  proper  City  de- 
partment, and  in  the  absence  of  a  contract  therefor,  en- 
tered upon  said  street  and  paved  the  same  mth  vitrified 
l)rick,  doing  the  ^vork  in  a  'S'erv  inferior  manner  and  not 
in  accordance  with  the  usual  specifications  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  making,  as  you  state  the  Chief  of  that  Bu- 
reau reports,  "the  worst  paved  street  he  ever  saw."  That 
immediately  ^^lessrs.  Froesch  &  Eaeyling  were  notified  to 
remove  this  improper  pavement  from  the  street,  but  failed 
to  do  so,  and  the  said  pavement  was  and  has  been  ever 
since  in  a  bad  and  dangerous  condition,  disintegi-ating, 
and  the  subject  of  numerous  complaints;  that  the  De- 
l)artment  has  refused  to  accept  the  pavement  or  to  make 
reinaire  thereto,  but  that  the  conditions  are  now  such  that 
it  is  absolutely  necessary"  to  take  steps  to  put  the  street 
in  safe  condition  to  prevent  accident  and  damage  to  pro]> 
erty. 

Vou  ask  Axlielher  or  not  the  City  should  make  the  re- 
]iaii*s  required  to  place  the  pavement  in  proper  condition, 
^Fessrs.  Froesch  ct  Kaeyliug  refiusing  to  act  in  the  matter 
though  repeatedly  notified  to  do  so. 

In  answer  to  tliis  inquiry  I  would  say  that  whether  it 
be  advisable  for  the  City  to  make  the  repairs  is  a  question 
of  expediency,  depending  entirely  iqyon  the  facts  of  the 
case.  I  would  say,  however,  that  in  my  opinion,  if  the 
City  should  have  the  repairs  made  it  could  not  collect 
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tlie  expense  thereof  from  tlie  abutting  property  owus'rs^ 
and  would  practically  he  compelled  to  meet  this  charge 
itself. 

You  further  inquire  whether,  if  Councils  should  pass 
an  ordinance  to  authorize  the  paving  of  Fox  or  Water 
street,  from  Tioga  to  Venango  street,  the  cost  of  so  do'ing 
could  be  collected  from  the  owners  of  property  abutting 
on  the  street,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  since 
the  pavement  has  been  laid  the  abutting  properties  have 
been  sold  to  innocent  parties  who  are  probably  without 
notice  that  the  paving  was  done  surreptitiously  and  not 
in  accordance  with  an  ordinance  of  Councils. 

The  answer  to  this  inquiry  depends  upon  whether  tlie 
City  has  done  aiiy  act  which  could  be  held  to  be  an  accept- 
ance or  adoption  of  the  .  pavement  as  laid  by  Messrs. 
Froesch  ct  Kaeyling.  If  so,  the  cost  of  a  new  pavement 
could  not  be  collected  from  the  abutting  owners.  If  the 
City  has  not  so  ado]3ted  the  pavement,  however,  sucJi 
costs  could  be  collected  from  the  abutting  property  owners 
for  the  laying  of  the  new  pavement  which  in  that  event 
would  he  regarded  as  an  original  or  first  pavement. 

In  the  case  of  Phila.  vs.  Eddleman,  169  Pa.,  452,  the 
Supreme  Court,  per  JMitchell,  J.,  sums  up  the  question 
in  the  following  l^ngufige:  "A  first  pavement,  therefore^ 
"in  the  legal  sense,  which  exempts  the  abutting  property 
"owners  from  liability  for  any  subsequent  improvement, 
"may  l;c  defined  ger.crally  as  one  that  is  put  down  origi- 
"nally  or  adopted  or  acc^uiosccd  in  subsequently  by  the 
"municipal  authority,  for  the  purpose  and  with  the  intent 
"of  changing  an  ordinary  road  into  a  street.  It  may  be 
"of  macadam  or  anything  else.  That  is  a  matter  of  evi- 
"dence  only.  If  the  purpose  and  intent  be  wanting,  a 
"mere  surfacing  of  the  road,  however  carefully  and  ex- 
"pensively  done,  will  not  be  a  paving,  but  if  the  intent 
"and  purposes  are  present,  or  to  be  fairly  inferred,  then 
"there  is  a  paving,  whatever  the  material  may  be.  *  * 
"'•  ""^  Phila.  r.S'.  Khret,  153  Pa.,  1,  shows  that  there  is 
"no  hard  and  fast  rule  on  the  subject  of  the  kind  of  pav- 
"ing.  It  is  a  question  of  fact  in  each  case,  and  the  gov- 
"erning  consideration  is  the  nature  of  the  municipal  action 
"with  regard  to  it." 


The  foregoing  was  cited  with  approval  in  the  very  recent 
case  of  Dick  vs.  Phila.,  197  Pa.,  4G7.     (Advance  reports.) 

From  this  citation  you  will  sec  that  the  question  whether 
the  pavement  to  which  you  refer  is  such  an  original  one 
as  would  prevent  the  City  from  recovering  for  the  cost 
of  another  laid  in  its  place,  finally  resolves  itself  into  an 
inquiry  whether  the  municipality  has  done  any  act  which 
would  be  construed  as  an  acceptance  or  adoption  of  the 
present  pavement.  That  the  property  has  been  sold  to 
third  parties  without  notice  of  the  prevailing  conditions, 
would  not,  I  think,  alter  the  law  in  this  connection. 

In  your  letter  you  say  that  the  City  has  not  done  any- 
thing in  the  nature  of  an  acceptance  or  adoption  of  the 
pavement.  If  this  should  be  held  to  be  a  correct  state- 
ment of  the  fact,  I  am  of  opinion  that  an  ordinance  such 
as  you  refer  to,  would  be  valid  and  enforceable;  but  in  this 
connection  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  circumstance 
that  the  pavement  seems  to  have  been  laid  for  a  period 
of  live  years  or  more,  which  is,  perhaps,  the  usual  lapse 
of  time  after  which  it  might  be  expected  to  begin  to  need 
repair  or  renewal.  Under  these  conditions  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  action  of  the  City  in  allowing  it  to  remain, 
undisturbed  for  so  long  a  time  might  not  be  held  to  amount 
to  a  tacit  adoption  of  the  pavement  as  laid,  even  in  the 
absence  of  an  affirmative  act  of  acceptance.

Deak  Sir: — To  your  communication  relative  to  the  lia- 
bility of  passenger  railway  companies  to  raise  street  pave- 
ments to  proper  grade,  I  reply  as  follows: 
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You  state  tliat  Thirty-second  street,  between  Diamond 
street  and  Susquehanna,  avenue,  is  occupied  by  a  single 
track  of  a  passenger  railway  company.     The  street  having 
been  paved  by  the  City  with    slieet    asphalt    upon  filled 
gTound,  and  the  time  limit  of  the  contractor  for  mainte- 
nance having  expired,  you  further  say  that  the  railway 
company,  imder  existing  ordinances,  is  obliged  to  be  at 
the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  maintaining,  repairing  and 
paving  that  may  be  necessary.     You  also  state    that    the 
earth  filling  under  the  street  pavement  has  sunk  about  two 
inches,  carrying  the  pavement  with  it  and    leaving    thes 
surface  of  the  pavement  that  distance  below  grade  at  the 
lowest  point ;  that  the  pavement  is  otherwise  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  does  not  require  repairs,  except  a  small  amount 
of  re-surfacing  in  some  very  slight  depressions;  that  it  18 
in  proper  condition  for  travel,  but  that  water  accumulates 
in  time  of  rain,  and  because  of  the  low  level  of  the  street, 
cannot  discharge  itseK  into  the  inlets.     You  thereupon  ask 
whether  the  railway  company  is  obliged  to  take  up  this 
pavement,  do  the  necessary  grading,  fill  the  sunken  por- 
tions, and  relay  the  present  asphalt  pavement  to  the  proper 
grade. 

There  is  no  ordinance  which  obliges  railway  companies 
to  be  at  tlie  cost  of  grading  the  streets,  but  such  grading 
in  the  present  instance  may  properly  be  regarded  as  a  mere 
incident  of  the  repaving,  and,  together  with  the  repaving 
itself,  devolves,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  upon 
the  company  under  the  requirement  to  maintain,  repair 
and  repave  the  highway.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  oral  inquiry  made  to  Mr. 
Lowengnmd,  whether  the  Bureau  of  Health  is  authorized 
to  classify  tuberculosis  as  a  contagious  disease  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act  of  June  18,  1895  (P.  L.  203),  I  would 
say  that  the  Act  referred  to  mentions  certain  diseases,  and 
tuberculosis  is  not  among  them,  and  it  would  not,  there- 
fore, be  in  your  power  to  make  any  regulations  as  to  tuber- 
culosis imder  authority  of  that  Act.  Under  the  Act  of 
January  29,  1818  (Sections  12  and  25),  you  have  the  au- 
thority to  do  whatever  is  necessary  and  most  conducive  to 
the  public  good  with  the  least  private  injury,  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  any  contagious  disease  dangerous  to  the  com- 
munity. If  tuberculosis  be  a  contagious  disease,  dangerous 
to  the  community,  you  have  the  right  to  adopt  such  regu- 
lations in  reference  to  it  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
Bureau,  protect  the  public  health,  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  of  1818.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  February  20th,  whether 
in  making  out  assessment  bills  for  street  paving  or  rejxiv- 
ing,  the  District  Surveyors  should  include  the  space  0(.'cu- 
pied  by  passenger  railway  tracks  in  the  streets,  /.  c,  the 
part  of  the  street  actually  under  the  rails,  I  reply  that  the 
City  should  not  assess  against  the  owners  of  abutting  prop- 
erty the  cost  of  Belgian  blocks  or  asphalt  paving,  whore 
such  is  not  laid.  As,  of  course,  the  asphalt  or  Belgian 
blocks  are  not  placed  under  the  rails,  the  ground  which 
these  rails  occupy  shoiild  not  be  computed  in  making  out 
the  bills.  The  contractor  ought  not  be  paid  for  paving 
where  he  does  not  lay  it;  but  should  take  into  considera- 
tion any  work  which  may  be  required  under  the  rails  in 
making  his  bid  for  the  paving.

DteAR  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  March  5th,  whether  a 
proposed  ordinance  to  prevent  spitting  in  public  places, 
draft  of  which  you  sent  me,  will  be  legal,  I  reply  that  in  my 
opinion  the  general  scope  of  this  ordinance  would  be  legal 
and  valid. 

Section  2  of  the  ordinance,  however,  should  end  with 
the  words  "the  provisions  of  this  ordinance."  The  follow- 
ing clause  ''or  who  may  be  pointed  out  to  them  as  having 
violated  such  provision  by  any  person  in  charge  of  such 
public  building,  street  railway  or  steam  railroad  car  or  ferry 
boat"  would  probably  be  held  unconstitutional  and  illegal. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  ordinance  would  be  in  better 
form  if  the  words  "debts  of  like  amount"  should  be  substi- 
tuted for  "fines  and  penalties"  in  the  last  line  of  the  1st 
Section. 

The  title  extends  only  to  public  buildings  and  railroad 
or  passenger  railway  cars,  whereas  the  body  of  the  ordi- 
nance also  includes  ferry  boats.  The  title  should  be  made 
to  conform  to  the  ordinance  by  adding  the  words  "ferry 
boats"  in  the  former. 

With  these  changes  the  ordinance  would  be  in  proper 
form,  and  the  only  possibility  of  criticism,  in  my  opinion, 
would  be  if  the  Court  were  to  consider  $50.00  an  unreason- 
ably large  penalty  for  a  second  or  other  subsequent  offence. 
I  cannot  undertake  to  say  what  the  judicial  view  might  be 
upon  this  point,  but  it  may  be  worth  your  while  to  con- 
sider it  in  fixing  the  amount  of  such  penalty.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  comrniinication  relative  to  pave- 
ment on  Fox  street,  .between  Tioga  and  Venango  streets, 
I  beg  to  reply  as  follows: 

The  proceedings  in  this  Dej^artment,  to  which  reference 
is  made  in  the  communication  of  Mr.  Brooks,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  accompanying  your  letter,  related  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  penalty  against  Messrs.  Froesch  & 
Raeyling  for  putting  down  a  pavement  without  the  proper 
permit,  and  were  in  no  manner  connected  with  the  quesr 
tion  of  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  such  pavement  by  the 
.  City,  hence  those  proceedings)  have  no  bearing  upon  the 
present  matter. 

As  the  condition  of  the  pavement  according  to  the  re- 
port of  Mr.  Brooks,  is  a  dangerous  one,  I  would  say  that 
if  it  can  be  placed  in  proper  state  by  repairs  to  it,  such 
repairs  should  be  made  without  delay  in  order  that  the 
City  should  not  be  liable  in  case  of  the  occurrence  of  acci- 
dents. If  mere  repairs  will  not  put  the  pavement  in  proper 
condition,  then  a  new  pavement  should  be  laid,  the  author- 
ity of  Councils  for  that  course  being  first  secured,  if  neces- 
sary. After  such  new  pavement  has  been  laid  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  former  pavement  had  been  so  far  tacitly 
accepted  as  to  prevent  the  City  from  recovering  from  the 
abutting  owners  for -the  cost  of  the  said  new  pavement, 
may  be  determined  in  the  usual  manner  by  suit  against 
such  abutting  owners.  If  this  quettion  should  be  decided 
adversely  to  the  City,  it  would,  of  course,  result  that  the 
expense  of  laying  the  pavement  must  be  borne  by  the  latter. 
Since  it  is  imperative,  however,  that  the  pavement  should 
either  be  repaired  or  relaid,  I  think  that  it  is  advisable,  if 
not  necessary,  to  proceed  with  the  work,  leaving  the  ques- 
tion of  liability  to  be  determined  afterward.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  relative  to  contract 
of  the  City  with  the  Alcatraz  Paving  Company  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Gray's  Fen-y  Bridge,  I  reply  as  follows: 
From  your  letter  and  the  accompanying  communication 
from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Alcatraz.  Paving  Company 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Sui-veys,  it  appears 
that  the  contract  called,  among  other  things,  for  the  fur- 
nisliing  and  setting  of  curbs  upon  the  Gray's  Ferry  Bridge; 
that  the  attention  of  contractors  was  called  in  the  specifi- 
cations to  the  Ordinance  of  November  26,  1894,  which  re- 
quires that  upon  public  work  of  the  City  the  stone  used 
therein  shall  be  cut  and  dressed  within  the  City  limits;  that 
the  paving  company  used  stone  in  the  operation  in  ques- 
tion which  was  not  cut  in  this  City,  and  that  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Stone  Cutters'  Association  has  called  your  at- 
tention to  this  fact,  claiming 'that  it  was  a  violation  of  the 
said  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  referred  to  is  in  the  following  terms: 

"An  Ordinance  relating  to  the  preparation  and  use  of 
stone  that  may  enter  into  work  done  under  contract  with 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

"Section  1.  The  Select  and  CoininoH  Councils  of  (he 
Ciiy  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  all  contracts 
entered  into  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  after  January  1, 
1895,  with  any  one  for  the  construction  of  public  buildings 
or  the  placing  of  stones  in  gutters  or  at  crossings,  it  shall 
be  specified  that  the  work  of  cutting  and  preparing  such 
stone  for  use  shall  be  done  in  Philadelphia:  Provided, 
That  the  cost  of  cutting  and  preparing  such  stone  shall  not 
be  in  excess  of  the  price  paid  labor  for  like  work  under  pri- 
vate contracts  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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'^Sect.  2.  The  Departments  are  hereby  instructed  to 
tave  all  proposals  for  work  on  schoolhor.ses,  fire  houses  and 
such  other  buildings,  together  with  curbing  and  crossing 
fito-ne.^  as  are  intended  for  municipal  use,  so  worded  as  to 
inform  intending  bidders  that  the  stone  to  be  u?ed  in  mu- 
nicipal work  must  be  cut  in  Philadelphia." 

In  the  letter  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Paving- 
Company,  it  is  set  forth  that  "curb  can  be  delivered  in 
Philadelphia  cut  and  dressed,  for  75c.  a  foot.,  and  the  curb 
that  will  fulfill  the  same  specifications  if  it  is  delivered  here 
in  the  rough  and  cut  in  Philadelphia,  will  cost  $1.00  a  foot." 

The  Pa^^ng  Company,  relying  upon  this  alleged  dif- 
ference in  the  cost  of  the  stone  when  cut  within  the  City 
and  when  not  so  cut,  contends  that  the  question  is  within 
the  terms  of  the  proviso  of  the  ordinance,  in  this  respect; 
that  is,  if  said  stone  was  cut  in  Philadelphia  that  it  would 
exceed  the  price  for  which  same  could  be  cut  under  a  pri- 
vate contract.  The  meaning  of  this  proviso,  nevertheless, 
is  far  from  clear.  It  intends,  as  I  take  it,  to  except  from 
the  enacting  clause,  all  cases  wherein  the  price  of  the  stone 
wlien  cut  and  dressed  in  Philadelphia,  would  be  greater 
than  the  price  which  would  be  paid  for  it  under  private 
<conti'acts  for  similar  stone  used  in  similar  structui'es,  re- 
gardless of  where  it  might  be  cut  and  dressed. 

Therefore,  if  the  facts  averred  in  the  letter  from  the 
representative  of  the  Paving  Company  be  true,  and  if  by 
'reason  of  these  facts  the  price  of  stone  would  be  less  for 
private  work  than  the  price  which  the  City  would  be  com- 
pelled to  pa}^  for  it,  should  it  be  insisted  upon  that  the  stone 
\)e  cut  in  Philadelphia,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  matter 
falls  within  the  proviso  of  the  ordinance  rather  than  within 
the  enacting  clause  of  the  same,  and  this  being  so,  that  the 
Paving  Company  should  not  be  debarred  from  payment 
:as  ])rovided  by  the  terms  of  its  contract.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  8th  'iisi:., 
relative  to  the  request  of  the  Schuylkill  &  Juniata  ivail- 
road  Conijiany  to  mark  upon  the  City  plan  as  owncil  by 
that  company,  the  real  estate  within  this  county  v  l.ich 
formerly  belonged  to  its  various  constituent  compiiiiies, 
I  reply  as  follows: 

From  the  agreement  of  consolidation  and  merger,  copy 
of  which  you  have  sent  me,  it  appears  that  the  Nescopec 
Railroad  Co.,  North  &  West  Branch  Kailway  Co.,  the 
Pennsylvania  Schuylkill  Valley  Railroad  Co.,  the  Sun- 
bury,  Hazleton  &  Wilkcsbarre  Railway  Co.  and  the  Sun-' 
bury  &  Lewiston  Railway  Co.  (all  of  which  are  recited 
in  said  agreement  a.s  being  wholly  within  this  Common- 
wealth; as  forming  a  continuous  line  of  railroad  with  o:ic[i 
other,  directly  or  by  means  of  intervening  railroad-,  and 
as  being  neither  parallel  nor  competing  one  with  the  other), 
have  U7ider  the  terms  of  said  agreement,  which  is  dated 
April  2,  ]!)00,  consolidated  and  merged,  thereby  forming 
the  Schuylkill  &  Juniata  Railroad  Company.  Among  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  of  merger  is  the  following: 

"Seventh.  Upon  the  consummation  of  this  acl  and 
"Agreement  of  Consolidation  and  Merger  all  and  singular 
"the  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  of  each  of  ihe  said 
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''C^ompanies,  parties  liereto,  and  all  tlie  property,  real, 
'^personal  and  mixed,  and  all  the  debts  due  on  whatever 
''account,  as  well  as  all  stock  subscriptions  and  other 
"things  in  action  belonging  to  each  of  the  said  Companies, 
"parties  hereto,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  trans- 
"fciTed  to,  and  vested  in,  the  said  new,  or  consolidated, 
"e< 'rporation  without  further  act  or  deed;  and  all  prop- 
"erty,  rights  of  way.  and  all  and  every  other  interests 
"shall  be  as  efPectually  the  property  of  the  said  new,  or 
"consolidated,  corporation  as  they  were  of  the  said  Oom- 
"panies,  parties  hereto;  and  the  title  to  real  estate,  either 
"by  deed  or  otherwise,  under  the  laws  of  the  said  Com- 
"monwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  vested  in  either  of  the  said 
"Companies,  parties  hereto,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  revert, 
"or  be  in  any  way  impaired,  by  reason  of  this  act  and 
"Agreement  of  Consolidation  and  Merger;  and  all  rights 
"of  creditors,  and  all  liens  upon  the  property  of  either 
"of  the  said  Companies,  parties  hereto,  shall  be  preserved 
"unimpaired."     *     *     * 

Said  agreement,  it  appears,  has  been  duly  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

By  Acts  of  March  14,  1865  (P.  L.  321)  and  March  29, 
1867  (P.  L.  600),  it  is  made  the  duty  of  persons  taking 
title  to  property  in  this  City,  to  cause  a  description  thereof 
to  be  furnished  to  the  Registrar,  in  order  that  the  City 
plans  may  be  kept  in  proper  condition  so  as  to  represent 
the  changes  taking  place  in  the  ownership  of  real  estate 
within  the  City.  It  is  the  evident  intentioii  of  these  Acts 
to  require  such  changes  to  be  noted  in  your  Department 
without  reference  to  any  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  owner 
thereof  to  record  his  title.  Tlie  agreement  of  merger 
between  the  railroad  companies  named,  appears  to  be  a 
valid  exercise  of  the  power  granted  them  by  statute  in 
this  State.  Tbough  not  in  form  a  deed,  it  is,  T  think, 
equally  efficacious  with  one  for  the  purpose  of  vesting 
in  the  newly  formed  company  the  property  theretofore 
owned  by  the  companies  merging.  In  that  respect,  it  is 
true,  it  differs  from  an  actual  deed  in  not  being  recorded 
in  this  County  as  the  latter  usually  are.  The  recording 
of  a  deed  here,   however,   is   not  a   legal   prerequisite  to 
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the  registry  in  your  oiiice  of  the  change  in  o\vn(;rship 
thereby  created.  Before  a  deed  can  be  recorded  it  shonld 
first  be  registered  in  your  Department,  but  the  converse 
of  this  is  not  true,  an  owner  of  property  may  have  the 
change  of  ownership  registered  without  taking  any  steps 
to  record  his  deed.  Upon  this  subject  I  would  refer  you 
to  a  communication  from  this  Department  to  you,  dated 
June  27,  1900. 

For  the  reasons  indicated,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
request  of  the  Schuylkill  &  Juniata  Railroad  Oo.  should 
be  complied  with,  and  that  that  company  should  be 
entered  upon  the  City  plan  as  the  owner  of  the  property 
in  question,  unless  there  be  some  other  reason  for  not 
doing  so.

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special  facts  exist,  of  which  I  am  not  informed,  I  would 
advise  you  that  the  Citj  is  not  bound  to  keep  tho  wall 
in  question  pla^stered.

Dear  Sir: — In  relation  to  our  conversation  as  to  draw- 
ing a  contract  for  the  collection  of  garbage,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  as  the  sum  appropriated  is  $333,800  and  the  bid 
of  the  American  Product  Company,  to  whom  the  contract 
has  been  awarded,  is  $448,000,  no  contract  can  be  binding 
upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  excess  of  that  appro- 
priation. 

The  sum  of  $333,800  was  appropriated,  it  appears,  for 
the  collection  of  garbage  for  the  year  1901  and  was  based 
upon  the  amount  of  the  bid  of  the  American  Contracting 
&  Manufactui'ing  Company,  to  whom  the  contract,  at  the 
time  of  the  making  of  the  appropriation,  had  been  awarded. 
Subsequently  thereto, — that  is,  shortly  after  the  first  of 
the  year, — the  latter  Company  defaulted  in  their  contract, 
and  an  award  thereupon  was  made  to  the  next  lowest 
bidder,  which  was  the.  said  American  Product  Company, 
whose  bid  was  $448,000. 

Following  the  precedents,  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  woidd 
be  proper  for  you  to  have  a  contract  prepared  with  the 
American  Product  Company  for  the  amount  of  the  ap- 
propriation, for  such  fractional  portion  of  the  year  1901 
as  the  said  approijriation  would  cover,  according  to  the 
bid  made  by  them  for  the  whole  year.  The  said  contract, 
however,  to  be  ujion  condition  that  the  American  Product 
Company  will  collect  the  garbage  for  the  rest  of  the  year 
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for  tliG  diiTcrcnce  between  the  said  amount,  of  $333,800 
now  appropriated,  and  the  amount  of  their  bid  of  $448,000. 
Tbis  being  an  emergency  matter  must  be  attended  to 
promptly,  and  there  is  no  better  method  of  doing  it. 

As  to  the  $5,000  deposited  by  the  said  American  Con- 
tracting &  Manufacturing  Company,  which  was  the  lowest 
bidder,  but  .which  suibseipiently  defaulted  as  aforesaid, 
that  can  be  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  to  be  used 
by  the  City  in  making  good  the  loss  caused  by  the  default 
of  the  said  Company  by  warrant  drawn  by  you  in  favor 
of  said  American  Product  Company.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  under  date  of  27th  inst., 
as  to  whether  a  pawnbroker's  license  should  be  issued  ''to 
a  joint  stock  company  or*  to  a  corporation,  especially  if 
the  latter  is  chartered  in  another  State,"  I  reply  that  by 
Ordinance  of  January  10,  1856  (Ordinances,  1856,  p.  5), 
it  is  directed  that  the  Mayor  shall  grant  pawnbrokers 
licenses  "to  such  persons  as  shall  apply  for  the  same;" 
that  by  Ordinance  of  February  16th  of  the  same  year 
(Ordinances,  1856,  p.  15)  it  is  further  provided  that  the 
Mayor  shall  not  grant  any  pawnbrokers'  licenses  "unless 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same  shall  produce  satisfactor\- 
testimonials  of  good  character."  This  and  other  provisions 
of  the  ordinances  relevant  to  the  subject,  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  the  licensee  should  be  such  a  person  as  may 
have  a  personal  character,  but  such  view  cannot  be  con- 
sidered conclusive  for  the  reason  that  the  use  of  the  word 
"person"  or  "persons"  as  found  in  the  statutes  or  ordi- 
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nances  frequently  covei's  artificial  persons  (a  legal  phrase 
for  corporations),  as  well  as  natural  persons  or  individuals; 
in  cases  where  personal  characteristics  have  been  involved 
in  Acts  of  Assembly  analogous  to  those  above  mentioned, 
coi*porations  have  been  included  under  the  generic  termi 
•'persons;''  as,  for  instance,  in  the  matter  of  the  Prospect 
Brewing  Company's  petition,  127  Pa.  St.  llcp.,  523, 
although  the  then  existing  laws  required  applicants  for 
wholesale  liquor  licenses  to  be  persons  who  were  citizens 
of  temperate  habits  and  good  moral  character,  yet  this 
was  held  not  to  exclude  corporations  from  the  privilege 
of  receiving  such  licenses.  The  Supreme  Court  in  said 
case  expressed  the  opinion  that  where  a  corporation  was 
an  appKcant  for  a  license,  the  inquiry  as  to  good  moral 
character,  etc.,  should  be  directed  to  the  officers  of  the 
coi-poration  in  the  following  language:  "That  a  corpora- 
tion, an  invisible,  intaugible  thing,  an  artificial  being 
created  by  the  law,  can  have  a  character  of  any  kind, 
is  a  novel  proposition.  ^  *  But  the  corporation  has 
officers  and  a  board  of  directors.  If  the  court  below  had 
found  upon  evidence  and  so  returned,  that  said  officers 
and  directors  were  not  men  of  good  moral  character  I 
apprehend  the  return  w^ould  have  been  sufficient." 

This  opinion  is,  I  think,  applicable  to  the  inquiry  in 
tli(,'  present  case,  and  thus  accepting  it,  there  is  no  objec- 
tion to  granting  a  license  for  carrying  on  the  business  of 
n  pawnbroker,  to  a  joint  stock  company  or  corporation. 

As  to  foreign  coi-porations,— that  is,  those  formed  in 
anotlicr  State,— -I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  by  Act  of  April  22,  1874  (P.  L.  108)  such  corpora- 
tions, before  they  can  do  business  in  this  Commonwealth, 
iire  obliged  to  file  a  statement  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  relative  to  certain  jjreliminary  matters, 
such  as  the  title  and  objects  of  the  corporation,  the  loca- 
tion of  its  ofiices,  the  names  of  its  agents,  etc.;  and 
fnrthennore,  by  Act  of  June  1,  1881)  (P.  L.  427,  Sect. 
19)  such  corporations  before  doing  business  within  this 
State,  must  also  register  with  the  Auditor  General,  and 
furnish  that  officer  with  the  data  specified  in  said  Act. 

Before  granting  a  license  to  any  such  foreign  corpora- 


tion,  it  would  lu'  ]jT(i|)i'r  fur  tlio  Alavoi'  to  rc<jiiire  I'diificates 
from  the  Socrctary  ol"  the  ("oiumoawt'altli  and  Auditor 
General,  that  the  mhligatioTis  iui|)()sed  hy  the  sai<l  statutes 
have  heon  cinnpliod  witli.

},[y  Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  under 
date  of  yesterday,  concerning  the  ordinance  to  compromise 
the  claim  for  paving  Eidge  avenue,  from  Manayunk  ave- 
nue to  Hermits  lane,  T  would  say  that  this  being  purely 
a  uiatter  of  fact,  it  is  wholly  within  the  legislative  dis- 
cretion of  Councils,  and  consequently,  as  to  which  I  do 
not  feel  competent  to  give  an  opinion.  A  Committee  of 
Councils  called  me  before  them  to  know  whether  or  not 
in  my  judgment  this  ordinance  should  be  passed,  to  whicJi 
I  made  substantially  the  same  reply, — that  is,  that  it  was 
a  matter  exclusively  for  their  consideration.  Officially,  I 
would  have  preferred  that  the  matter  had  gone  to  a  con- 
summation in  this  office,  but  viewing  the  subject  as  a 
whole,  perhaps  I,  myself,  had  I  been  a  member  of  Coun- 
cils, might  have  voted  for  the  compromise  for  the  reason, 
as  I  stated  to  you  in  my  letter  of  yesterday,  some  of  this 
property  is  of  little  value,  inasmuch  as  it  is  in  very  low 
ground,  and  would  have  imposed  upon  the  owners  the 
expense  of  this  paving.  1  may  say,  however,  that  if  your 
Honor  should  sign  the  ordinance,  that  I  will  immediately 
Institute  an  action  to  collect  the  balance  due  from  the 
railroad  company.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  requesting  an  opinion  upon  ilie 
legality  of  accepting  due  bills  from  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
in  exchange  for  unpaid  checks  returned  to  him  by  your 
Department  from  the  banks  in  which  they  were  deposited, 
was  duly  received,  and  in  reply  thereto  I  Avould  say,  that 
when  a  check  is  accepted  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  and  is 
passed  by  him  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  upon  deposit  ])y 
the  latter  in  bank,  is  found  to  be  worthless,  or  for  any 
reason  uncollectible,  the  most  natural  thing  to  do,  it  would 
seem,  would  be  to  charge  the  same  to  the  Department  from 
whence  it  came;  but  were  this  all  that  was  done,  it  would 
leave  the  accounts  of  the  respective  City  departments  and 
those  of  the  several  banks  involved  in  more  or  less  of  con- 
fusion. Of  course,  the  payment  of  taxes,  if  such  demand 
is  made,  can  only  be  made  by  payment  in  current  funds, 
but  under  modern  commercial  methods,  checks  are  sub- 
stituted for  convenience  in  lieu  of  money,  but  the  checks 
so  accepted  in  payment  of  taxes  are  6nly  a  provisional  pay- 
ment, and  consequently,  if  due  diligence  is  used  in  present- 
ing them  for  collection,  no  loss  therefrom  would  be  imposed 
upon  the  City,  or  the  officials  receiving  them.  In  the  event, 
therefore,  of  a  check  forwarded  to  you  by  the  Receiver 
being  returned  by  the  bank  to  your  Department  as  unpaid, 
I  would  suggest  that  you  give  a  receipt  for  it  in  the  follow- 
ing form:

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  oral  inquiry  as  to  the 
■course  to  be  pursued  with  regard  to  a  convict  in  your  charge 
whose  term  has  expired,  but  who  refuses  to  pay  the  costs 
of  prosecution  which  he  was  sentenced  to  do,  and  who  had 
upon  his  person  at  the  time  of  his  imprisonment  a  sum  of 
money  sufficient  to  pay  such  costs,  which  sum  was  taken 
from  him  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  prison, 
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and  reinahis  in  your  bands  as  Superintendent,  I  reply,  that 
by  the  Act  of  January  17,  1831  (P.  L.,  12),  it  is  provided 
that  prisoners  may  be  discharged  without  the  delay  and 
expense  of  proceedings  under  the  insolvent  laws,  at  the  ex- 
piration of  their  terras  of  imprisonment,  notwithstanding 
such  prisoner  may  not  have  paid  costs  of  prosecution,  etc., 
if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Inspection  he  is  unable 
to  pay  the  same,  provided  that  such  discharge  shall  in  no 
way  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  Commonwealth  to  pro- 
ceed upon  the  judgment  of  conviction  to  recover  the 
amount  of  such  costs  from  the  property  of  such  prisoner, 
and  that  for  this  purjTose  the  Attorney  General,  or  his 
proper  deputy  (the  District  Attorney),  "if  he  deem  it  for 
the  interest  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  at  the  request  of  any 
person  interested,"  may  issue  writs  of  execution  as  the  case 
may  require,  against  such  property,  or  other  property  of  the 
prisoner  and  proceed  to  sell  the  same. 

Under  the  foregoing  statute,  as  you  will  see,  it  pertains 
to  the  District  Attorney  to  exercise  his  discretion  in  the 
matter  of  issuing  writs  of  execution  to  recover  such  costs. 
In  the  present  instance  the  proper  writ  would  be  an  at- 
tachment upon  the  judgment  of  conviction,  and  for  the 
District  Attorney,  should  he  see  proper,  to  issue  such  at- 
tachment, and  the  amount  of  the  costs  could  thereby  be 
recovered  from  the  fund  belonging  to  the  prisoner  in  your 
hands.  I  do  not  think  that  in  such  case  the  prisoner  would 
be  entitled  to  claim  any  exemption,  and  in  due  course  the 
amount  of  costs  payable  by  the  prisoner  could  be  collected. 

The  District  Attorney,  however,  as  you  are  aware,  is 
disinclined  to  taking  the  necessary  action  in  this  case,  and, 
as  the  matter  rests  in  his  discretion,  he  could,  perhaps,  not 
be  prevailed  upon  to  do  so. 

The  only  alternative  left,  therefore,  is  to  have  the  pris- 
oner take  advantage  of  the  insolvent  law.  Under  proceed- 
ing for  this  purpose  he  would  be  compelled  to  file  state- 
ments of  his  property,  debts  due  by  him,  and  the  causes 
of  his  insolvency,  etc.,  under  oath,  and  thereupon  a  petition 
to  the  court  would  be  filed  and  a  time  for  hearing  would 
be  fixed,  of  which  any  creditors  he  might  have  would  be 
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notified  personally  or  by  advertisement.  At  the  time  of 
the  hoaring  the  petitioner  is  required  to  exhibit  an  account 
of  his  debts,  credit,  estate,  etc.,  to  make  oath  that  he  will 
deliver  to  his  trustee  all  his  property,  and  thereupon  to 
make  an  assignment  of  such  property  to  the  trustee  to  be 
appointed  by  two-thirds  of  his  creditors. 

You  will  see  that  by  the  above  method  the  prisoner 
would  be  compelled,  before  he  could  got  his  discharge  in 
insolvency,  to  surrender  the  money  which  is  held  for  him, 
and  in  this  manner  the  costs,  which  is  the  only  indebted- 
ness which  is  known,  would  be  finally  recovered.  The  pro- 
ceeding is  a  somewhat  detailed  one,  however,  and  it  must 
rest  in  a  great  measure  within  the  judgment  of  yourself  and 
your  Board  of  Directors  whether  you  would  be  willing  to 
assume  the  labor  of  pursuing  it  in  this  instance.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication,  enclosing  plan  of 
a  proposed  theatre  to  be  erected  on  a  lot  situated  on  the 
south  side  of  Chestnut  street  and  running  through  to 
Sansom  street,  west  of  Eleventh,  and  asking  an  opinion 
as  to  Avhcthcr  a  permit  should  be  granted  for  building  a 
theatre  tliereon  in  accordance  with  the  said  plan,  I  reply 
as  follows: 

By  said  plan  it  appears  that  there  is  to  be  an  open 
hallway  forty  feet  wide,  or  twenty-seven  feet  wide  in  the 
clear,  running  southward  from  C^irstnut  street  and  ter- 
minating in  a  lobby.  From  thi^-.  lobby  run  corridors  eight 
feet   undo  around  and   to  tlie  right  and  left  of  the  audi- 
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torium  and  stage,  on  the  east  and  west  side  thereof 
respectively,  to  exits  on  Sansom  street  each  also  eight 
feet  in  width.  These  corridors  communicate  with  the 
auditorium.  The  latter  is  eighty-two  feet  wide  and  ex- 
tends to  the  line  of  footlights  upon  the  stage.  The  stage 
itself  is  seventy-one  feet  wide  and  runs  back  to  the  rear 
wall  of  the  building  on  Sansom  street  facing  toward  Chest- 
nut street.  On  each  side  and  on  the  outside  of  the  build^ 
ing  beginning  on  a  line  mth  the  lobby  and  running  to 
Sansom  street  is  an  open  court  ten  feet  in  width  with 
exits  upon  Sansom  street. 

The  question  presented  is  whether  or  not  upon  these 
facts  the  said  building  could  confonri  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  5,  1899,  under  and  accord- 
ing to  which  theatres  in  this  city  must  be  constructed. 
The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  minutely  specific  and  ex- 
acting in  their  directions.  Among  other  things,  it  pro- 
vides that  "every  such  building  (theatres)  shall  have  at 
least  one  front  on  the  street,  which  front  shall  be  as  wide 
as  the  widest  part  of  the  auditorium  or  assembly  hall,  and 
in  such  front  there  shall  be  suitable  means  of  entrance 
and  exit." 

The  first  question  therefore  is  whether  or  not  the  plan 
submitted  complies  with  this  provision.  It  M'as  urged 
by  learned  counsel  for  the  applicant  for  a  permit  in  argu- 
ment before  me,  that  the  front  of  this  building  should 
be  held  to  be  upon  Sansom  street,  for  the  reason  that 
upon  that  street  there  is  to  be  erected  a  wall  of  the  build- 
ing of  eighty-two  feet  in  width  and  of  the  entire  height 
thereof;  that  the  natural  description  of  the  building  would 
be  to  define  as  the  front  the  widest  of  the  two  street  faces, 
that  is,  the  one  having  the  said  wall  on  Sansom  street. 
Tn  fact,  it  was  contended  that  this  was  the  only  front,  and 
that  as  it  was  to  be  eighty-two  feet  wide,  the  same  width 
as  the  auditorium,  that  therefore  in  this  respect  the  statu- 
tory requirements  had  been  fulfilled.  In  taking  this  view 
of  the  matter,  however,  we  would,  I  think,  be  regarding 
the  exterior  appearance  of  the  building  rather  than  the 
(construction  of  the  interior,  which  latter  the  law  would 
-(H!m  to  have  mainly  contemplated  with  purpose  and  intent 
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that  in  a  biiiklino'  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  theatre  the 
iitinost  care  shuiild  he  employed  to  avoid  the  danger  of 
panic,  accident,  and  fatality  in  consequence  of  fire  or  other 
emergency. 

If  the  Sansom  street  side  is  to  he  deemed  the  front 
of  the  building,  the  meaning  of  that  portion  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  which  provides  that  there  shall  be  m  such 
wall  fronting  on  the  street  "suitable  means  of  entrance 
and  exit,"  is  to  be  considered.     As  said  above,  the  exits 
from  the  corridors  on   the  two  sides  of  the  auditorium 
and  stage  on  Sansom  street  are  eight  feet  wide  each,  or 
altoo-ether  sixteen  feet.     Tor  a  theatre  of  this  size,  to  wit, 
one  accommodating  1,800  people,  the    Act    requires    an 
exit  space  approximately  of  thirty-seven  feet,  and^  that 
there  shall  be  provided  three  separate  exits  exclusive  of 
the  ten  feet  wide  open  side  courts.     The  applicant  foT 
the  permit  claims  that  the  two  exits  of  eight  feet  each 
upon  Sansom  street  are  to  be  added  to  the  forty  feet  wide 
exit  upon  Chestnut  street  through  the  open  hallway,  mak- 
ing toijether  fifty-six  feet  of  exit  space  in  all,  and  thus 
too-ether  thereby  exceeding  the  said  requirement  of  thirty- 
.spven  feet;  and  that  consequently  the  provisions  of  the 
law  in  this  respect  arc  more  than  complied  with.      Ihese 
exits,  however,  are  respectively  in  the  front  and  back  of 
the  theatre  building,  and  the  passageways  to  two  of  them 
run  past  the  stage  to  the  rear.     Whether  such  means  of 
exit  are  within  the  contemplation  of  the  law  may  be  open 
to  serious  question. 

Nevertheless,  however  this  may  be,  there  are  further 
provisions  of  the  Act  which  present  a  seemingly  insur- 
mountable obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  issuance  of  a  permit 
under  the  proposed  plan,  that  is,  those  provisions  which 
deal  with  the  side  emergency  courts.  The  statutory 
language  in  regard  to  this  subject  is  in  part  as  follovys: 
"Said  open  court  or  courts  shall  begin  on  a  line  ^^^th 
or  near  the  proscenium  wall,  and  shall  extend  the  length 
of  the  auditorium  proper  to  or  near  the  wall  separating 
the  same  from  the  entrance,  lobby  or  vestibule,  and  said 
open  court  or  a  separate  and  distinct  corridor  from  each 
open  court,  shall  continue  to   the    street    through  such 
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superstiTicture  as  may  Lc  built  on  tlie  street  side  of  the 
auditorium,  with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fireproof 
materials  on  each  side  of  the  entire  length  of  said  cor- 
ridor or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors  shall  be  fire- 
proof." 

This  provision  of  itself  would  seem  to  be  conclusive 
in  the  present  case,  and  the  rigid  requirements  thereof 
to  compel  a  condemnation  of  the  proposed  structure. 
The  use  of  the  words  "shall  begin  on  a  line  with  or  near 
the  proscenium  wall  and  shall  extend  the  length  of  the 
auditorium  proper  to  or  near  the  wall  separating  the  same 
from  the  entrance,  lobby  or  vestibule,"  indicates  the  direc- 
tion in  which  the  courts  are  to  run,  that  is,  from  the 
proscenium  wall  along  the  auditorium;  and  the  further 
words  "shall  continue  to  the  street,"  leave  in  my  opinion 
no  further  question  regarding  the  meaning  of  the  words 
"shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the  street  *  *  *  * 
as  wide  as  the  widest  part  of  the  auditorium  or  assemblv 
hall." 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  open  to  dispute  that  the  front 
so  described  is  the  front  of  the  house,  as  those  in  the 
auditorium  would  view  it,  that  is,  one  which,  for  the 
purpose  of  their  exit,  communicates  with  or  opens  upon 
the  street,  and  not  one  between  which,  and  themselves 
the  full  width  of  the  stage,  itself  nearly  as  wide  as  the 
auditorium,  is  interposed. 

In  the  present  application,  the  said  courts  do  not  com- 
ply with  the  foregoing  requirements,  in  that  they  begin 
not  at  the  proscenium  wall  but  at  the  lobby,  which,  as 
already  seen,  is  part  way  between  Chestnut  street  and 
Sansom  street;  thence  they  iHm  back  past  the  auditorium 
and  past  the  stage  in  a  direction  opposite  to  that  which 
the  Act  intends,  and  opening  upon  Sansom  street  in  the 
rear.  Neither  the  said  courts  nor  any  separate  and  dis- 
tinct corridors  therefrom  are  continued  to  the  street 
through  the  superstructure  built  on  the  street  side  of  the 
auditorium,  to  wit,  the  Chestnut  street  side,  but  the  said 
courts  instead  of  being  so  continued  are  blocked  by  walls 
which  cut  them  off  altogether  from  any  direct  commimi- 
cation  with  that  street.     Indeed,  the  structures  between 
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the  beginning  of  the  conrts  and  Cliestnat  street  are  not 
a  part  of  the  theate  building  at  all,  but  are  separate  build- 
ings owned  by  a  different  person  and  having  no  connec- 
tion whatever  with  the  theatre.  Instead  of  affording  a 
clear  passageway  by  the  said  courts  or  conidors  there- 
from through  "such  superstructures  as  may  be  built  on 
the  street  side  of  the  auditorium,"  as  the  Act  directs^ 
no  passageway  to  such  street  (Chestnut  street)  is  provided 
by  the  plan,  and  the  open  courts  are  so  arranged  as  to 
give  exit  only  upon  Sansom  street  in  the  rear  of  the  stage. 
It  is  notorious  that  fires  in  theatres  commonly  orignate 
upon  the  stage,  and  the  proposed  plan  of  construction 
would  seem  therefore  to  involve  a  source  of  danger  to 
the  audience  which  tlie  last  cited  provisions  of  the  statute 
were  expressly  intended  to  avoid. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  while  the  plan  sub- 
mitted may  perhaps  indicate  that  as  much  exit  space  has 
been  provided  as  the  requirements  of  safety  actually  de- 
mand, and  while  for  this  reason  the  said  plan  might  com- 
mend itself  to  the  practical  approval  of  your  Bureau,  t& 
which  a  wide  measure  of  discretionary  power  is  lefty 
nevertheless,  the  inference  seems  beyond  escape  that  the 
mandatory  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  in  a  ease 
such  as  this  ought  to  be  strictly  regarded.  The  require- 
ments of  a  statute  dealing  with  a  matter  where  human 
life  may  possibly  be  imperilled  should  not  be  relaxed,  and 
for  this  reason  I  am  unavoidably  forced  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  permit  should  not  be  issued  for  the  erection  of  a 
theatre  upon  the  lot  in  question  in  accordance  with  the 
present  plan  thereof.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  16th  inst.,  requiring 
whether,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  apjn-oved 
March  27,  1001,  certain  bonds  which  were  deposited  with 
the  City  Treasurer  in  lieu  of  the  retained  percentage  under 
contracts,  can  be  released  by  the  substitution  of  corporate 
security,  received. 

The  ordinance  you  refer  to  authorizes  the  release  of 
any  security  which  is  or  has  been  required  or  retained 
as  a  guarantee  for  keeping  work  in  good  condition  and 
r<jpair  for  a  period  of  time  after  the  completion  of  the 
contract.  This  release  is  to  be  secured  upon  the  entering 
of  corporate  security  having  the  same  conditions  attached. 

You  state  that  in  some  cases  bonds  have  been  deposited 
in  place  of  the  retained  percentage,  and  that  certain  of 
the  contractors  who  deposited  said  bonds  are  desirous  of 
having  them  released  in  accordance  with  the  said  Ordi- 
nance of  March  27,  11)01. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance  is  sufficient  to 
cover  any  kind  of  security  which  was  required  or  retained 
for  keeping  work  in  good  condition  and  repair,  after  the 
completion  of  the  contract.  The  bonds  deposited  as  you 
state,  should  therefore  be  released  upon  the  contractor 
entering  the  proper  corporate  security  in  accordance  with 
the  said  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  recent  date,  relative  to  the 
appropriations  made  Ly  City  Coimf'ils  to  the  Board  of 
Education  and  to  the  County  Commissioners  in  December, 
1000,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  enrollment  of  school 
children  in  Philadelphia  during  the  current  year,  wAs  duly 
received.  You  wish  to  know  for  the  future  guidance  of 
the  Committee  whether  the  law  requires  that  approj)ria- 
tions  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  also 
to  the  County  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  above  speci- 
fied. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  of  July  15,  1897,  P.  L.  271,  [iro- 
vides:  "That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  of  th© 
several  townships,  wards  and  boroughs  in  the  counties 
and  cities  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  make  an  enrollnn^nty 
at  the  assessment,  of  the  total  number  of  children  of  school 
age,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  duties  required  of  them  under  existing  laws, 
and  for  the  same  compensation  per  diem  now  allowed  by 
law." 

The  following  section  directs  that  the  enumeration  and 
enrollment  shall  be  made  by  the  assessors  "at  the  same 
time  they  are  recj[uired  by  law  to  make  their  regular 
assessments  for  county  taxes,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  and  *  *  *  biennially  thereafter. 
*  *  *  The  county  commissioners  to  return  a  summaiy 
of  the  same  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
on  or  before  the  last  Saturday  of  January,  next  follow- 
ing."    _ 

Section  5  of  the  above  Act  was  amended  by  Act  of 
April  10,  1890,  P.  L.  64,  it  thereby  being  made  the  duty 
of  the  assessors  of  voters  in  cities  of  the  first  class  to 
make  the  enrollment. 

The  Act  of  July  12,  1897,  P.  L.  218  (known  a<  the 
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compulsory  education  act),  in  Section  4  provides:  "It  shall 
bo  the  duty  of  the  assessors  of  voters  of  every  district, 
when  not  notified  and  directed  to  the  contrary  by  the 
school  board,  at  the  spring  registration  of  voters,  or  as 
soon  as  possible  thereafter,  to  make  a  *  *  *  *  care- 
ful and  correct  list  of  all  children  between  the  a^es  of 
six  and  twenty-one  years  within  the  district.  *  *  *  * 
'And  the  said  assessors  shall  be  paid,  out  of  the  county 
funds,  a  per  diem  compensation  for  their  serAaces,  a  sum 
equal  to  the  compensation  paid  under  existing  laws  for 
assessors  of  election,  said  sei-vices  not  to  exceed  ten  days: 
Provided,  That  prior  to  Februaiy  first  of  any  year,  any 
board  of  directors  or  controllers  of  any  school  district  may 
authorize  such  enumeration  to  be  made  by  the  attendance 
'officers  at  the  expense  of  the  school  district,  and  at  such 
times  as  they  may  direct." 

The  enrollment  under  the  Act  of  July  15,  1897  (for 
regulating  the  distribution  of  the  school  funds),  as  amended 
by  the  Act  of  1899,  is  required  to  be  made  by  the  assessors. 
The  enrollment  under  the  Act  of  July  12,  1897  (com- 
pulsory education),  may  be  made  by  the  assessors,  or  by 
the  attendance  officers  under  the  direction  of  the  school 
authorities.  If  the  work  should  be  done  by  the  assessors 
under  both  Acts,  it  would  cost  upwards  of  $12,000  a  year, 
or  $24,000  biennially.  If  the  biennial  assessment  only 
should  be  made  by  the  assessors  the  cost  would  be  about 
$12,000  every  two  years.  It  is  estimated  tliat  it  would 
cost  $5,000  per  annum  to  make  the  enrollment  under  the 
Oompulsoiy  Education  Act  by  the  attendance  officers,  or 
$10,000  for  two  years.  The  sum  total  of  the  amount 
required  to  pay  the  assessors  and  the  attendance  officers 
for  the  two  years  work  would  thus  be  some  $2,000  less 
than  the  amount  required  were  the  work  done  by  the 
iissessors  under  both  acts. 

Aside  from  the  consideratimi  of  thc^  cost  of  the  work, 
it  appears  from  a  report  made  by  Dr.  "Brooks,  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instniction  of  Philadelphia,  that  the 
work  done  by  the  assessors  in  1897,  under  the  Compulsory 
Education  Act,  was  of  no  practical  use  in  caiTving  out 
1th e  provisions  of  the  Act. 
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Til  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  Councils  are  required 
imdcv  the  law  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  County 
Ooniniissioners  for  the  enrollment  of  school  cliildren  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  City's  share  of  the  State 
appropriation  to  the  public  schools;  and,  as  the  Board 
of  Education  has  authority  under  the  Compulsory  Educa- 
tion Act  to  direct  the  enrollment  of  school  children  to 
be  made  by  the  attendance  officers  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Act,  an  appropriation  should  be  made  to  the  Board 
for  that  purpose,  unless  it  signifies  its  intention  of  allow- 
ing the  work  to  be  done  by  the  assessors.  This  may  be 
arranged  at  the  time  the  annual  appropnations  are  being 
considered.

retained. 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  requirement  is  binding 
and  obligatory  upon  all  the  various  Departments  and  ]^u- 
reaus  of  the  City  government,  including  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Education.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  6th  inst., 
inquiring  on  behalf  of  your  Committee  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  passing  ordinances  permitting  the  substitution 
of  bonds  of  the  Baltimore  &  Philadelphia  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Schuylkill  Eiver  East  Side  Railroad  Com- 
pany with  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  as 
surety,  in  place  of  bonds  of  the  two  first-named  com- 
panies with  the  American  Surety  Company  as  surety,  as 
required  by  Sections  11  and  14  of  the  Ordinance  of  July 
3,  1885,  and  Sections  3  and  7  of  another  ordinance  of 
the  same  date,  I  reply,  that  three  of  the  bonds  mentioned 
were  given  to  indemnify  the  City  from  loss  arising  through 
change  of  gTade,  relocation  of  streets,  etc.,  and  as  to  these, 
I  think,  after  this  lapse  of  time  it  is  to  be  assumed  that 
they  have  served  their  purpose. 

The  fourth  bond  (that  required  by  Section  11  of  the 
first-named  ordinance)  is  for  the  indemnification  of  the 
City  against  injury  to  City  bridges  caused  by  the  con- 
struction, maintenance  or  operation  of  the  said  railroad. 
So  far  as  concerns  the  maintenance  or  operation  of  the 
roa-d,  the  puiiDOse  of  this  bond  may  still  be  considered  aa 
subsisting.  If  the  Finance  Committee  of  Councils  are 
satisfied,  however,  that  the  suretyship  of  the  'Baltimore 
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&  Ohio  Eailroad  Company  is  amply  sufficient  to  secure 
the  City  for  any  injury  wliich  may  thus  be  occasioned, 
I  see  no  reason  why  a  bond  of  the  Schuylkill  Eiver  East 
Side  Tiailroad  Company  witli  the  Ijaltimore  &  Ohio  TJail- 
road  Company  as  surety,  may  not  be  accepted.

Dear  Sir: — ^J'o  your  inquiry  of  the  11th  inst.,  whether 
the  Board  of  Education  is  required  to  pay  a  proportional 
charge  for  connecting  with  a  private  sewer  on  Highland 
avenue,  such  connection  being  made  from  the  Chestnut 
Hill  School  on  that  street,  I  reply  that  under  Ordinances 
of  April  4,  1891,  page  187,  and  May  12,  1866,  Sectioa 
8,  page  145,  it  is  required  that  before  connecting  with 
a  private  sewer  the  owner  of  property  desiring  to  connect 
therewith  is  required  to  pay  his  proportion  of  the  cost 
of  constructing  the  sewer  in  accordance  with  the  foot 
frontage  of  the  lot  to  be  connected  with  the  same. 

There  appears  to  be  no  exception  in  favor  of  property 
owned  by  the  City,  and  I  would  therefore  say  that  the 
City's  share  of  the  cost  must  be  paid  before  connection 
with  the  private  sewer  in  question  can  be  made.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  May  16tli,  relative  to 
the  construction  of  sewers  in  Okestnut  street  and  Fifty- 
ninth  street,  I  reply  as  follows: 

It  api)ears  from  your  communication  that  the  contractor 
■for  the  building  of  said  sewers  has  given  a  letter  of 
attorney  to  one  William  Kelly,  to  receive  all  moneys  on 
account  of  work;  that  the  final  payment  of  $315  is  now 
due,  but  that  the  contractor  refuses  to  fm-nish  the  neces- 
sary affidavit  that  all  persons  employed  upon  said  work 
are  American  citizens,  that  in  lieu  thereof  Mr.  Kelly  has 
furnished  affidavits  to  that  effect  from  the  foremen  upon 
the  various  branches  of  the  work. 

Y"ou  ask  whether,  under  these  circumstances,  such  affii- 
davits  are  sufficient  to  justify  the  payment  of  the  balance 
due. 

The  Ordinance  of  December  30,  1899,  under  v»^hich 
this  work  was  done,  provides  that  before  any  warrants  for 
contract  work  are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller 
the  contractor  shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none 
but  Ameiican  citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work. 
This  provision,  however,  is  in  my  opinion  so  far  directory 
merely,  that  in  a  case  like  the  present  where  the  con- 
tractor has  parted  with  his  interest  in  the  payments  and 
refuses  to  make  the  affidavit  required,  it  can  be  made  by 
tlie  foremen,  or  others,  who  are  conversant  with  the  facts 
and  will  answer  the  same  purpose  as  if  it  had  been  made 
pei-sonally  by  the  contractor. 

T,  therefore,  think  that  the  affidavits  in  question  should 
be  accepted  by  yourself  and  the  City  Controller.

])eae  Sir: — To  your  commiuiicatioii  of  the  24th  inst., 
rehitive  to  hospitals  in  the  built  up  portions  of  the  City, 
I  reply,  that  by  Act  of  April  20,  1899  (P.  L.  66),  the 
iBstablishment  and  maintenance  of  additional  hospitals,  pest- 
houses,  etc.,  in  the  built  up  portions  of  cities  is  prohibited. 
Ill  198  Pa.  St.  Rep.  270  (Advance  Reports),  the  validity 
and  constitutionality  of  this  act  have  been  sustained,  and 
it  was  appiied  to  a  case  where  a  newly,  erected  hospital  was 
intended  to  take  the  place  of  one  already  built.  Prom  the 
provisions  of  this  act  it  would  seem  clearly  to  be  the  duty 
of  your  Board  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  buildings 
to  be  used  for  hospitals,  pest-houses,  etc.,  in  the  built  up 
portions  of  the  City.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  giving 
notice  to  tho.^('  about  establishing  such  buildings,  when  you 
have  reason  to  suppose  that  they  are  to  be  used  for  the 
purposes  forbidden  by  the  act,  and  if  such  notice  be  disre- 
garded, then  by  application  to  a  court  of  equity  for  an  in- 
junction to  prevent  the  establishing  agd  maintenance  of 
the  building  in  violation  of  law. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  provisions  of  the  act  be 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors 
by  you,  so  that  they  may  be  governed  accordingly  in  grant- 
ing or  refusing  permits  when  application  therefor  is  made 
to  them.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  return  copy  of  contract  between 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia  Coni^trnc- 
tion  Company  for  the  extension  of  the  gas  works  at  the 
House  of  Correction  at  Holmesburg,  which  you  kindly 
sent  me. 
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Among  the  terms  of  said  contract  the  following  clause 
appears: 

"It  is  further  distinctly  understood  and  agreed  that  the 
said  work  shall  be  completed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
May  of  the  year  1901,  and  if  the  said  work  be  not  com- 
pleted within    the  time    specified,  it  is    understood   and 
agreed  that  the  sum  of  five  (5)  dollars  per  day  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  due  the  said  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part  for  each  and  every  day  the  said  work  shall  re- 
main incomplete  or  unfinished  after  the   said  time,   not 
as  a  penalty,  but  as  ascertained  and  liquidated  damages; 
which  sum  so  deducted  shall  remain  the  property  of  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part.     Or  shall  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part  in  the  0])inion  of  the  said  President  and 
Directors  be  prosecuting  the  said  work  with  an  insuffi- 
cient stock  of  materials  for  the  prompt  completion  thereof 
within  the  specified  time,  or  be  improperly  performing 
the  said  work,  or  shall  she  neglect  or  abandon  it  before 
completion,  or  unreasonably  delay  the  same,  so  that  the 
conditions  of  the  contract  are  being  wilfully  violated  or 
executed  carelessly,  or  in  bad  faith,  or  shall  she  neglect 
or  refuse  to  renew  or  again  perform  such  work  as  may 
be  rejected  by  the  said  President  and  Directors  as  defective 
or  imsuitable,  or  shall  she  in  any  other  manner  in  the 
opinion  of  the  said  President  and  Directors  make  default 
in  the  performance  of  this  contract,  then,  and  in  any  such 
case  the  said    President  and    Directors    shall    promptly 
notify  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  in  "svriting  of 
such  neglect  or  default.     If  such  notification  be  without 
effect  Avithin  twenty-four  hours  after  the  delivery  thereof, 
then  and  in  that  case  the  said  President  and  Directors 
may  notify  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  discon- 
tinue all  work  under  this  contract;  and  the  said  President 
and  Directors  shall  thereupon  have  full    authority  and 
power  immediately  to  purchase  such  materials,  tools  and 
machinery  and  to  employ  such  workmen  as  in  their  opinion, 
shall  be  required  for  the  proper  completion  of  the  said 
work  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  or  her  surety,  or  both;  or  the  said  President 
and  Directors  may,  -without  notice,  declare  this  contract 
mill  and  void,  and  the  security  bond  and  retained  per-

centage  and  the  material  delivered  and  used  in,  on  or 
about  the  said  work,  shall  then  become  the  property  of 
the  said  City  of  Philadelphia." 

From  the  facts  stated  in  yom-  former  letter,  it  Avould 
appear  that  the  contractor  may  properly  be  charged  with 
having  neglected  or  abandoned  the  contract  before  com- 
pletion, or  with  unreasonably  delaying  the  same,  so  that 
the  conditions  of  the  contract  are  being  Vt^illfully  violated 
within  the  meaning  of  the  foregoing  language. 

In  these  circumstances,  I  would  ad^ase  you  that  if  the 
interests  of  your  Department  shall  demand,  you  would  be 
authorized  to  proceed,  as  provided  in  the  clause  above 
quoted,  that  is,  to  give  the  required  notice  to  the  con- 
tractor, and  thereafter  to  proceed  with  the  completion  of 
the  work.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  payment  of  the  retained  percentage  due  McParland 
&  Butler  on  contract  for  excavating  pipe  trench  from 
Queen  Lane  Pumping  Station  to  the  Queen  Lane  Reser- 
voir, received. 

It  is  true,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Butler,  that  the  case  of  Rit- 
tenhouse  vs.  McParland  &  Butler  and  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, for  damages  caused  by  the  death,  of  the  plaintiff's 
husband,  has  been  non-suited  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
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No.  3.  AVliile  that  court  has  refused  to  take  off  the  non- 
suit an  appeal  can  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and, 
therefore,  the  matter  would  not  -be  finally  determined  until 
after  the  decision  of  the  hipjher  court. 

The  percentage  should  be    retained    unless  Mr.  Butler 
\vill  give  a  bond  indemnifying  the  City  against  any  dam- 
ages that  may  be  recovered  in  the  suit  of  Rittenhouse.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication!  of  the  I7th 
instant  transmitting  copy  of  a  resolution  of  Councils  re- 
questing the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
to  constnict  a  safety  chain  across  the  river  Schuylkill  above 
Flat  Rock  Dam,  and  asking  for  instructions  whether  to 
proceed  in  accordance  with  the  said  resolution,  I  would  ad- 
vise you  to  so  proceed. 

The  concui'rence  of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Com- 
pany and  of  the  proper  authorities  of  Montgomery  county 
should,  if  possible,  be  first  obtained,  but  if  such  consent 
be  withheld,  I  think  the  chain  should  be  constructed  in  the 
absence  thereof.  I  know  of  no  serious  consequences  which 
could  follow  such  action,  and  if  either  the  Schuylkill  Navi- 
gation Company  or  the  authorities  of  Montgomery  county 
should  attempt  by  litigation  or  otherwise  to  prevent  the 
maintenance  of  the  safety  chain,  the  responsibility  should 
rest  upon  them.  The  police  exigency  is  such  that  for  the  pre- 
vention of  further  calamity  and  to  save  human  life  it  would 
seem  advii^ablo  tliaf  active  meau.s  <:linnM  bo  pursued.

pital of  Pittsburg,  198  Pa.  St.,  270  (Advanced  Reports). 
In  that  case  the  application  was  to  restrain  the  erection  of 
a  hospital  in  a  portion  of  Pittsburg,  as  to  which  it  was  dis- 
puted whether  or  not  it  was  a  built  up  portion  of  the  city 
within  the  intendment  of  the  Act  of  Assembly.  The 
Court  below  describes  the  location  in  controversy  by  the 
following: 

''The  defendant  proposes  to  build  on  the  property  in  quesi- 
tion,  beginning  at  present  at  Hampton  and  St.  Clair  streets, 

a  hospital  building The  Nineteenth  Ward 

lies  in  what  is  called  the  East  End  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg, 
north  of  East  Liberty,  extending  from  Penn  avenue  to  the 
Allegheny  river,  and  includes  the  Highland  Park.  The 
two  main  thoroughfares  of  the  ward.  North  Negley  ave- 
nue and  North  Highland  avenue,  which  lie  about  five 
squares  apart,  each  being  traversed  by  street  car  lines.  The 
land  of  the  defendant,  above  described,  lies  between  these 
two  a,venues,  two  squares  from  each  of  them.  The  square 
immediately  north  of  the  proposed  hospital  site  is  occupied 
by  one  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg.  .  . 
.  .  .  The  school  building  faces  on  Hampton  street  and 
stands  back  from  it  about  fifty  feet,  and  will  be  distant 
about  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  from  the  proposed  hos- 
pital building.  On  the  west  of  the  proposed  site  there  are 
no  huildings  in  the  two  squares  which  extend  to  North 
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Neglej  avenue  except  one  frame  dwelling  house.  On  the 
south  of  the  proposed  site,  beginming  at  Wellesley  avenue 
and  extending  southward  from  AVellesley  avenue  between 
North  Ncglcj  and  North  Highland  avenue,  practically  the 
whole  of  the  ground  is  occupied  by  buildings,  principally 
residences,  and  this  condition  of  affairs  extends  continu- 
ously between  the  two  avenues,  all  the  way  to  Penn  avenue, 
a  distance  of  about  4,000  feet,  with  the  exception  of  some 
of  tlie  squares  between  Hays  and  Black  strvjets,  about  one- 
half  the  distance  to  Penii  avenue.  On  the  east  side  of  the 
proposed  site,  on  the  square  next  to  Wellesley  avenue,*  at 
the  time  of  the  purchase  by  the  defendant,  there  existed 
but  one  house.  Several  others  have  since  been  constructed 
or  are  in  process  of  construction,  covering  the  most  of  the 
square  south  of  Wellston  alley.  East  of  the  hospital  site 
and  north  of  Wellston  alley  is  occupied  by  a  private  resi- 
dence and  the  grounds  connected  therewith." 

In  defining  the  law  as  applicable  to  the  facts  thus  ascer- 
tained, the  Court  used  the  following  language: 

"Considering,  first,  the  Act  of  1809,  the  first  question 
to  be  resolved  is  whether  or  not  the  proposed  site  of  the 
hospital,  as  hereinbefore  described,  is  a  built  up  portion 
of  the  city  of  Pittsburg  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  The 
defendant  urges  the  proposition  that  because,  by  the  Act 
of  May  5,  187G,  P.  L.  124,  governing  assessments  for  the 
jnirposes  of  taxationSn  cities  of  the  second  class,  the  term 
'built  up'  is  used  in  contradistinction  to  rural  and  agricul- 
tural projierty,  and  the  district  in  question  has  always  been 
assessed  as  rural,  and  not  built  up  property.  Under  the 
terms  of  that  act,  the  legislature  must  be  presumed,  in  the 
present  act,  to  have  used  the  term  'built  up'  in  the  same 
sense  which  it  has  been  held  to  have  in  the  Act  of  1876 
and  similar  acts  in  regard  to  taxation.  If  the  last  men- 
tioned act  applied  to  all  the  cities  of  the  commonwealth, 
aiid  the  term  'built  up'  had  come  in  that  way  to  have  a 
technical  meaning  in  all  of  these  cities,  there  would  be 
much  force  in  this  argument;  but  as  the  act  in  question 
applies  to  all  the  cities  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  refers 
to  a  subject  totally  different  from  that  of  taxation,  we  are

of  opinion  that  the  phrase  'built  up  portions  of  cities'  must 
be  understood  in  its  ordinaiy  and  popular  meaning,  and 
with  reference  to  the  object  of  the  act,  viz.:  the  protection 
of  the  public  health.  The  object  of  the  act  must  be  pre- 
sumed to  be  to  remove  supposed  sources  of  contagion  from 
immediate  contact  with  a  large  population.  With  this 
meaning  of  the  act  and  the  situation  of  the  proposed  hos- 
pital in  reference  to  its  surroundings  in  view,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  the  site  of  the  proposed  hospital  is  in  a  built 
up  portion  of  the  city  of  Pittsbui'g  witliin  the  meaning  of 
the  act." 

The  injunction  restraining  the  erection  of  a  hospital  was 
accordingly  granted,  and  as  already  stated,  the  decision  and 
opinion  of  the  lower  Court  were  adopted  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth.   « 

Trusting  that  the  foregoing  will  enable  you  to  distinguish 
between  what  would  be  legally  regarded  as  a  built  up  por- 
tion of  the  City,  and  what  would  not  be  so  regarded,  I  am,

In  re  Notice  to  Property  Owners — Non-Vacation  of  Land. 

William  0.  Haddock,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir: — To  your  letter  of  the  12th  inst.,  inquiring 
whether  owners  of  property  should  be  notified  upon  the 
repeal  of  ordinances  which  directed  the  taldng  of  such  prop- 
erty, said  owners  having  already  received  notice  that  the 
property  would  be  taken  by  the  City,  I  answer  that  in  the 
very  recent  ease  of  Uhler  vs.  Cowen,  199  Pa.  St.,  316  (Ad- 
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vanced  Eeports),  the  Supreme  Court  upon  page  321  makes 
use  of  the  following  language: 

"That  the  right  of  action  for  damages  accrued  to  the 
plaintiif  on  tlio  receipt  of  the  notice  is  evident  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  1855  and  of  the  Act  of  May  23, 
1891,  P.  L.  109.  This  latter  act  bars  a  recovery  for  dam- 
ages unless  an  action  is  brought  within  six  years  from  the 
date  of  the  notice.  The  Act  of  1855,  as  we  have  seen, 
permits  the  owner  to  proceed  to  have  his  damages  ascer- 
tained when  the  notice  is  served.  The  otvner,  therefore, 
had  the  right  on  service  of  the  notice  to  proceed  forthwith 
to  have  his  damages  assessed,  and  nothing  could  arrest  the 
progress  of  the  proceedings  except  an  abandonment  by  the 
City  of  its  intention  to  widen  the  street.  A  final  judgment 
in  his  favor  would  have  been  conclusive  against  the  City, 
and  it  would  have  been  compelled  to  pay  the  judgment, 
though  the  ordinance  for  opening  the  stieet  had  been  sub- 
sequently repealed:  ]\ryers  vs.  Borough  of  South  Beth- 
lehem, 149  Pa.,  85.  If  the  proceedings  had  been  aban- 
doned at  any  time  after  the  notice,  the  Court  would  have 
imposed  conditions  upon  the  City,  and  it  would  have  been 
responsible  to  the  owner  for  any  damages  he  had  sustained." 

From  this  it  is  apparent  that  the  City  may  be  held  liable 
for  damages,  though  no  further  action  be  taken  than  a 
notice  to  the  property  owner  that  the  City  intends  to  take 
possession  of  his  property.  It  follows  that  in  order  so  far 
as  possible  to  prevent  the  accruing  or  increase  of  such  dam- 
ages notice  should  be  given  at  once  that  the  property  will 
not  be  required  whenever  the  decision  not  to  take  it  has 
been  finally  reached  by  the  proper  authorities.

■  Dear  Sir: — To  yoiu'  coiiinninieation  of  the  lOtli  inst., 
inquiring  what  course  should  be  pursued  reh^tive  to  the 
purchase  of  articles  needed  for  the  construction  and  care 
of  City  Hall,  which  has  recently  been  transferred  by  Act 
of  Assembly  to  your  Department  from  the  Public  Build- 
ing Commission,  I  reply  that  so  far  as  concerns  articles 
already  ordered  or  contracted  for,  your  Department  should 
receive  and  pay  for  the  same.  You  ask  "whether  or  not 
this  Department  is  required,  or  could  it  purchase  supplies 
upon  the  schedule  and  bids  received  by  the  Commission 
during  its  existence,  if  the  Department  so  desired." 

So  far  as  goods  of  any  description  have  not  been  adver- 
tised and  bid  for,  as  required  by  Acts  of  Assembly  and 
ordinances,  I  think  that  no  new  order  should  be  given  or 
new  contracts  be  entered  into  for  the  supplying  of  the  same 
in  excess  of  $500.00  in  the  aggregate.  If  they  have  been 
properly  advertised  and  bid  for,  however,  I  think  your 
Department  would  be  justified,  if  it  saw  fit,  in  ordering  or 
entering  into  contracts  from  the  schedules  in  use  by  the 
Commission  under  the  same  regulations  as  prescribed  for 
other  departments.

Dk.ui  Sir: — Your  conimimieatioii  containing  a  copy  of 
a  letter  from  T>.  E.  Dallam,  Esq.,  to  Mr.  William  Bi'onks, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  lliglnvays,  was  duly  received.  You 
ask  me  to  advise  you  "whether  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
will  be  obliged  to  make  repairs  to  the  meadow  banks  form- 
erly maintained  by  the  Wiccacoe  and  Moyameiising  Com- 
pany" in  view  of  the  facts,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Dallam,  "that 
the  Wiccacoe  and  Moyamensing  Meadow  Company,  wliose 
charter  rights  cover  the  property  of  the  Greenwich  hand 
Company,  has  dissolved  and  relinquished  its  charter  tn  the 
State,  that  notice  thereof  has  been  legally  given  to  the  ( 'ity 
of  Philadelphia,  and  that  no  meadow  tax  is  mow  colle  ted 
from  any  property  formerly  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  com- 
pany." 

As  stated  in  former  comumnioations  to  your  Dejjart- 
ment,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  no  a.uthority  to  con- 
struct or  maintain  banks,  sluices,  drains,  or  other  wdiks, 
for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  or  protecting  lands  subject 
to  overflow  from  the  Delaware  river,  except  in  the  exer- 
cise of  the  police  power  of  the  State  to  protect  the  public 
from  impending  danger.  And  this  is  so,  whether  the 
meadow  companies  authorized  to  reclaim  and  drain  the  low 
lying  lands  in  the  southern  section  of  the  City  have  sur- 
rendered their  franchises  to  the  State,  as  Mr.  Dallam  says 
the  AViccacoe  and  Moyamensing  Company  has  done,  or  not. 
The  fact  remains  that  the  general  funds  of  the  City  canimt 
be  used  for  any  such  purpose. 

In  1896.  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  under  con- 
tract with  John  L.  Grim,  built  a  sluice  in  the  Delaware 
river  bank  at  the  lower  end  of  Swansoii  street  canal. 
Within  a  few  weeks  after  its  completion  the  sluice  "blew" 
ont,  the  "Neck"  \vas  ovei-flowed  and  crops  and  other  ]U'op- 
erty  were  destroyed,  giving  rise  to  a  large  amount  of  liti- 
gation, involving,  perhaps,  a  half  million  dollars.  The  first 
of  these  cases  to  reach  the  Supreme  Court  (Eetham   vs. 
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Philadelphia,  and  O'lTeill  vs.  Philadelphia),  were  decided 
in  favor  of  the  City,  on  the  ground  (as  stated  by  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Brown  in  Bethain  vs.  Philadelphia,  196  P.  S.,  p.  312), 
that  "it  (the  City)  acted  either  in  the  exercise  of  its  police 
power,  or  as  a  mere  volunteer  without  authority,  in  relief 
of  the  meadow  company,"  and  therefore  was  not  liable  to 
answer  in  damrges  for  the  injuries  sustained  by  the  plain- 
tiff. 

In  the  absence  of  statutoi-y  enactment  placing  the  obli- 
gation upon  the  City  to  construct  and  maintain  the  works, 
or,  al;  least,  in  the  absence  bi  legislation  vesting  it  with  disr 
cretionary  power  in  the  premises,  the  fact  that  one  or  more 
of  the  meadow  companies  has  surrendered  its  franchises 
to  the  State  does  not  enlarge  the  power  or  authority  of  the 
City  to  do  that  which  it  is  not  empowered  to  do. 

In  1899,  the  several  meadow  companies  endeavored  to 
have  Councils  pass  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  Mayor 
to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  meadow  companies  for 
the  transfer  of  their  several  franchises  to  the  City,  to  the 
end  that  the  burden  of  maintaining  their  respective  works 
should  be  assumed  by  the  City,  or  taxpayers  at  large,  in- 
stead of  the  owners  of  the  lands  directly  benefited  by  the 
improvement  bearing  them  as  required  by  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly. In  an  opinion  addressed  to  George  G.  Mercer,  Esq., 
then  chairman  of  the  Committee  having  the  matter  in 
charge  (City  Solicitor's  Opinion,  1899,  p.  13),  I  state  that 
the  companies  could  not  transfer  their  respective  franchises 
to  the  City,  aind  that  any  attempt  of  the  latter  to  exercise 
them  would  be  ultra  vires.  What  could  not  be  done  by 
express  contract  between  the  meadow  companies  and  the 
City  certainly  may  not  be  eifected  by  the  mere  surrender, 
or  the  non-execution  of  the  franchises  by  the  several  com- 
panies. 

T  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia is  not  obliged  to  make  repairs  to  the  meadow  banks 
formerly  maintained  by  the  Wiccacoe  and  Moyamensing 
Meadow  Company.

In  re  Vacation  of  Dark  Run  Lane. 

William  C  ELslDDOCK,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — In  a  recent  communication  yon  state  that 
James  W.  Orr,  the  owner  of  property  at  the  north  corner 
of  Dittmani  street  and  Dark  Rnn  lane,  has  asked  for  a  sur- 
vey of  his  property  for  the  purpose  of  fencing  in  one-half 
of  said  lane;  that  by  his  deed  his  southeast  line  extends 
to  the  centre  of  said  lane;  that  the  said  lane  was  opened' 
33  feet  wide  by  a  decree  of  the  Quarter  Sessions  in  De- 
cember, 1785;  that  by  virtue  of  an  Ordinance  of  Councils 
of  December  31,  1883,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  revised 
Plan  ISTo.  270,  which  included  Dark  Run  lane  from  Trank- 
ford  avenue  to  Edmund  street,  from  which  said  plan  as  re- 
vised and  confirmed  May  21,  1888,  Dark  Run  lane  was 
omitted.  Under  these  circumstances  you  ask  whether  or 
not  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  will  be  justified  in  making  the 
survey  asked  for  by  Mr.  Orr,  and  whether  or  not  he  has  a 
legal  right  to  fence  in  the  portion  of  Dark  Run  lane  in- 
cluded in  the  boundaries  of  his  deed. 

The  decision  in  Wetherill  vfi.  Penna.  R.  R.,  195  Pa,, 
156,  seems  to  settle  this  question.  In  that  case  (as  also  in 
Carpenter  vs.  R.  R.,  ib.)  it  was  held  that  the  striking  of 
a  street  from  the  confirmed  City  plan  by  the  Department 
of  Public  "Works  or  the  Board  of  Surveyors  pursuant  to 
due  authority  and  direction  of  an  ordinance  of  Councils, 
has  all  the  foroe  and  effect  legally  of  a  vacation  of  such 
street.  This  being  so,  abutting  ownei*3  upon  the  striking 
of  such  street  from  the  plan  acquire  all  rights  which  would 
inure  to  them  from  a  vacation,  and  tliere  is  worked  in 
their  favor  a  reversing  of  one-half  the  bed  of  such  street 
relieved  of  the  public  easement  over  it. 
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These  principles  seem  to  govern  the    case    whicli  you 
have  submitted.

D'EAR  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  16th  inst., 
transmitting  five  writs  of  mandamus  execution  against  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  in  favor  of  George  Hancock  et  al., 
together  with  bills  for  the  services  of  the  several  plaintiffs 
in  said  writs,  duly  approved  by  the  President  and  Secretary' 
of  the  Park  Commission,  by  counsel  for  said  Commission, 
and  by  Hon.  T.  K.  Einletter,  as  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  and  inquiring  whether  such  writs  are 
valid  obligations  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  which 
you  are  required  to  pay,  my  reply  is  affirmative. 

The  bills  appear  to  be  for  services  rendered  to  the  Park 
Commission  in  cases  litigated  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions at  its  instamce.  The  Park  Commission  is  a  creation 
of  the  Legislature,  and  in  certain  matters  is  wholly  inde- 
pendent of  the  municipality,  and  with  power  to  select  a 
solicitor  of  its  own.  This  latter  it  has  done,  and  these  doc- 
iimenits,  he,  together  with  the  other  officials  above  named 
have  approved,  thereby  acknowledging  them  as  proper  de- 
mands, and  the  same  have  been  taxed  as  costs  against  the 
City,  and  the  said  writs  of  mandamus  have  been  issued  for 
the  pajonent  thereof.  Therefore,  the  writs  are  executions 
of  the  Court  standing  in  full  force  and  unreversed,  and 
constitute  "due  process  of  law"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly  to  which  you  refer.  Consequently,  for 
me  to  also  approve  them  would  be  an  assnmption  of  au- 
tliority. 
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Eelative  to  your  suggestion  that  the  said  writs  have  on 
them  no  court  term  or  number,  I  am  informed  that  in  the 
Court  of  (Quarter  Sessions  such  omissions  are  usual  in  cases 
of  this  character.  Be  this  as  it  may,  however,  the  fact  that 
such  term  and  number  aiA?  omitted  would  in  no  event  have 
any  important  legal  bearing  upon  the  validity  of  the  writs. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  alternative  but  to  pay 
these  writs  in  accordance  with  the  command  of  the  Court 
as  set  forth  therein. 

The  papers  which  you  transmitted  to  me  are  herewith  re- 
turned.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  16th,  instant, 
containing  copies  of  your  letter  to  Governor  Stone,  and 
a  letter  from  the  Attorney  General  to  you  in  answer 
thereto,  relative  to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  the  in- 
terest accrued  and  to  accrue  on  license  moneys  and  per- 
sonal property  taxes,  was  duly  received.  You  ask  for  my 
opinion  concerning  the  status  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
in  the  matter  of  view  of  the  Attorney  General's  opinion 
that  the  interest  on  said  funds  belongs  to  the  State.  I  as- 
sume Ihat  the  license  moneys  referred  to  were  received  for 
State,  as  disting-uished  from  City  or  county,  licenses'. 

I  am  in  accord  with  the  Attorney  General  in  so  far  as 
his  opinion  appHes  to  the  disposition  of  the  interest  re- 
ceived on  license  moneys  payable  exclusively  to  the  State. 
Under  the  law,  however,  a  certain  portion  of  the  license 
moneys  is  collected  for  and  payable  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia.    TTpon  this  portion  of  the  fund  the  accretions  be- 
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long  exclusively  to  the  City.  In  the  collection  and  man- 
agement of  the  license  moneys  you  act  solely  as  agent  for 
the  State,  and,  therefore,  all  license  moneys,  except  as 
noted,  and  the  accretions  thereon,  belong  to  the  State. 
Hence  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  no  claim  to  the  intei> 
est  on  said  moneys  collected  by  you,  except  for  the  interest 
on  the  fees  or  the  portions  thereof  collected  specifically 
for  it. 

With  reference  to  the  personal  property  taxes,  however, 
the  situation  is  different.  The  moneys  paid  to  you  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  on  account  of  per- 
sonal property  taxes  are  moneys  of  the  county.  They  are 
paid  to  you  as  an  officer  of  the  county.  If  loss  occurs  by 
reason  of  the  failure  of  the  bank  in  which  they  may  be 
deposited,  or  from  other  cause,  the  burden  must  be  borne 
by  the  county.  The  amount  of  the  tax  is  assessed  against 
the  county,  and  nothing  short  of  payment  into  the  State 
Treasury  will  relieve  it  of  the  responsibility  of  paying 
the  amount  assessed  against  it.  The  county  is  required  to 
pay  into  the  State  Treasury  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
at  stated  times.  If  it  fails  to  pay  the  amount  so  assessed 
upon  the  dates  fixed  by  law,  it  must  pay  the  penalty 
whether  the  amount  has  been  ccllected  from  the  ownei's 
of  taxable  property  or  not.  The  City  is  relieved  of  all 
responsibility  on  payment  of  the  assessment.  Whatever 
accretion  there  may  be  on  this  fund  while  in  your  posses^ 
sion  belongs  to  the  City. 

In  view  of  the  conflict  of  opinion  between  the  Attorney 
Oenoral  and  myself,  and  in  order  that  you  may  be  relieved 
of  all  responsibility  in  the  matter,  I  would  suggest  that  the 
question  be  submitted  to  the  courts  for  their  determinar 
tion,  unless  the  state  officers  are  willing  to  concede  the  just- 
ness of  the  City's  claim  with  reference  to  the  interest  on 
the  personal  property  taxes  and  on  license  fees  collected  for 
the  City  or  county.  If  they  should  not  be,  I  shall  be 
pleased  to  join  with  them  in  framing  an  issue  for  submis- 
sion to  the  courts.

I  have  had  several  interviews  with  George  S.  Webster, 
Esq.,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  in  relation  to  it,  and  I 
have  considered  it  proper  in  this  connection  to  outline 
briefly  what  is  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
vevs  and  Highways  of  your  Department  ifi  reference  to 
municipal  claims. 

The  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  is  intended  as  a  complete  sysr 
tern  as  to  the  practice  and  procedure  for  the  filing,  collec- 
tion and  extent  of  tajces  and  municipal  claims,  the  right 
to  file  which  accrued  after  June  4,  1901. 

Your  Department  is  concerned  only  with  such  municipal 
claims  as  relate  to  the  paving  of  highways,  curbing,  paving, 
repaving  of  footways,  laying  water  pipes,  aiid  constructing 
sewers,  and  possibly  some  nuisance  claims. 

Section  5,  of  the  said  Act,  exempts  from  the  claim  for 
}iaving  and  water  pipe  public  property  used  for  public 
purposes,  actual  places  of  religious  worship,  places  of  burial 
not  used  or  held  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  and  insti- 
tutions of  purely  public  charity. 

A  question  will  arise  as  to  whether  the  right  of  railroad 
<'()mpanies  now  exempt  according  to  our  decisions,  will  be 
liable  for  municipal  claims  under  this  Act,  and  I  suggest 
to  you  that  until  a  judicial  determination  is  made  that  you 
have  all  property,  except  that  hereinbefore  mentioned,  asr 
sessed. 

As  to  what  may  be  "an  institution  of  purely  public 
charity,"  it  will  be  at  times  difficult  for  you  to  determine. 
The  most  recent  definition   of  "an  institution    of    purely 
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public  charity"  is  one  which  is  open  to  the  public  without 
restriction.  Such  an  institution  is  defined  in  Philadelphia 
vs.  Masonic  Home,  160  Pa.,  572,  and  American  Sunday 
School  Union  vs.  Philadelphia,  161  Pa.,  307. 

You  will  notice  that  the  Act  applies  only  to  those  claims 
for  street  improvements,  sewers,  etc.,  made  or  constructed 
after  June  4,  1901.  (See  Se(;tion  41,  and  the  last  para- 
graph of  the  Act.)  Before  a  claim  can  be  filed  for  curb- 
ing, recurbing,  paving,  repaving  or  repairing  a  footway, 
it  is  necessary  to  notify  the  owner  to  do  it.  (See  Section 
8.) 

By  Section  10,  municipal  claims  for  paving,  sewers,  etc., 
are  required  to  be  filed  within  six  months"  ''from  the  time 
the  work  was  done  in  front  of  the  particular  property, 
where  the  charge  against  the  property  is  assessed  or  made 
at  the  time  the  work  is  authorized,"  and  "within  six  months 
after  the  completion  of  the  improvement  where  the  as- 
sessment is  made  by  the  municipality  upon  all  the  prop- 
erties after  the  completion  of  the  improvement."  It  will 
be  somewhat  difficult  to  determine  whether  our  assessments 
are  such  as  are  made  after  the  completion  of  the  improve- 
ment, or  those  made  at  the  time  the  work  is  authorized. 

So  far  as  paving,  water  pipe  and  sewers  are  concerned, 
a  fixed  charge  is  made,  sO'  that  it  might  be  held  that  the 
charge  is  made  at  the  time  the  work  is  authorized.  How- 
ever, under  the  Ordinances  of  May  3,  1855  (Ordinances, 
1855,  p.  140),  and  May  12,  1866  (Ordinances,  1866,  p. 
142),  pur  charges  cannot  be  said  to  be  assessed  or  made 
until  after  the  completion  of  the  improvement,  as  only 
then  is  the  Regulator  or  Surveyor  authorized  to  make  the 
assessment.  You  will  see  by  Section  10  that  a  certificate 
of  the  Surveyor,  Engineer  or  or  other  officer  supervising 
the  improvement  filed  in  the  proper  office  is  conclusive  of 
the  time  of  completion.  It  is  very  important  therefore, 
that  you  should  instruct  the  District  Surveyors  to  take  care 
to  file  a  certificate  as  to  the  time  of  completion  in  the  proper 
office;  for  instance,  in  the  Survey  Bureau  for  sewers  etc., 
in  the  Bureau  of  Highways  for  paving,  etc.,  and  in  the 
Water  Bureau  for  water  ])i]>es,  etc.     This  cn-tificate  should 
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also  contain  tlic  niinics  of  tlio  pcoiili'  ;i,i2,nin<t  whom  the  as- 
sessments are  matlc,  and  the  location  of  the  property. 

You  will  observe  that  in  Section  5,  line  8,  there  is  evi- 
dently omitted  the  word  "cnrhing."  A  strict  construction 
of  the  Act  would  exempt  public  property  and  the  various 
churches  and  other  institutions  from  the  cost  of  originally 
setting  the  curb.  'Iliat  evidently  is  an  oversight,  as  the 
curbing  is  a  part  of  the  paving,  and  should  be  charged  with 
the  paving  as  one  piece  of  work;  and  where  it  be  in  front 
of  a  church  or  institution  of  purely  public  charity,  etc.,  a 
charge  should  be  made  for  the  curbing  as  well  as  paving. 

The  error  in  numbering  the  Sections,  so  that  6  and  7 
are  omitted,  is  purely  clerical,  and  does  not  affect  the  Act. 

Upon  a  more  careful  examination  of  the  Act,  it  may  be- 
come necessar}^  to  communicate  further  with  you  about  it.

Improvement  of  Cohocksink  Sewer. 

William  C  Haddock,  Esq.,

Dear  Sint: — I  return  herewith  copy  of  the  original  find 
supplemental  contracts  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  B.  J.  Sullivan  for  the  reconstruction  of  Cohocksink 
•sewer,  which  you  kindly  sent  me  on  the  2od  instant. 

To  your  inquiry  whether  the  twenty  per  cent,  of  the 
contract  money  retained  under  the  terms  of  these  contracts 
may  be  paid  at  this  time  to  the  contractor,  without  affect- 
ing the  validity  of  a  second  supplemental  contract  which 
it  is  intended  to  make,  T  reply  that  in  my  opinion,  under 
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the  statements  made  in  your  communication,  the  amount 
so  retained  may  be  paid  to  the  contractor,  if  the  work 
called  for  in  the  original  and  first  supplemental  contract  has 
been  completed  and  approved  and  accepted  bj  yourself. 

The  original  contract  was  for  certain  work  to  be  done 
about  the  reconstnicting  and  improving  of  the  Oohocksink 
sewer  under  specifications  by  which  the  excavation,  ma- 
sonry, etc.,  required  for  the  work  was  to  be  paid  for  at 
certain  prices  per  cubic  yard,  or  at  so  much  per  thousand 
feet  of  lumber,  etc.  It  was  stipulated  in  said  contract  that 
the  entire  amount  of  work  to  be  done  thereunder  should 
in  no  event  exceed  the  sum  of  $56,000.  By  the  first  sup- 
plemental contract  tliis  amount  was  enlarged  to  $81,000, 
the  terms  of  the  original  contract  being  reaffirmed  in  all 
other  respects. 

You  state  that  owing  to  lack  of  funds  certain  work  which 
was  to  have  been  done  under  these  contracts  has  not  been 
done;  that  an  additional  appropriation  of  $25,000  has  been 
made,  and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  your  Department  to 
make  a  second  supplemental  contract  with  Mr.  Sulliv^an 
for  the  doing  of  the  additional  work.  You  state  further 
that  the  work  under  the  original  and  first  supplemental 
contract  has  been  entirely  completed;  that  the  amount  ap- 
propriated to  cover  the  proposed  second  supplemental  con- 
tract will  not  be  available  until  the  latter  part  of  Septem- 
ber; that  your  Department  wishes  to  proceed  with  and  com- 
plete the  reconstruction  of  the  sewer  at  once  while  the  con- 
tractor has  his  plant  on  the  ground;  and  that  it  seems  a 
hardship  "to  ask  him  (the  contractor)  to  do  the  work  under 
the  second  supplemental  contract,  making  no  payments, 
and  at  the  same  time  withhold  the  retained  percentage  on 
the  original  and  first  supplemental  contracts." 

Section  19  of  the  specifications  attached  to  the  original 
contract,  entitled  "Payments,"  provides  that  "payments  on 
main  sewers  and  inlets  shall  be  made  to  the  contractor  in 
monthly  instalments  of  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of 

work  executed  during  the  preceding  month 

"Final  and  full  payment  of  the  balance  due  the  contractor, 
after  all  legal  and  equitable  deductions,  will  be  made  upon 
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the  acceptance  and  approval  of  the  work  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works." 

The  original  and  first  supplemental  contracts  are  distinct 
and  independent  from  the  contract  called  the  second  sup- 
plemental contract,  which  it  is  now  proposed  to  make.  If, 
therefore,  Mr.  Sullivan  has  performed  what  was  required 
of  him  under  the  terms  of  the  two  contracts  already  exe- 
cuted, has  completed  all  that  was  therein  stipulated  for, 
and  if  the  work  so  done  meets  with  the  approval  of  your 
Department,  and  has  been  accepted  by  you,  I  know  of  no 
reason  why  the  twenty  per  cent,  which  was  retained  pend- 
ing the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work,  should  be 
longer  withheld.  The  fact  that  another  or  second  supple- 
mental contract  is  contemplated  would  furnish  no  such 
reason.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  1st  inst., 
in  reference  to  an  ordinance  relative  to  striking  off  the 
lien  for  water  pipe  on  the  east  side  of  Fifty-sixth  street, 
in  front  of  Flarmer  street,  would  say  that  the  records  of 
the  District  Surveyor  show  that  Ilarmer  street  is  of  the 
width  of  30  feet,  and  is  situated  124  feet  f  inch  north 
of  AVyalusing  avenue  and  125  feet  south  of  Poplar  street; 
is  dedicated  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  confirmed 
by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  as  a  public  street. 

If  it  is  your  desire  and  intention,  to  direct  this  depart- 
ment to  satisfy  these  liens,  your  ordinance  should  be  in 
form  as  follows: 
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AN  ORDINANCE 

Auhorizing  and  directing  the  City  Solicitor  to  mark  satis- 
fied upon  the  court  record  liens  filed  for  water  pipe 
laid  on  the  east  side  of  Fifty-sixth  street,  in  front  of 
Harmer  street,  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Fhiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Solicitor 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  have 
marked  satisfied  upon  the  Court  record,  the  liens  filed  as 
of  C.  P.  No.  4,  December  Term,  1898,  Nos.  107  and 
108,  for  water  pipe  laid  in  Fifty-sixth  street,  in  front  of 
what  is  now  the  bed  of  Harmer  street,  as  shown  upon  the 
City  plans.

P.  Wilson  as  a 
Trustee  of  the  Philadelphia  Museum,  I  reply  that  the  reso- 
lution is  simply  a  bald  inquiry  as  to  such  eligibility,  with 
no  reason  set  forth  as  to  why  he  might  possibly  be  con- 
sidered to  be  otherwise.  His  appointment  appears  to  have 
been  regularly  made  according  to  law. 

Vacancies  in  the  'Board  are  to  be  filled  by  the  Mayor, 
subject  to  confinnatiou  by  Select  Council,  as  provided 
by  Ordinance  of  June  15,  1894.  From  the  tenor  of  your 
letter  it  seems  that  he  was  duly  nominated  and  confirmed 
for  that  ofiice.  From  outside  information  I  learn,  how- 
ever, that  the  question  of  eligibility  has  been  raised  upon 
the;  aroimd   that  inasmuch  as  he  is  a  salaried  ofiicer  of 
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the  Museum,  he  is  thereby  disqualified  from  acting  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Inistees.  In  my  judgment,  this 
fact  does  not  make  him  ineligible,  and  if  there  be  no  other 
reason  than  this,  it  is  entirely  competent  for  him  to  act 
as  a  member  of  the  said  Board.

Dear  Sir;— To  your  communication  of  the  24th  inst 
n.quiniig  whether  the  title  to  a  private  sewer  passes  with 
a  Sheriffs  sale  of  the  property  to  which  it  is  appurtenant, 
1  advise  you  m  the  affirmative. 

In  this  city  real  estate  when  conveyed  is  usually  de- 
scribed with  an  abutting  street  as  a  boundary,  and  such 
description  carries  title  to  the  fee  to  the  middle  of  such 
street,  subject,  of  course,  to  public  use  of  the  surface  of 
the  street.  So  that  when  conveyance  is  made,  either  by 
private  deed  or  by  that  of  the  Sheriff,  a  fee  simple  title 
to  the  middle  of  the  street  passes  to  the  vendee,  anJ 
the  private  sewer  being  affixed  to  the  land  passes  there- 
with, and  vests  in  the  person  to  whom  the  deed  is  made 
In  my  judgment,  this  fact  should  be  duly  recognized  by 
your  Department,  and  when  application  is  made  to  enter 
a  sewer  constructed  at  private  expense,  your  records  should 
be  made  to  conform  with  the  title  as  changed  by  the 
bherift's  sale.  "^

In  re  Refusal  of  Tenant  to  Vacate  Property. 

William  O.  Haddock,  Esq.,

Dear  Sie: — To  your  inquiry  of  tlie  1st  inst,  as  to  the 
course  to  be  pursued  relative  to  the  refusal  of  a  tenant 
to  vacate  property  on  the  line  of  work  at  the  new  Belmont 
plant  for  the  water  supply,  I  reply  as  follows: 

You  say  that  practically  all  the  crops  have  been  re- 
moved by  the  contractor,  and  nothing  remains  but  the 
house  itself,  which  is  in  the  way  of  sewer  construction 
and  prevents  the  contractor  from  building  manholes  at 
the  junction  of  two  sewer  systems,  and  that  the  refusal 
of  the  tenant  to  vacate  the  property  is  delaying  work  on 
the  Belmont  plant. 

If  proceedings  have  been  initiated  for  the  condemna- 
tion of  this  property,  due  notice  given  to  all  parties  in 
interest  that  the  same  would  be  required  for  municipal 
purposes,  and  proper  security  entered,  the  City  acting 
itself  or  through  its  contractor  is  entitled  to  take  possession 
and  destroy  the  said  premises,  and  to  use  such  force  as 
may  be  necessary  for  that  pm-pose,  not  involving  a  breach 
of  the  peace. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  you  be  guided  by  these 
principles  in  removing  the  obstruction  concerning  which 
you  inquire.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  as  to  when  the  certificatef? 
constituting^  the  $9,000,000  loan  to  be  issued  should  hear 
date,  I  reply  as  follows: 

From  the  correspondence  which  you  transmit,  it  appears 
that  Richard  C.  Dale,  Esq.,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
"bonds  must  bear  date  after  July  15th,"  the  date  of  the 
ordinance  that  substitutes  three-and-a-half  per  cent,  as  the 
rate  of  interest  which  the  bonds  should  bear.  John  G. 
Johnson,  Esq.,  is  of  the  following  opinion:  "Bonds  may 
bear  date  first  July,  if  date  of  actual  execution  thereon 
stated  to  avoid  anomoly  of  higher  rate  interest  than  is 
permissible  first  July.     Maturity  first  July,  1931." 

In  a  letter  from  this  Department  to  the  Farmers'  & 
Mechanics'  Is^ational  Bank,  dated  July  25,  1901,  that  in- 
stitution was  advised  that  the  bonds  should  be  made  to 
mature  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1931,  and  also  advised 
that,  "In  order  literally  to  follow  the  provision  of  the 
ordinance  that  'it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificates 
that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  thirty  years 
after  the  date  thereof  it  would,  I  think,  be  well  that  all 
the  certificates  to  be  issued  at  the  present  time  be  dated 
July  1,  1901.  This  I  do  not  deem  strictly  material,  how- 
ever, and,  of  course,  the  suggestion  to  date  the  certificates 
in  that  way  would  not  apply  to  other  certificates  hereafter 
issued  to  take  the  place  of  any  of  the  present  issue  whidi 
may  be  cancelled." 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  bonds  may  legally 
be  dated  July  1,  1901,  and  that  such  dating  would  not 
affect  their  validity  as  a  legal  obligation  of  the  City.  I 
see  no  objection,  however,  to  dating  them  after  July 
15th,  if  that  course  is  preferred  by  the  persons  loaning 
money  thereon  to  the  City;  or,  if  it  be  thought  proper 
so  to  do  by  their  counsel,  neither  do  I  think  that  Air. 
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Johnson's  suggestion  to  date  the  bonds  July  1st,  but  to 
have  stated  the  date  of  actual  issue,  is  in  any  way  objec- 
tionable. Perhaps  the  most  satisfactory  and  practicable 
solution  of  the  matter  to  all  concerned,  and  thereby  to 
avoid  all  possible  question,  would  be  to  have  them  bear 
date  subsequent  to  July  15,  1901.

In  re  Removal  of  Ferrule — 2112-14-16  Auburn  Street. 

William  O.  Haddock,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  SiR: — Relative  to  your  inqunry  of  August  1st,  in 
connection  with  the  request  of  the  owner  of  Nos.  2112- 
14-16  Auburn  street,  to  have  his  ferrule  removed  from 
those  premises  for  the  purpose  of  disconnecting  the  water 
supply,  I  reply  as  follows: 

From  your  communication  and  copies  of  the  letters  from 
counsel  of  the  respective  parties,  it  appears  that  the  owner 
of  said  premises  has  paid  to  your  Department  the  permit 
fee  for  a  permit  for  the  removal  of  the  ferrule  therefrom; 
that  a  permit  for  such  removal  was  thereupon  granted  to 
him,  and  the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  were  pro- 
cet'ding  to  take  out  the  ferrule  when  protest  was  made  by 
the  attorney  for  the  tenant  of  those  properties,  who  writes 
to  you  that  said  tenant  is  in  possession  thereof  under  a  lease 
for  two  years  from  May,  1900,  with  privilege  of  renting 
for  two  years  in  addition ;  that  the  landlord  agreed  to  intro- 
duce water  therein,  which  was  necessary  to  the  carrying 
on  of  the  tenant's  business,  and  the  water  was  thereupon 
duly  introduced;  that  the  owner,  now  desiring  to  regain 
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possession  of  the  premises,  is  disconnecting  the  water  supply 
to  aid  him  in  that  purpose;  tliat  the  water  rent  for  the  cur- 
rent year  lias  hccu  paid,  and  therefore  claiming  that  your 
Department  has  not  the  right  to  take  out  the  ferrule,  lie 
states  his  purpose  to  hold  you  personally,  as  well  as  the 
City,  liable  for  any  damages  resulting  therefrom.  Counsel 
for  the  owner,  on,  the  other  hand,  insists  that  the  ferrule 
shall  be  remoA^ed  in  accordance  with  the  permit  paid  for 
and  received  by  him. 

Neither  yourself  nor  the  City  has  any  concern  with  this 
dispute  between  landlord  and  tenant.  That  is  a  matter 
to  be  settled  between  themselves. 

By  Section  8  of  Ordinance  of  June  1,  1871,  page  ^537, 
it  is  provided  that  "No  permit  shall  issue  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  water  or  for  the  extension  of  any  pipe  used  for  the 
conveyance  of  such  water  in  any  premises,  until  the  owner 
of  such  premises,  or  his  or  her  authorized  agent,  shall  liave 
given  his  or  her  consent  thereto  in  writing." 

It  is  thus  seen  that  it  is  the  owner  of  the  premises,  a\  liich 
T  understand  to  mean  an  owner  in  fee  as  distinguished  from 
the  tenant,  who  must  by  himself  or  his  agent  autlmrize 
the  connection  to  be  made. 

Section  9  of  said  Ordinance  of  1871  provides  that  •"AH 
persons  who  may  intend  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  water, 
shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Water  De- 
partment, at  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  on  or  before  the 
30th  day  of  November  in  any  year,  and  on  their  failure 
so  to  do,  shall  be  chargeable  with  and  pay  the  whole  rent 
for  the  year  next  ensuing." 

Sections  24  and  25  of  said  Ordinance  are  as  follows: 
"Whenever  any  person  shall  discontinue  the  use  of  the 
water,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  immediately  to  make  report 
thereof  in  writing  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  who  on  receiving 
the  same,  shall  cause  the  ferrule  of  such  person  so  discon- 
tinuing as  aforesaid  to  be  detached  from  the  pipe  of  con- 
duit." "AVlienever  any  person  shall  notify  his  intention  ta 
discontinue  the  use  of  the  water,  he  shall  pay  to  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  Department  for  supplying  the  City  with  water, 
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for  the  charges  of  detaching  the  femile  from  the  pipe  of 
conduit,  and  the  expense  of  repaying  over  the  water  pipe,  as 
follows,  to  wit:  Where  the  ferrule  is  detached  from  a 
pu])lic  iron  conduit,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  and  until 
such  payment  is  made,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  discon- 
tinue the  use  of  the  water  as  aforesaid." 

The  person  who  has  the  right  to  discontinue  the  supply 
of  water  would  seem  properly  to  he  the  same  who  has  au- 
thority to  procure  such  supply,  to  wit,  the  owner  of  the 
premises,  and  in  a  conflict  upon  this  subject  between  him 
and  his  tenant,  I  think  the  wishes  of  the  owner  should  be 
regarded.  This  conclusion  is  subject  to  the  exception  that 
if  payment  of  the  water  rent  for  the  current  year  has  been 
made  by  the  tenant,  and  not  the  owner,  then  the  former 
conld  not  be  deprived  of  the  use  of  water  for  which  he  has 
paid.  If,  however,  as  is  usually  the  case,  and  as  would 
seem  to  have  been  done  in  this  instance,  the  owner  of  the 
property  has  paid  the  water  rent,  there  would  seem  to  be 
no  reason  why  upon  tender  of  the  proper  fees  for  a  permit 
for  disconnection,  such  permit  should  not  be  granted  and 
the  ferrule  removed  as  desired.  By  so  removing  the  fer- 
rule and  disconnecting  the  water  supply,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances existing  in.  this  case,  in  my  judgment  neither 
yourself  nor  the  City  would  inciu*  any  liability  to  the 
tenant.

Dear  Sir: — Relative  to  the  question  of  obtaining  poa- 
fiession  of  property  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  fil- 
tration jDlant  at  Belmont,  1  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  can 
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proct>€d  for  this  purpose  without  the  filing  of  any  bond  by 
the  Citv.    While  the  Constitution  of  1874,  Art.  XVI,  bec- 
tion  S;  provides  that  security  shall  be  furnished  before 
property  is  taken  under  the  power  of  eminent  domain   yet 
in  the  case  of  Delaware  County's  Appeal,  119  1  a.,  15J, 
as  in  many  earlier  cases,  it  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court 
tliat  the  power  of  taxation  resident  in  the  municipality  i3 
ft  sufficient  security,  and  that  no  specific  bond  is  therefore 
required  to  be  filed  where  lands  are  taken  by  cities  or  other 
municipal  corporations,  for  public  purposes.     In  many  of 
the  Acts  of  Assembly  it  is  directed  that  security  be  entered 
before  property  is  taken  for  the  various  public  purposes 
indicated    severally    therein.      Where   power   to    take    is 
founded  upon  such  acts  it  is,  of  course,  necessary  to  file  a 
bond  before  proceeding  to  dispossess  the  owners  of  such 
property.    But  the  Act  of  April  4,  1868  (P.  L.  721),  under 
which  the  land  here  in  question  is  to  be  taken,  is  silent 
upon  this  subject,  and  therefore,  in  determining  the  powers 
of  the  Citv  in  the  premises,  we  are  relegated  to  the  language 
of  the  Constitution  as  construed  and  interpreted  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  which  court  as  above  stated,  has  de- 
cided that  a  case  of  this  kind  does  not  require  the  filing  of 
a  bond. 

I  would  therefore  instruct  you  to  proceed,  as  soon  as 
you  may  deem  it  necessary  or  convenient  so  to  do,  to  take 
possession  of,  and  if  necessary,  to  destroy  the  premises  now 
occupied  by  the  tenant  refusing  to  vacate  the  same,  using 
6uch  force  as  may  be  needful  to  effect  that  purpose,  and 
to  call  upon  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  if  required, 
to  supply  sufficient  aid  therefor.

Dear  Sir: — To  yonr  communication  of  the  21st  inst., 
transmitting  the  inquiry  of  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion ''as  to  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  or  the  City  for 
the  care  of  rented  buildings  vacated  by  the  Board  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  or  in  other  words,  is  the 
Board  required  to  have  a  person  to  take  care  of  the  build- 
ings until  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  the  lease,"  I  reply, 
that  the  Board  of  Public  Education  or  the  City  is  responsi- 
ble for  due  care  of  the  buildings  held  by  it  until  the  expi- 
ration of  its  lease  for  the  same,  unless  possession  thereof 
shall  be  sooner  surrendered  to  the  owner  and  accepted  by 
him.  Whether  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  person  in  charge 
of  the  buildings  during  the  interval  is  a  question  of  ex- 
pediency which  your  Board  is  most  competent  to  decide. 
I  would  suggest  that  in  all  cases  where  buildings  are  to 
be  so  vacated  and  where  possession  thereof  is  not  again  to 
be  had  by  the  City,  it  would  be  best  to  tender  to  the  owner 
the  keys  of  the  building  and  endeavor  to  have  him  resume 
possession  and  charge  of  same,  although  the  lease  be  not 
yet  expired.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  the  contract  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and.  David  R.  Bums,  which  you  sent 
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me  irii  connection  with  your  inquiry  whether  Mr.  Bums 
could  at  this  time  be  held  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  said 
contract,  or  whether  the  lapse  of  time  since  the  execution 
thereof  would  release  him  from  the  performance  of  its 
terms. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Bums  complains  that  he  has  been 
delayed  for  over  three  years  for  the  convenience  of  the 
City  and  through  no  fault  of  his;  that  in  the  meantime  the 
price  of  labor  and  materials  has  appreciated  and  that  he 
therefore  thinks  he  should  not  be  bound  by  the  terms  of 
the  contract.  The  latter  bears  date  February  10,  1897. 
It  calls  for  furnishing  a  system  of  heating  und  ventilating 
for  the  main  building  and  annex  to  the  new  Public  High 
School.  The  work  contracted  for,  so  far  as  concerns  the 
main  building,  has  been  finished,  and,  I  assume,  paid  for. 

In  your  letter  of  August  27,  1901,  in  speaking  of  the 
work  upon  the  annex  you  say  "this  delay  was  from  no 
fault  of  his,  but  was  owing  to  the  delay  in  the  completion  of 
the  building  itself."  The  contract  does  not  stipulate  within 
what  time  the  work  contracted  for  was  to  be  furnished. 
The  only  provision  upon  the  subject  of  time  is  the  follow- 
ing: "It  is  further  distinctlj'^  understood  and  agreed  that 
the  said  work  shall  be  completed  within  six  (6)  months 
from  date  of  notice  to  commence  it,"  and  among  the  speci- 
fications it  is  stipulated  that  "in  case  the  superstructure  is 
not  completed  in  time  to  allow  the  heating  contractor  to 
finish  his  work  within  the  time  mentioned  above,  such  ad- 
ditional time  will  be  allowed  as  is  necessary,  according  to 
the  judgment  of  the  committee  for  him  to  complete  his 
contract." 

It  is  clear  from  the  foregoing  provisions  that  the  con- 
tractor had  not  the  right  to  begin  work  until  notified  so  to 
do.  It  is  an  implied  condition  of  all  contracts  where  no 
time  for  the  execution  thereof  is  mentioned,  that  the  same 
shall  be  carried  out  within  a  reasonable  time.  What  is  a 
reasonable  time  varies  with  the  circumstances.  In  the 
present  case  the  contract  contemplated  the  supply  of  a 
system  of  heating  and  ventilation  to  a  building  which  was 
not  then  in  condition  to  receive  it.     It  is  impossible  to  say,

as  a  matter  of  law,  what,  under  these  conditions  and  of 
the  others  involved,  would  constitute  a  reasonable  time. 
I  can  only  advise  you  that  if  having  in  view  all  the  facts 
of  the  case,  the  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  exe- 
cution of  the  contract  in  question  exceeds  what  reas- 
onably may  be  thought  to  have  been  within  the  contem- 
plation of  the  parties  for  the  execution  of  the  contract, 
then  such  lapse  of  time  may  be  considered  an  unreasonable 
one,  and  the  contract  against  Mr.  Bums  cannot  now  be  en- 
forced-

Dear  Sir: — In  regard  to  the  matter  referred  by  you  to- 
day to  this  Department,  relative  to  the  cutting  off  of  the 
ferrule  at  No.  1409  Lenox  avenue,  Tioga,  I  gather  from 
a  communication  which  you  transmit  with  your  reference, 
that  the  premises  in  question  being  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  were  sold  at  Sheriff's  sale.  The  Sheriff's  deed 
therefor  was  duly  acknowledged  and  delivered  to  the  pur- 
chaser, who  in  turn  conveyed  the  property  to  a  third  party. 
The  former  owner  still  remains  in  possession,  and  neither 
the  purchaser  at  Sheriff's  sale  nor  his  vendee  has  endeav- 
ored to  obtain  possession  of  the  premises.  Instead  of  doing 
80,  the  said  vendee  applied  to  your  Department  to  cut  off 
the  water  from  the  house  by  disconnecting  the  ferrule, 
which,  without  the  assent  of  the  occupant  and  former 
owner  of  the  property  seems  to  have  been  done.  I  infer 
that  you  desire  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the 
legality  of  that  step. 
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In  a  recent  coiiiiiuuiicatioii  bearing-  upon  the  subjvct  of 
discoimecting  water  froui:  premises  at  the  iustance  of  the 
owner  and  against  the-  wishes  of  the  tenant,  you  werei  ad- 
vised that  the  owner  poss.ei^><ed  the  right  to  have  the  water 
cut  off  if  he  so  desired.  The  present  case,  liowever,  is 
essentially  different  from  the  one  concerning  which  you 
were  so  advised.  The  contest  here  is  not  between  a  land- 
lord and  tenant,  but  between  the  Sheriff's  vendee  of  prop- 
erty or  his  grantee,  and  the  former  owner,  who  still  remains 
in  possession. 

By  Act  of  June  16,  183G  (P.  L.  T55),  elaborate  provision 
is  made  for  process  by  which  the  purchaser  of  real  estate 
at  Sheriff's  sale  may  obtain  possession  thereof.  AVhether 
in  any  given  case  he  may  be  so  entitled  to  possession,  or 
whether  his  purchase  at  Sheriff's  sale  is  effective  to  dis- 
possess the  occupant,  are  questions  to  be  judicially  deter- 
mined in  such  proceedings.  Possibly  the  occupant  may  in 
a  given  case  be  able  to  establish  his  ultimate  right  to  hold 
the  property.  However  this  may  be,  the  way  is  plainly 
pointed  out  to  the  purchaser  to  obtain  possession.  Until 
he  does  so,  his  title  in  a  sense  may  be  considered  as  inchoate. 
In  any  event,  he  is  not  in  a  position  to  determine  whether 
water  shall  or  shall  not  be  supplied  to  the  premises  as  against 
the  wish  of  the  former  owner,  who  is  still  in  actual  posses- 
sion and  occupancy. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinances  governing  the 
subject  do  not  contemplate  a  Sheriff's  vendee,  or  his  repre- 
sentative who  has  not  taken  legal  measures  to  obtaiu  pos- 
session, as  such  an  owner  as  would  be  entitled  to  control 
the  water  supply.  I  therefore  think  that  in  this  instance 
the  ferrule  should  not  have  been  disconnected,  and  that  if 
the  occupant  of  the  premises  so  desii-ed  it  should  be  re- 
stored.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  letter  of  September  12thy 
inquiring  as  to  the  status  of  land  taken  for  League  Island 
Park,  I  would  say  that  a  report  of  a  jury  to  assess  the 
damages  for  the  taking  of  land  for  said  purpose  was  duly 
confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  in  March, 
1898;  that  various  appeals  from  the  decree  of  confirma- 
tion were  taken  by  different  property  owners,  amongst 
whom  was  the  "Vile  Estate."  While  no  security  was 
entered,  as  no  authority  for  the  entry  of  security  was 
confirmed  by  the  Act  of  1857  under  which  the  condemna- 
tion was  made,  the  general  power  of  taxation  as  estab- 
lished by  various  authorities,  is  sufficient  security,  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  Further  than  this, 
the  decree  of  confirmation  operated  as  and  was  a  judg- 
ment against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  damages 
awarded  by  the  report  of  the  viewers. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  have  no  hesitation  in  say- 
ing that  the  City  has  a  right  to  enter  upon  the  property 
at  any  time  and  exercise  such  control  of  it  as  may  be 
necessary  for  or  incident  to  its  maintenance  as  a  public 
park.

To  the  inquiry  whether  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
has  the  power  to  investig-ate  the  validity  of  the  certificates 
presented  to  teachers  under  the  said  Act  and  to  examine 
the  vaccination  marks,  1  have  no  hesitanc}^  in  saying  that 
it  has  such  powers.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  transmitting  a 
letter  to  yourself  from  Eobert  C  Hill,  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Building  Inspection,  inquiring  whether  a  permit 
should  be  granted  for  the  erection  of  a  porch  extending 
six  feet  into  the  highway  in  front  of  premises  No.  1814 
Vineyard  street,  I  reply  as  follows; 

It  appears  that  the  o^\^ler  of  said  premises  has  a  permit 
to  build  a  porch  4  feet  6  inches  wide  from  the  house 
line,  but  desires  that  this  may  be  extended  to  6  feet, 
assigning  as  a  reason  therefor  that  heretofore  a  railing 
has  extended  that  far  into  the  sidewalk. 

The  Ordinance  of  September  23,  1864,  Section  11,  is 
as  folloAvs:  ''It  is  declared  a  nuisance  to  place  or  maintain 
any  cellar  door,  porch,  or  steps  which  shall  extend  more 
thrill  4  feet  6  inches  into  any  footway  of  any  street  of 
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50  feet  wide  or  upwards,  or  a  portionate  distance  into 
any  footway  in  any  street  of  less  width  than. 50  feet." 

This  provision  eifectually  prevents  the  building  of  a 
porch  more  than  4  feet  6  inches  from  the  house  line  in 
a  street  50  feet  wide  or  less.  The  fact  that  the  railing 
has  heretofore  been  peraiitted  to  remain  in  the  street  at 
the  distance  of  6  feet  from  the  building  would  not  give 
any  warrant  for  the  erection  of  the  porch  as  proposed. 
No  length  of  time  will  validate  an  encroachment  upon 
the  highway. 

The  foregoing  is  written  upon  the  assumption  that  it 
is  intended  to  build  the  porch  so  that  it  will  extend  a 
distance  of  6  feet  beyond  the  lines  of  the  street.  If  the 
building  itself  recedes  beyond  the  street  line  there  would 
be,  of  course,  no  objection  to  the  building  of  the  porch.

Deak  Sir: — Your  favor  of  August  29,  1901,  in  refer^ 
ence  to  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  received.  You  submit 
to  me  for  an  opinion  the  following  questions: 

"1.  Is  'public  property  used  for  public  purposes'  charge- 
able 'for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  for  sewer  claims  and 
sewer  connections,  for  the  (curbing),  recurbing,  paving, 
repaving  or  repairing  of  footways  in  front  thereof?" 

"2.  The  printed  copy  of  the  Act  contains  the  words 
'purely  public  character'  in  Section  5,  line  5.  In  your 
opinion  of  July  24th  the  words  'purely  public  charity* 
are  used.  Is  it  your  view  that  the  words  'purely  public 
charity'  shall  take  the  place  or  interpret  the  words  'purely 
public  character'  used  in  the  Act?" 

"3.  (a)  Are  sewer  bills  to  be  dated  at  the  completion 
of  the  entire  improvement  as  per  Section  2  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  May  12,  186G,  and  the  Ordinance  of  February 
16,  18G9? 

(ft)  Are  water  pipe  hills  to  bo  dated  at  the  time  of 
completion  of  the  work  of  laying  pipe  on  'any  square  of 
street  or  highway,'  a^  jkm"  Ordinance  of  January  29,  1855? 
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(c)  Are  cartway  paving  bills  to  be  dated  at  the  time 
of  completion  of  tlie  entire  improvement  as  per  Ordinance 
of  May  3,  1855? 

(d)  Is  it  proper  to  make  current  estimates  on  sewer  and 
cartway  paving"  work  payable  with  assessment  bills,  before 
the  completion  of  the  whole  improvement? 

"4.,  (a)  Is  the  light-of-Avay  of  a  railroad  considered  to 
be  the  same  as  its  real  estate? 

(b)  Is  a  bill  for  mimicipal  im])rovements  in  front  of 
such  property  chargeal)le  to  the  railroad  company  or  to 
the  OAvner  in  fee? 

''5.  Are  the  enclosed  bills  in  proper  form,  and  does  the 
presentation  of  the  bill  with  the  notice  endorsed  (see  sewer 
bill)  constitute  the  necessary  notification  under  the  law, 
prior  to  tiling  a  lien?" 

I.  As  to  the  first  question,  I  consider  it  advisable  ''that 
public  property  used  for  public  purposes"  be  charged  withi 
the  claims  which  you  mention. 

You  will  notice  that  Section  5  of  the  Act  has  omitted 
the  word  "curbing."  This  is  evidently  an  oversight,  and 
besides,  the  paving  or  repaving  of  a  footway  necessarily 
includes  the  curbing  of  it,  and  therefore  a  claim  should 
be  filed  for  the  curbing,  recurbing,  paving,  repaving  or 
repairing  of  footways. 

II.  The  words  you  mention,  ''purely  public  character," 
do  not  occur  in  the  Act  as  published  in  book  form.  There 
the  words  are  "purely  public  charity." 

III.  (a)  The  sewer  bills  should  be  dated,  or  at  least 
the  assessment  should  be  made  by  the  Surveyor  at  the 
completion  of  the  entire  improvement,  in  accordance  with 
the  Ordinance  of  May  12,  1866.  The  Surveyor  should 
file  a  certificate  of  the  date  of  completion  in  pursuance 
)pf  the  Act  of  1901  as  to  sewers,  in  the  Survey  Bureau. 
The  date  of  completion  should  be  the  finishing  of  the 
sewer  for  the  distance  specified  in  the  ordinance,  as  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Ordinance  of  May  12,  1866. 

p)^  Assessments  for  water  pipe  should  be  made  upon 
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tlie  completion  of  the  work  of  laying  the  pipe  on  each 
square,  in  accordance;  with  the  Ordinance  of  January  29, 
1855.  Certificates  of  the  Surveyor  as  to  the  time  of  com- 
pletion should  lie  filed  in  the  Water  jBureau. 

(c)  The  assessment  bills  for  paving  the  cartway  should 
he  dated  and  the  assessment  made  when  the  pavement  was 
laid,  as  directed  by  ordinance,  in  accordance  with  the 
Ordinance  of  May.  3,  1855,  and  the  completion  of  the 
work  should  be  the  date  upon  which  the  last  work  upon 
the  entire  improvement  is  done.  The  certificate  of  the 
Surveyor  as  to  the  completion  should  be  filed  in  the  High- 
way Bureau. 

(cZ)  Kindly  advise  me  what  is  referred  to  in  this  ques- 
tion, as  it  seems  to  me  that  the  answers  to  "a"  and  "c" 
cover  all  questions  as  to  assessment  bills  in  relation  to 
sewer  and  cartway  paving. 

IV.  (a)  Section  5  of  the  Act  states  that  certain  prop- 
erty shall  be  exempt,  but  does  not  include  the  right-of- 
way  of  a  railroad.  The  decisions  of  our  courts  have,  how- 
ever, held  that  the  right-of-way  of  a  railroad  was  not 
liable  to  municipal  assessments,  and  it  is  very  likely  that 
this  view  will  be  adopted  by  the  court,  as  the  right-of- 
way  of  a  railroad  may  not  be  considered  as  real  estate 
against  which  liens  could  be  filed.  So,  until  there  be  a 
decision,  I  advise  you  to  assess  the  right-of-way  of  a  rail- 
road for  sewers,  water  pipe  and  cartway  paving. 

(/>)  The  assessment  bills  should  be  chargeable  to  the 
railroad  company  though  in  filing  it  will  be  filed  against 
the  registered  owner  as  well  as  the  railroad  company. 

V.  I  have  made  some  alterations,  which  you  will  notice 
from  an  examination  of  the  bills,  which  I  return  you  here- 
with. At  the  bottom  of  each  of  the  bills  I  would  suggest 
that  the  following  certificate  or  statement  be  made  to  be 
signed  by  the  Surveyor;  and  this  can  be  changed  to  meet 
each  particular  kind  of  claim: 

"The  above  assessment  and  measurement  were  made 

by  me,  on  the  day  of  190     ,  on  which 

day  the  work  was  completed,  and  a  certificate  of  the  time 

of  completion  of  the  work  and    the    assessments  made 
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tlierefor,  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  (Surveys) 
in  accordance  with  the  law  and  ordinances. 

Surs^eyor  and  Regulator  District." 

I  call  your  attention  to  my  letter  of  July  24,  1901. 
and  desire  to  impress  upon  you  that  in  all  cases  of  mu- 
nicipal improvement,  where  the  cost  is  to  be  charged  to 
the  property  owner,  the  District  Suiweyor  should  be  di- 
rected to  file  in  the  proper  office,  whether  Water,  Suney 
or  Highway,  a  certificate  of  the  time  of  the  completion 
of  the  work,  and  also  a  list  of  the  parties  assessed  and 
the  amount  of  the  assessment,  so  that  there  may  be  upon 
the  record  an  actual  assessment  of  the  cost  against  the 
various  properties  and  a  record  of  the  completion  of  the 
work.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiries  relative  to  the  proper  pro- 
cedure by  your  Department  under  the  Ordinance  of  June 
2G,  1901,  directing  that  abutting  ovmers  shall  be  assessed 
for  street  paving  at  the  rate  of  $2.60  per  square  yard,  I  re- 
ply as  follows.     You  ask: 

"1.  "Would  your  Department  be  justified  in  directing 
'the  paving  of  a  street  which  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates 
where  the  property  owners  agree  to  pay  the  assessment 
not^vithstanding  the  properties  are  assessed  at  suburban 
rates,  and  where  the  property  owners  are  required  to  pay 
!.G0  per  square  yard  for  paving  wliich  the  contractor 
agrees  to  do  for  the  City  for  a  less  price?" 
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By  the  A.ct  of  March  30,  1866,  Sect  1  (P.  L.  354), 
Councils  are  authoiized  to  fix  by  ordinance  the  rates  and 
charges  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  of  property  abutting 
upon  the  streets  of  the  City  for  the  paving  thereof.  This 
power,  wliich  is  not  dei)Gndent  only  upon  the  price  paid 
by  the  City  to  the  contractor,  has  been  exercised  in  the 
Ordinance  of  Juno  26,  1901,  fixing  the  rate  at  $2.60  per 
square  yard.  The  assessment  of  the  property  at  suburban 
rates  is  not  conclusive  of  the  question  whether  it  is  in  fact 
suburban.  When  disputed,  that  question  is  to  be  decided 
ty  a  jury  in  each  individual  case.  But  where  the  owners 
agree  to  pay  the  rate  fixed  by  Councils,  it  ceases  to  he  a 
matter  of  importance  whether  the  property  is  rural  or  sub- 
urban. I  therefore  answer  this  question  in  the  affirmative. 
You  would  be  justified  in  directing  the  paving  of  a  street 
under  agreement  with  the  abutting  owners,  though  the 
property  be  assessed  as  rural  and  though  the  rate  per  square 
yard  paid  the  contractor  is  less  than  $2.60. 

"2.  If  the  Department  is  justified  in  permitting  such 
"paving  to  be  done,  what  security,  if  any,  should  be  taken 
"to  ensure  the  payment  to  the  City  of  the  difference  be- 
"tween  the  price  bid  by  the  contractor  and  the  price  per 
"square  yard  for  the  paving — $2.60— as  fixed  by  Ordi- 
"nance  of  Councils,  the  owners  of  abutting  property  being 
"willing  to  enter  into  an  agreement  to  pay  the  assessment 
"bills  in  cases  where  the  properties  are  assessed  at  suburban 
"rates,  should  the  said  agreement  be  entered  into  with  the 
"City  or  the  contractor?" 

The  agreement  of  the  abutting  owner  should  be  entered 
into  with  the  City  and  not  with  the  contractor.  The  se- 
curity to  ensure  the  payment  to  the  City  of  the  difference 
between  the  price  bid  by  the  contractor  and  the  price  per 
square  yard,  for  the  pa^nng  as  fixed  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, is  that  in  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the  con- 
tractor a  provision  should  be  inserted  that  when  the  con- 
tractor receives  the  assessment  bills  at  the  rate  of  $2.60 
per  square  yard,  in  an  amount  sufl^cient  to  cover  the  sum 
due  him  under  his  contract,  this  should  be  accepted  as  a 
payment  in   full.      The  remaining  assc^^^mont  bills  should 
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then  bo  retained  by  the  City  and  collected  for  its  benefit. 
The  contract  between  the  property  owner  and  the  City 
ehould  be  for  payment  by  the  former  at  the  rate  of  $2.60 
per  square  yard. 

"3.  As  under  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance  of  June  26, 
^'1901,  the  contractor  for  paving  a  street  is  obliged  to  ac- 
''cept  assessment  bills  at  the  rate  of  $2.60  per  square  yard 
^'in  payment  for  work  done,  would  the  City  be  justified  in 
"constructing  an  inlet  or  put  in  lateral  connections  re- 
"quired  in  connection  with  the  paving  for  which  the  City 
^'would  have  to  pay,  and  setting  or  re-setting  straight  or 
^'curved  curb  for  which  the  property  owner  would  have 
^*to  pay,  and  compel  the  contractor  to  take  his  pay  for  said 
''work  out  of  the  assessment  bills  issued  against  the  prop- 
'''erties,  which  assessment  bills,  at  $2.60  per  square  yard, 
''would  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the  entire  work  at 
''the  lower  contract  price  for  the  work?" 

No;  the  City  would  not  be  justified  in  putting  in  lateral 
connections,  or  setting  or  re-setting  curbs  and  applying 
the  surplus  of  the  assessment  bills  under  the  paving  contract 
in  piiyment  for  this  work.  These  are  separate  matters 
-which  should  not  be  paid  for  out  of  the  assessment  bills 
under  the  paving  contracts. 

"4.  When  the  amount  of  assessment  bills  at  $2.60  per 
"square  yaird  is  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  all  the  paving 
"don©  in  front  of  assessable  properties  and  the  intersec- 
■"tions,  and  unassessable  properties  at  the  lower  contract 
'"price,  is  the  City  justified  in  compelling  the  contractor 
■"to  accept  assessment  bills  at  $2.60  per  square  yard  in  an 
■"amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  paving  of  the 
"intersections  and  in  front  of  unassessable  property?" 

Ilie  answer  to  this  depends  upon  the  terms  of  the  con- 
traxjt.  If  the  contractor  has  agreed  to  accept  assessment 
bills  for  paving  of  unassessable  properties,  or  at  intersec- 
tions, he  m,ay,  of  course,  be  compelled  to  take  them  in 
accordance  with  his  contract.  If,  however,  his  contract 
calls  for  the  payment  of  cash  for  such  paving,  he  cannot 
be  forced  to  accept  assessment  bills  iu'  lieu  of  money.    There 
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is  no  objection,  however,  to  using  the  assessment  bills  for 
that  purpose,  if  the  contractor  is  willing  to  take  thcni  in- 
stead of  insisting  upon  the  money  payment  in  cases  where 
he  is  entitled  to  the  latter  under  the  terms  of  4iis  contract. 

"5.  When  the  amount  of  assessment  bills  at  $2.00  per 
"square  yard  is  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  all  the  paving 
"done  in  front  of  assessable  properties  but  not  entirely 
"sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  also  of  the  paving  in  front  of 
"unassessable  property  and  intersections,  is  the  City  justi- 
"fied  in  compelling  the  contractor  to  accept  assessment  bills 
"at  $2.60  per  square  yard  to  pay  for  the  paving  in  front  of 
"unassessable  property  and  intersections  as  far  as  they  Avill 
"go  and  pay  him  the  balance  due  him  at  his  lower  contract 
"price  out  of  the  item  for  intersections  and  unasse-able 
"property  in  the  annual  appropriation  for  intersections  and 
"unassessaible  property  in  the  annual  appropriation  ti  the 
"Bureau  of  Highways?" 

The  answer  to  the  fourth  query  is  equally  applica'ih'  to 
this  one. 

As  above  indicated,  this  Department  is  of  opinion  that 
when  the  assessment  bills  are  in  excess  of  the  contract  pnce 
for  the  paving,  the  contractor  should  receive  such  a -cess- 
ment bills,  up  to  the  amount  called  for  by  his  contract ;  the 
remainder  should  be  retained  and  collected  by  the  C*ity 
and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  communication  trans- 
mitting the  inquiry  of  ]\Ir.    John  M.  Lukens,  Chief  -Ii>- 
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spector  of  Boilers,  as  to  his  powers  in  licensing  en^neers 
under  the  Act  of  April  18,  1899,  1  reply,  that  the  said 
Act  contemplates  the  issuing  of  a  license  after  a  satis- 
factory examination  of  such  persons  as  have  shown  them- 
selves competent  to  act  as  engineers,  but  there  are  no  pro- 
visions which  seem  to  give  a  right  to  the  Inspector  to  issue 
restricted  licenses,  or  licenses  in  any  foiin  which  will  per- 
mit the  licensee  to  operate  some  classes  of  engines  tO'  the 
exclusion  of  others.  The  purpose  of  the  act  seems  to  be 
that  after  the  Inspector  has  satisfied  himself  as  to  the  com- 
petency of  the  applicant,  he  shall  either  issue  a  license  or 
refuse  to  do  so.  Notwithstanding  the  good  reasons  which 
are  set  forth  in  the  letter  of  Mr.  Lukens  for  the  contrary 
usage,  this  Department  is  of  the  opinion  that  he  has  no 
option  in  the  matter  save  to  decline  issuing  a  license,  or 
to  issue  one  in  the  manner  and  fonn  prescribed  by  the 
statutes.  There  is  no  power  upon  his  part,  under  the  terms 
of  the  act,  to  narrow  or  restrict  the  license.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  whether  Greenway  ave- 
nue, from  Seventieth  to  Seventy-first  street,  is  to  be  con- 
sidered as  a  legally  opened  public  highway,  I  reply  that 
apart  from  the  opening  of  a  street  by  legal  proceedings  the 
same  may  become  a  public  highway  either  through  pre- 
scription or  dedication.     The  former  is  the  inght  in  the 
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for  a  ijeriod  of  twenty-one  years  or  more.     Dedication  may 
either  be  by  deed  or  by  implication.    If  it  be  upon  the  latter 
basis,  it  is  purely  a  question  of  intention,  which  intention 
is  to  be  gathered  from  the  conduct  of  those  owning  the 
property  constituting  the  bed  of  the  street.     Thus,  they 
may  sell  abutting  property  calling    for    the    street  as  a 
boundary  line,  or  they  may  permit  such  use  of  the  premises 
by  the  public  as  a  thoroughfare  as  is  only  consistent  with 
its  dedication  to  the  public  as  a  street.     If  the  user  of  the 
public  be  concurrent  with  that  of  the  private  owner,  or 
b<?  otherwise  a  merely  permissive  use  which  does  not  in- 
dicate the  relinquishment  of  the  street  to  the  public,^  it  will 
n<jt  be  sufficient  to  create  a  presumption    of    dedication. 
The  question  is  one  of  fact,  and  the  fact  to  be  ascertained 
is  whether  the  holder  of  the  title  intended  to  dedicate  the 
thoroughfare  in  question  to  the  public  as  a  street  or  high- 
way.    This  question  does  not  depend  upon  the  length  of 
tin'je  which  the  public  has  been  allowed  to  use  the  supposed 
street,  except  in  so  far  as  the  latter  factor,  viz.,  lapse  of 
time,  may  the  more  tlioroughly  establish  the  intention  of 
the  abutting  owners.     If  that  intention  exists,  no  matter 
for  hoAv  short  a  time  the  highw^ay  may  have  been  used, 
whetlier  for  more  or  less  than  twenty-one  years,  it  by  vir- 
tue of  the  presumed  dedication  becomes  a  public  street. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  user  be  merely  permissive  and 
concurrent,  as  explained  above,  though    it    continue  for 
more  than  twenty-one  years,  it  will  not  create  a  presump- 
tion that  the  land  has  iieen  dedicated  to  the  public.  ^  I  as- 
sume from  your  letter  that  there  has  been  no  deed  of  dedi- 
cation. 

It  also  appeai-s  therefrom  that  the  public  has  not  estab- 
lished the  right  by  prescription,  at  all  events  to  the  high- 
way in  its  entirety,  because  during  a  part  of  the  twenty-one 
yea^rs  some  portion  of  the  street  lias  been  claimed  ad- 
versely by  the  owners  thereof  and  has  been  fenced  in  for 
private  use.  The  affidavits,  however,  to  which  you  refer, 
and  which  I  have  not  seen,  would  seem  to  establish  an  ex- 
clusive use  of  the  highway  witli  the  assent  of  the  abutting 
owners,  from  which  a  dedication  might  well  be  presumed. 
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Assuming  the  facts,  Avhioli  yon  say  are  stated  in  said 
affidavits,  to  be  true,  and  that  the  same  could  be  success- 
fully established,  if  tested,  it  would  in  my  opinion  follow 
that  a  dedication  of  the  bed  of  Greenway  avenue,  from 
Seventieth  street  to  Seventy-first  street,  would  be  pre- 
sumed, and  that  therefore  that  thoroughfare  would  prop- 
erly be  regarded  as  a  public  street.  But,  as  already  stated, 
the  fundamental  question  is  one  of  fact,  and  any  opinion 
upon  the  subject  in  the  present  status  of  the  matter  is 
necessarily  based  only  upon  the  ex  parte  affidavits  to  wdiich 
you  refer.

Dear  Sir: — As  requested  I  herewith  return  communi- 
cations received  by  you  from  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion relative  to  the  annulment  of  contracts  with  D.  R. 
Bums  and  William  J.  Smith,  and  transmitted  by  you  in 
connection  with  your  inquiry  whether  you  will  be  justified 
in  declining  to  accede  to  the  wd&hes  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  these  matters.  Also  find  herewith  copy  of  the 
correspondence  between  the  Board  of  Education  and  this 
Department  in  relation  to  the  annulment  of  the  contract 
with  Mr.  Burns,  which  will  explain  itself. 

In  the  matter  of  the  contract  with  Mr.  Smith,  I  was 
informed  upon  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
that  the  contract  was  made  under  a  mutual  error  between 
the  contracting  parties  relative  to  the  depth  required  to 
be  dug  in  reaching  a  foundation,  and  that  both  parties  were 
therefore  willing  and  desirous  that  the  contract  should  be 
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abrogated.  While  the  contractor  could  probably  liave  been 
compelled  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  his  agreement,  yet 
it  is  within  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  con- 
sent to  the  correction  of  an  error  of  such  magnitude  as  this 
one,  since  the  enforcement  of  the  terms  agreed  on  would 
have  been  inequitable  under  the  circumstances.  Accord- 
ingly, as  the  rights  of  the  City  and  the  contractor  in  the 
premises  were  somewhat  involved,  and  as  it  seemed  to  be 
the  joint  wish  of  the  parties  that  the  contract  should  be 
annulled,  I  advised  the  Board  of  Public  Education  that 
the  contract  might  be  rescinded  by  mutual  consent. 

I  think  that  under  the  facts  of  both  the  cases  in  question 
it  was  within  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Education  in 
their  discretion  to  consent  to  the  annulment  of  the  con- 
tracts, and  would  therefore  advise  you  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  this  Department,  you  would  not  be  justified  in  declining 
to  accede  to  the  terms  or  wishes  of  the  Board  as  contained 
in  their  resolution  relating  to  the  respective  subjects.

Deak  Sir: — In  reply  to  the  question  submitted  to  me 
orally  this  morning  at  the  interview  at  your  office  arising 
from  the  communication  sent  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Girard  Estate  to  yourself,  protesting  against  the  issuance 
of  a  permit  to  the  Belt  line  Railroad  Company  to  lay  a 
curve  on  Delaware  avenue  to  connect  with  the  City  pier 
at  Race  street,  I  beg  to  say  that  this  is  the  same  question, 
slightly  different  in  form  only,  which  was  before  this  De- 
partment in  1900,  and  upon  which,  under  date  of  April 
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26tli  of  that  year,  the  opinion  which  we  had  before  us  at 
our  conference  to-day,  was  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  (Opinions  of  City  So- 
licitor, 1900,  page  12).  Part  of  this  opinion,  as  follows, 
covers  this  case,  to  wit: 

"This  permit  is  not  and  cannot  be  construed  to  be  an 
attempted  authorization  by  the  City  to  the  Belt  Line  Com- 
pany to  lay  tracks  in  spite  of  the  injunction  which  remains 
in  force  against  that  company,  prohibiting  it  from  pro- 
ceeding to  that  end.  On  the  contrary,  the  permit  of  the 
City  signifies  only  that  so  far  as  the  City  is  concerned  it 
interposes  no  objection  to  the  action  proposed.  To  thus 
indicate  its  consent  by  allowing  a  permit,  seems  to  me  no 
more  than  under  its  ordinance  and  agTeement  in  good  faith, 
it  ought  to  feel  bound  to  do.  The  injunction  still  stands, 
and  must  be  lifted  by  the  court  before  any  tracks  can  be 
laid." 

I  see  no  reason  why  the  views  then  expressed  are  not 
determinative  of  the  question  now  raised. 

I  herewith  return  Mr.  Kirkpatrick's  letter  to  yourself, 
together  with  the  plan  of  the  locality  which  you  kindly 
furnished  me.

Dear  Sir  :— To  the  two  questions  submitted  by  the 
Oonmiittee  of  Councils  on  City  Property  of  above  date, 
first,  as  to  "whether  any  recent  Act  of  the  Legislature 
will  prevent  the  erection  of  a  hospital  in  any  part  of  the 
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City;"  and  .^cc-cjiid,  iis  lo  ■•wlu^hcr  tlie  City  of  Pliilaclel- 
piiia  ciin  take  title  to  and  erect  a  hospital  and  have  full 
control  of  the  i^nroe  <"!nlside  of  the  ("oiiiity  line,"  T  snl)- 
mit  the  followint! : 

To  the  tirst,  "whetlit  r  any  recent  .Vet  of  the  Legislature 
will  jirevent  the  erecvion  of  a  ha'^pital  in  any  part  of  the 
City,''  my  ajisw.-r  is  that  the  Act  of  April  30,  1899  (P. 
L.  OGJ,  provides  I  hat  foi-  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
public  health  it  shall  be  unlawful  hereafter  to  establish 
or  maintain  any  additional  hospital,  pest-house  or  burial 
ground  in  the  built  up  portion  of  cities.  The  meaning 
of  this  Act  was  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court  in 
the  <ase  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Charity  Hospital,  198  Pa., 
270.  to  be  that  the  establishment  of  a  new  hospital  to  take 
the  place  of  one  alread}'-  in  existence,  is  .within  the  pro- 
hibition of  the  Act  of  Assembly. 

To  the  second  inquiry,  "whether  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia can  take  title  to  and  erect  a  hospital  and  have  full 
control  of  the  same  outside  of  the  County  line,"  I  answer 
that  it  has  been  decided  by  Judge  Ewing,  of  Allegheny 
County,  in  the  case  of  Straub  vs.  City  of  Pittslmrg,  38 
P.  L.  J.,  91,  that  under  the  Act  of  June  14,  1887,  cities 
of  the  second  class  in  this  Commonwealth  have  not  the 
power  to  go  beyond  the  county  limits  in  selecting  a  site 
for  an  almshouse.  This  Act  under  which  the  power  to 
transgress  the  limits  of  the  county  was  sought  to  be  main- 
tained, is,  in  all  respects,  as  broad  as  any  upon  which 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  could  rely  at  this  time,  although 
said  opinion  was  dealing,  as  above  stated,  Avith  cities  of 
the  second  class.  This  decision,  furthermore,  is  in  gen- 
eial  harmony  with  thq  law,  as  declared  elsewhere.  The 
dc<'ided  weight  of  authority  may  be  considered  to  be  to 
the  effect  that  although  a  municipal  corporation  under 
a  general  power  to'  purchase  and  hold  real  estate,  may 
acquire  land  outside  its  limits,  yet  the  land  so  acquired 
can  be  held  by  it  only  as  a  private  owner  might  hold 
such,  property,  but  that  such  city  cannot  exercise  any 
controlling  or  governmental  functions  thereon. 

The  law  as  thus  defined,  is  applicable  to  the  present 
instance.     The  City  of  Philadelphia,  under  the  Act  of 
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March  11,  1789,  has  a  general  power  to  acquire  propcrt.y. 
By  virtue  of  this  Act  it  can,  in  my  opinion,  purchase  and 
hold  property  outside  of  the  county  limits,  if  within  tlie 
State,  but  the  autliority  to  govei-n  and  control  such  ])roi> 
erty  for  tlie  purposes  of  a  Municipal  Hospital,  by  municijial 
ordinances  and  regulations,  would  be  wanting. 

To  your  first  inquiry  I  would  answer,  therefore,  tliat 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  may  establish  a  Municipal  Hos- 
pital in  what  would  be  deemed  not  to  be  a  b\iilt  up  por- 
tion of  the  city,  but  not  in  a  built  up  portion  thereof. 
In  this  connection  it  is  further  to  be  noted  that  in  the 
case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Charity  Hospital,  already  re- 
ferred to,  it  was  decided  that  whether  property  in  the 
locality  in  question  is  assessed  for  taxation  as  rural  or 
urban,  has  no  bearing  upon  the  question  whether  such 
locality  is  to  be  regarded  as  "built  up"  or  not  built  up, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1899. 

In  reply  to  your  second  inquiry,  I  would  say  that  the 
City  may  not  take  title  to  and  erect  a  hospital  and  have 
full  control  of  the  same,  outside  of  the  County  line.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answ-er  to  your  communication  under 
date  of  yesterday,  my  reply  is  that  the  suit  was  brought 
against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  one  of  the  defendants, 
and  also  against  Messrs.  McParland:  &  Ihitler,  contractors, 
as  co-defendants,  to  recover  damag&s  for  the  death  of  the 
husband  of  the  plaintiff  therein.      A  noTi-suit  was  entered 
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against  the  plaiutiii*,  tliei-ehy,  of  course,  relieving  the  de- 
fendants of  the  responsihilitj. 

Under  the  Act  of  Assembly,  plaintifls  in  such  cases 
have  six  months  in  which  to  take  said  cases  upon  an  appeal 
to  the  Supreme  Court.  The  letter  from  Mr.  Farr  sim- 
ply means  that  this  six  months  having  now  expired,  the 
judgment  of  non-suit  is  final,  and  there  is  no  longer  need 
of  holding  the  percentage  that  was  retained  by  "the  De- 
partment in  this  contract;  and  the  statute  of  limitations 
having  run  against  the  bringing  of  another  suit  in  this 
case,  there  is  no  objection  to  the  Department  paying  the 
money  so  retained,  assuming  that  there  are  no  other  claims, 
or  reason  lodged  with  the  Department  why  the  same  should 
not  be  done.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  16th  inst., 
suggesting  that  the  penal  bond  of  the  City  Trust  Com- 
pany accompanying  the  contract  of  Robert  S.  Johnston 
&  Company  for  the  completion  of  the  Annex  to  the  Boys' 
High  School  will  expire  in  May,  1902,  at  which  date  the 
work  will  probably  not  be  completed,  and  inquiring 
whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  take  some  steps  looking 
to  the  renewal  or  extension  of  the  bond,  I  reply  that 
the  bond  in  question  is  dated  May  16,  1900,  and  contains 
a  clause  as  follows:  "It  being  understood  and  agreed  that 
no  suit  shall  be  brought  upon  this  bond  after  the  expira- 
tion of  two  years  from  the  date  hereof."  This  stipula- 
tion in  the  bond  is  in  conformity  with  the  requirement 
of  the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1896,  page  68,  which  pro 
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vides  for  the  taking  of  bonds  for  the  protection  of  sub- 
contractors and  persons  furnishing  material  and  labor  for 
the  completion  of  bnildings  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
or  for  any  other  City  work.  Said  ordinance  provides  only 
for  one  bond  of  this  character,  which  it  is  expressly  di- 
rected shall  contain  a  condition  that  no  suit  shall  be 
brought  upon  it  aftej  the  expiration  of  two  years  from 
its  date. 

This  Department  is  not  aware  of  any  method  by  which 
the  contractor  can  be  compelled  through  legal  proceed- 
ings to  give  a  further  bond,  or  of  any  method  whereby 
the  liability  of  the  surety  can  be  renewed  or  extended 
beyond  the  two-year  period  designated  by  the  terms  of 
the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  of  recent  date, 
enclosing  a  letter  from  the  Coroujer,  copy  of  death  cer- 
tificate of  Hannah  S.  Oldroyd,  issued  by  Victor  B.  Hall, 
copy  of  a  bill  rendered  by  the  same,  and  the  transcript 
of  notes  on  the  inquest  held  on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Oldroyd, 
and  inquiring  whether  from  what  appeared  in  these  papers 
the  said  Hall  could  be  prosecuted  for  practicing  medicine 
without  being  a  registered  physician  and  for  issuing  said 
death  certificate,  and  whether  it  is  within  the  province 
of  your  Bureau  to  initiate  such  prosecution,  I  reply  that 
under  the  Act  of  March  24,  1877,  Section  2,  P.  L.  42, 
it  is  provided  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  passage 
of  that  Act  for  any  person  to  announce  himself  or  her- 
self as  a  practitioner  of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics. 
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or  to  practice  ihi^  samu  wlio  has  not  receivod  in  a  regular 
manner  a  diploma  from  a  chartered  medical  school,  duly 
authorized  to  confer  upon  its  alumni  the  degree  of  doctor 
of  medicine,  provided  that  said  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  resident  practitioner  of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics 
who  has  been  in  such  continuous  practice  in  this  (Com- 
monwealth for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  previous 
to  the  passage  of  said  Act. 

By  Act  of  June  8,  1881,  P.  L.  72,  it-is  provided  that 
every  person  who  shall  practice  medicine  or  surgery,  or 
any  of  the  branches  of  medicine  or  surgery  for  gain,  or 
shall  receive  or  accept  for  his  or  her  services,  as  a  prac- 
titioner of  medicine  or  surgery,  any  fee  or  reward,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  legally  char- 
tered medical  college  or  university,  having  authority  to 
confer  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  (except  as  pro- 
vided for  in  section  five  of  this  act),  and  such  person 
shall  present  to  the  prothonotary  of  the  county,  in  which 
he  or  she  resides  or  sojourns,  his  or  her  medical  diplonui, 
as  well  as  a  true  cop}'  of  the  same,  including  any  endorse- 
ments thereon,  and  shall  make  affidavit  to  as  prescribed 
by  the  terms  of  the  Act. 

Penalties  are  provided  by  this  Act  for  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery  without  complying  with  the  terms 
thereof.  By  Section  5  it  is  provided  that  any  person  who 
has  been  in  the  continuous  practice  of  medicine  or  sur- 
gery in  this  Commonwealth  since  1871,  without  the  degree 
of  doctor  of  medicine,  shall  be  allowed  to  continue  such 
practice,  but  such  person  shall  nevertheless  appear  before 
the  prothonotary  of  the  county,  in  which  he  or  she  resides, 
and  shall  present  to  him  a  vTritten  statement  to  be  en- 
tered in  the  register,  of  the  name  of  the  practitioner, 
his  or  her  place  of  nativity,  his  or  her  place  of  residence, 
the  time  of  continuous  practice  in  this  Cominouwoaltb, 
and  the  places  where  such  practice  was  pursued. 

By  Act  of  May  IS,  1893,  P.  L.  94,  Section  13,  it  is 
required  that  from  and  after  July  1,  1S94,  any  person 
not  theretofore  authorized  to  practice  medicuie  and  surgery 
in  this  State,  and  desiring  to  enter  n^jou  .sueli  practice, 
may  make  apjilication  t(>  the  medical  council  estaldished

by  said  Act  for  a  license  to  practice,  and  it  is  made  an 
offense  for  persons  not  so  authorized  prior  to  July  1,  1894, 
to  practice  medicine  without  such  license. 

From  the  papers  submitted,  it  seems  to  me  that  there 
is  no  doubt  that  Victor  B.  Hall  has  practiced  medicine 
for  fees  or  reward  charged  for  and  received  by  him.  The 
fact  that  he  calls  himself  a  "Vita  Physician,"  and  that 
he  disclaims  practicing"  medicine,  but  says  that  he  only 
prescribes  remedies,  does  not  alter  the  fact  that  he  does 
in  reality  hold  himself  out  as  a  physician,  and  practices 
medicine  in  the  ordinary  and  statutory  meaning  of  those 
words.  I  think  if  he  had  not  registered  as  a  physician 
as  required  by  the  laws  above  referred  to,  has  not  re- 
ceived a  license,  and  has  not  been  in  practice  such  a  length 
of  time  as  to  dispense  with  those  requirements  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts,  he  can  be  prosecuted  for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  law.  If  he  is  amenable  to  such  prosecution, 
it  is  within  the  power  of  your  Department  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  initiate  said  proceeding,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  you  lay  the  matter  before  the  District 
Attorney  of  this  coimty. 

I  return  herewith  the  transcript  of  testimony  taken 
before  the  Coroner,  together  with  the  copy  of  death  cer- 
tificate and  bill  sent  by  Mr.  Hall,  which  were  forwarded 
with  your  communication.

Dear  Sie  : — To  your  inquiries  of  the  10th  instant, 
whether  the  Ordinances  of  Councils  regulating  the  con- 
struction of  vaults  (Ordinances  of  November  12,   1855, 
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and  June  14,  18b 7),  iipply  lu  the  reconstruction  of  exist- 
ing vaults,  amounting  to  a  total  or  almost  total  reneAval 
thereof;  whether  said  Ordinances  apply  where  existino- 
vaults  of  one-story  are  deepened  so  as  to  make  them  two 
or  more  stories  deep;  and  whether  the  owners  in  such 
cases  are  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors,  are  required  to  take  out  permits, 
and  if  so,  whether  they  are  chargeable  at  the  rates  fixed 
in  the  Ordinance  of  September  17,  1888,  I  reply  that 
the  Ordinances  in  question  seem  designed  to  be  applicable 
to  the  construction  of  new  vanlts  and  not  the  reconstruc- 
tion or  alteration  of  old  ones.  If,  however,  the  change 
made  in  vaults  be  such  as  to  aifect  the  use  of  the  high- 
way, or  increase  the  danger  of  travel  thereon,  or  if  it 
interfere  with  the  underground  structures  of  the  City, 
or  if  pending  such  alteration  or  reconstruction  the  streets 
are  required  to  be  opened,  in  any  of  these  cases  the  work 
should  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  your  Board,  and 
the  proper  permit  made  necessary  by  general  regulations 
upon  these  subjects  should  be  required.  But  I  do  not 
think  that  in  such  cases  the  rates  fixed  by  the  Ordinance 
of  September  17,  1888,  would  be  chargeable  to  the  prop- 
erty owner.

William  C.  Haddock,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  17th  inst., 
relative  to  a  contract  with  J.  H.  Loaoheim  for  constinict- 
ing  a  main  sewer  in  tunnel  on  Thirty-seventh  street,  be- 
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tween  Mantua  avenue  and  Brown  street,  and  on  BroM'n 
street,  between  Thirty-seventh  and  Thirty-eighth  streets, 
I  reply  as  follows: 

You  state  that  the  work  of  construction  provided  for 
in  said  contract  has  been  completed,  but  that  final  esti- 
mate amounting  to  $4,818.13,  has  not  been  paid,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  property  owners  along  the  line  of  the  street 
have  claimed  tliat  their  buildings  have"  been  injured  by 
reason  of  the  c"onstruction  of  the  sewer.  You  also  trans- 
mit a  copy  of  an  opinion  of  counsel  for  Mr.-  Loucheim, 
in  which  it  is  maintained  that  the  City  has  no  right  to 
retain  this  money,  and  that  it  should  be  j)aid  forthwith 
to  the  contractor.  Relative  to  such  opinion,  you  correctly 
state  that  the  assumption  is  made  therein  that  the  damage 
to  property  was  due  to  the  natiire  of  the  work,  and  not 
to  any  negligence,  either  in  the  manner  of  doing  the  work 
or  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Surveys.  You  take  exception  to  that  assumption,  and 
claim  that  the  damage  resulted  from  the  work  not  being 
carried  out  in  a  proper  manner  and  to  the  failure  by 
the  contractor  to  follow  the  instructions  given  to  him 
l)y  the  Bureau  having  the  work  in  charge.  These  con- 
tradictory claims  raise  a  direct  issue  between  your  Depart- 
ment and  the  contractor. 

In  the  case  of  Flynn  vs.  City,  199  Pa..  470,  it  was 
held  that  a  stipulation  relative  to  the  retention  of  money 
imdel'  a  contract  with  the  City  identical  in  terms  with 
that  included  in  the  specifications  in  the  present  instance, 
was  to  be  construed  as  entitling  the  City  to  withhold  the 
amount  of  final  estimate  to  meet  any  claim  arising  out 
of  the  negligence  of  the  contractor,  or  from  his  dis- 
obedience of  proper  orders,  but  the  City  has  no  right  to 
retain  such  amount  to  meet  claims  for  damages  due  to 
the  plan  of  construction  itself,  or  arising  from  the  nature 
thereof,  assuming  the  work  to  have  been  properly  done 
and  without  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  contractor. 
As  already  stated,  upon  this  point,  which  is  the  crucial 
one  of  the  case,  your  Department  and  the  contractor  are 
distinctly  at  variance. 

If  tlie  claims  to  which  vou  refer  are  for  damage  caused 
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by  the  contractor's  negligence,  or  his  improper  carrying 
on  of  the  work  and  disobedience  to  orders  given  him  by 
the  Bureau  supervising  the  same,  then  the  money  in  your 
hands  should  be  retained  to  meet  the  final  determination 
of  such  claim.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  damages  for 
which  the  claims  are  made  arose  out  of  the  plan  for  the 
natural  and  proper  carrying  on  of  the  work  and  were 
incidental  thereto,  then  you  have  no  right,  under  the  rul- 
ing above  referred  to,  to  retain  the  fund,  and  it  should 
be  paid  to  Mr.  Loucheim,  if  no  other  reason  exists  for 
withholding  it. 

You  ask  further,  whether  if  the  Uureau  of  Surveys 
is  not  justified  in  retaining  the  mOney;  it  should,  before 
paying  it  over,  exact  a  bond  or  other  security,  to  protect 
the  City's  interest  in  the  premises.  To  this  I  reply,  that 
either  the  money  itself  should  be  withheld,  under  the 
tenus  of  the  specifications  as  already  indicated,  or  that 
the  contractor  is  unconditionally  entitled  thereto,  and  that 
if  the  latter  be  the  case,  the  City  has  not  the  right  to 
exact  any  further  l>ond  or  other  security  for  the  protec- 
tion of  its  interests.
